som e reform in the m atter of public printing; the 
report being a provision for the printing of 20,ooo 
copies of toe report of the Commissioner of Agricul­ 
ture.

The session of Congress opens with very 
business-like purpose. 
It would appear to be 
fully appreciated in tho Senate and the Houso 
that while the general growth of the country 
and the great elasticity of our institutloua 
promlflo to carry us not only through the 
troubles loft over by the war, but onward to a 
wealth and prosperity that were never dreamed 
of before tho war, there are still many points 
in which our progress may be facilitated and 
furthered by timely legislation. Perhaps there 
may be room for several opinions on this point, 
and it may especially bo doubted w hether it is 
not wiser to leave alone the improvement that 
wo see and fuel In our political troubles, as 
well as tho immediate promise of our finances. 
The.se are the two points that are 'to have the 
bonora of the session, from appearance. 
Sev­ 
eral financial propositions have already bet'u 
mode and reconatruoUon is to come on the 
carpet without delay. 
Mr. Morrell, of Pennsylvania, presents in the 
House a bill to fund tbe debt and m ake bank­ 
ing free. 
H e projioses to ñind tbe debt in a 
uew loan bearm g three and two-thirds per 
cent interest, retiring flrat that p art of the debt 
that bears coisi interest, and last tbe leg..l 
tender notes, making it compulsory ui>on the 
national banks to convert the basis of their 
circulation at once or go into liquidation. 
Hut 
tho more immediately im portant proposition of 
his bill is that for tho repeal of the clause in the 
banking law which limits their circulation to 
three hundred miliion dollars. 
Ho propo.ies 
to make banking 
once 
m ore 
free, 
only 
roqulriug banks 
to 
organiza 
under 
tho 
national law, and to deposit bonds as a 
security for their is.su»s. 
This appears to be 
the latest shape assumed by tho agitation for 
more curroncy. 
H itherto different parts of 
the country and ditfercnt interests clamored 
that they were cramped in their operations by 
tho scarcity of money, and the demand was 
only that the Secretary should expand in the 
limit of his discretion. 
Now it is proposeil to 
make this m atter onco more absolutely free, 
so that busincs.^ shall regulate itself, and one 
suction shall not be sacrificed and another 
assisted in tho inlorest of a financial policy. 
In theory this is very aUractivé, for the simple 
name of free baukiug seems to put the uialter 
(piile in con.sonanco with all o ur American 
ideas. 
It alaj se 'las quito satLfactory that 
tho circulatiou is to bo, as now, assured by 
national obligations; but the loss of the bills 
to a holder is not the greatest danger the 
people have to apprehend from banks. 
We 
see here a proposition that may put the coun­ 
try, even to a greater degree than it now is, 
in the hands of banks, and wo are not without 
our fancy that these will after all prove to be 
the very banks that control us now, subject to 
a limitation of their power. 
Tho lim itation of 
the national baiik circalalion has always b3on 
held to be one of tho wisest points iu the 
banking law, aM the legal tender currency 
our best cuneiicy, and we do* not see that 
we shall get an equivalent in giving up that 
currency and taking away that restriction. 
In fact, it seems to us that this is the very 
projiosilion that the banka would themselves 
make to enlarge and consolidate their power, 
for, having tho field already, thry, of course, 
would aiiprehend iiotliiug from the name of 
“ free banking.” 
An im portant bill on reconstruction is forc- 
sbadqwed in the words of General Butler to 
somo Virginia 
gentlemen, 
“ Congress will 
compel G eorgiano keep her plighted faith.” 
Georgia, it will bo remembered, adopted a coa- 
Btitution as “ republican in form" as tho moat 
extreme 
radical 
could 
desire, giving the 
colored man all political rights, Ac., aud on so 
doing was readm itted to tho Union. 
Once in 
the Union, and feeling her dignity as a sov­ 
ereign Slate—ever the local atfairs of which, 
under “ the constitution as it w as,” Congress 
could have no control—Georgia quietly kicked 
the colored mau down from his high pedestal 
anddcclarcJ that ho should not sit in the Legis­ 
lature. 
In all this, as we hav e said, she acted 
under the constitution as it was, lorgetling hi 
the new constitution the ever teeming words 
as to “ appropriate legislation,” 
These words 
give Congress as absolute a power over thi.s 
m atter in Georgia as it could have in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, and no doubt tho power will 
be asserted in all its force. 
Those are tho 
words of the fourteenth am endm ent:— “ No 
State shall make 
or < nf >rce any law which 
shall abridge tbe privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United States. 
* 
• 
* 
Con. 
gross shall have power to enlorco by appro­ 
priate legislation the provisions of A is a rti­ 
cle.” ' By the adoption of an am endment with 
these words the States have in elTect vacated 
their sovereignty as to all tho subjects th at 
can be brought under that amendment, since 
for all such subjects Congress is the su­ 
preme law-inakiug power. 
What is to bo 
done in tho 
case 
of Georgia 
may give 
to the States at 
large some light 
as to 
the practical possible operation of the amend­ 
ment. 
In addition to these im portant topics wo 
notice two propositions already up for com­ 
plete aranesly; an inquiry from stanch old 
Cameron as to Cuba, and a hint from tho 
Census Coinmitfoo that the l«gi(imato suc­ 
cessor of tho slavery agitation is to be an 
agitation as to railroads. 
Among the most 
important m atters which were brought to tho 
attention of the Senate yesterday must be cnu- 
nierafcd a communication from the Covernor 
of South Carolina, enclosing resoluiions of ihe 
Legislature of that St.Ho relative to the recog­ 
nition of Cuba as an indcpenden'i, govurntnrnt; 
a memorial in fvvor of according belli -erciU 
rieliDsto Cuba; the necea-^ity of the luiiilien- 
tion of a new map of the United States 
illnslnitive 
of the 
land resources of tho 
country, lo he 
made 
in 
connection with 
tho report of tho 
Commission r 
of the 
General Land OITlce; 
a resolution by .Mr. 
Sumner aiming at siioh legislation as shall 
secure for medical iiractitioners in tlie District 
of Columbia equal rlglifs and opportunities, 
without distinction.of color, and a report from 
the Comrailteo on tho Judiciary of the bill re­ 
lating to tho appellate jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court, with an nmondiiienl in tho 
nature of a substitute. 
Tho H oiue of Repre­ 
sentatives was mainly oecuplcl with a discus­ 
sion as to the most economical mode of taking 
the census. 
Evidently wo are to have a ses­ 
sion of very great Interest lo Ihe people, and 
if, as rumored, it is to be short, it umuI, ycr- 
forco, b« very prootioM.

Tbe Council of tba Vatican, to long looked 
forward to, is now one of the great feels of tho 
hour. It has been opened. There has been some 
show. 
There were immense crowds in the 
streets. 
The bells rang. 
St. Angelo and 
Mount Aventino thundered. 
The Holy Father 
in fino health headed tho procession. 
E x ­ 
ternally all went m erry us a m arriage bell. 
But where were the princes who did honor 
to the Council of Nice, tho CouucU of Con­ 
stance and the Council of Trent ? 
They wero 
all conspicuous by iheir absence. 
There was 
no one to ropresent Constantine or Sigismund 
or Charles V. 
Tho absence of official repre­ 
sentatives of the governments of Europe more 
than anything else reveals tho weakness of 
Popery. 
The Popedom m ust to-day feel 
bumbled. 
It now knows that it has no longer 
any hold on tho kingdoms of this world. 
The 
Council of Trent was a crucial Council. 
So 
also is this of tho Vatican. 
The Council of 
Trent had to sorrow over tho loss of the half of

Church and State is doomed as an 
old system. 
Tho Council of tho Vatican is as 
purely ecclesiastical as our Episcopal convoca­ 
tions, our Lutheran synods, our Methodist 
oouvenlions, our Presbyterian assemblies. 
It 
is a big thing, but it is no more than a Roman 
Catholic scclesiaslieal assembly. 
Now that tho gathoring has t.rken place it Is 
not out of place to ask. W hat will this Council 
do ? 
Wo cannot well answer. This, however, 
we can say, that so far as any one knows, either 
inside or outside tho Catholic Church, it is in­ 
tended to impose upon m ankind by giving tho 
sanction of Hcjpven lo tho Syllabus, the A s­ 
sumption of tho Virgin and tho Infallibility of 
the Pope. 
On tho face of this program m e 
absurdity is w ritten. G reater absurdity is not 
conceivable. 
If tho Pope and his friends can­ 
not see this, the Pope, his friends and tho 
Catholic Church which they represent must 
suffer. 
Light, however, has often come out 
of darkness. 
Dark, therefore, as this d ark ­ 
ness is, it does not forbid us to hope for light.

Candi­ 
dates have gone through the ordeal of a can­ 
vass. 
A set of them have boon declared duly 
elected. 
Others who were in the field have 
been “ counted out,” as they allege. 
But with 
tho closo of the polls on Tuesday last there 
Las not been the usual Jr/iaie to the interest 
and excitement of tho contest. 
How is this ? 
Ita rh e s from tho fact that most shameless and 
outrageous frauds wcro committed at tho polling 
places—that the Charter election of 18CD was 
in reality a saturnalia for partisan zeal and 
barefaced fraud, committed within and without 
the ballot box. 
Repeaters not only did their 
work effectually in snpprcsalng and overruling 
the wishes and predilections of tho citizens as 
they desired to express them through tho 
b.allot box in favor of tho candidates of their 
clioice, but inspectors and canvasiers lent 
their aid or cc^ntcnanco to tho cheat and to the 
outrage by “ stuffing” aud “ counting out.” 
Tho evils of our election system cry for im­ 
mediate redress. 
They were never so ajipa- 
rcnt as in the late eleclion. 
In this connection 
tho Commiosloncrs of Police come in for a 
largo share of the blamo and opprobrium 
attaching to tho manner of voting and the 
final result of Tiicsday> election. 
The Clerk 
of the Common Council reports that in no less 
than sixty-tw o election districts the canvassers 
appointed by tho Police Com missioners had 
failed, up to yesterday, in sending in their 
returns of tho vote cast iu their respective 
districts. 
This fact alone m akes a burlesque of the 
election, aud no candidate can be legally de­ 
clared elected under such circum stances.

wonder, then, that tho greatest excitem ent 
prevails in political circles, and that the result 
of the election is canvasled and speculated 
upon from one end of tlio city to the other. 
If this state of things is not rem edied at onco 
any election iu this city is merely a delusion, 
a mockery and a snare.

But at the Woman’s National Suffrage Asso­ 
ciation m eeting in this city on W ednesday 
evening 
lost 
the 
M cFarland-Richardson 
tragedy, with all its shocking detaUs and 
teachings, was tbe engrossing subject of the 
evening’s debates and resolutions. 
’ 
Mrs. Norton led off in a resolution against 
the manufacturing of public opinion in behalf 
of an assassin, declaring that “ bad Sickles 
and Cole both suffered the just punishm ent of 
thoir crimes this (Richardson) m urder would 
never have been comm itted.” 
Upon this hint 
a woman’s rights man of the freq. love order, 
named Poole, took up the subject. 
H e con­ 
tended that the divorce laws of New York 
were not free and easy enough ; that the death­ 
bed m arriage of Richardson and Mrs. McFar-* 
land upon that Indiana divorce was a glorious 
thing, though in defiance of the laws of New 
Y ork; that women are loaded down with laws, 
and ho objected to 
laws affecting women 
because they are women, and so on. 
Next 
pamo Mrs. Blake, who, having a husb.and 
of 
her 
own, 
did 
not 
adm ire^ these 
lax divorce laws of the W estern 
SUtea. 
In 
Prance during the 
Reign 
of Terror, 
when the divorce 
laws 
were 
relaxed, 
a 
woman could not go to a public assemblage 
without seeing six or eight different husbands, 
and Mrs. Blake didn’t w ant anything of that 
kind. 
Mrs. Norton, for her part, thought that 
a state of things which allowed a woman six 
or eight husl^nds was much better than the 
order of society under which a poor woman 
was obliged to live with a husband she 
detesjied. 
This, surely, was “ speaking right 
out in m eeting.” Mrs. Summorby, horrified, no 
doubt, at Mrs. Norton’s ideas of women’s 
rights, suggested that the real question before 
tho society was woman’s right to the ballot. 
A certain Dr. Iloeber here put in his oar, 
contending th at women’s rights in matrimony 
were dependent upon their possession of the 
right of suffrage. 
In the deplorable fact that 
none of the newspapers had come forth to tho 
defence of Mrs. M cFarland you could see how 
women arc treated. 
In fa c t,‘ho pronounced 
our present system of m arriage as nothing but 
prostitution. 
Mrs, Norton backed up this free 
love doctor, and contended that the question 
of suffrage and the question of the divorce 
laws were m other and child. 
This simply 
means th at tho ultimatum of these woman 
suffraLe associalioiia is free love and easy 
divorces. 
This, then, as* the upshot of woman suf­ 
frage, is the entortiiinment to which tho A m eri­ 
can peojilo are invited—free love and free and 
easy divorces—comprehending 
the abolition 
of the fjmlTy, and the substitution of tho 
Fourierite phalanx or the juvenile asylum 
for the children of tho community.

of such im pudent and startling revelations 
from these free love men in petticoats and 
these old women in breeches, and in view of 
their atrocious designs upon society, McFar­ 
land will bo apt to be considered the avenger 
of an outraged community, rather than an 
ofl’endcr against its laws.

tem ptible crime of “ panel” theft aud sentenced 
to five years in tbe State Prison. 
Was M art 
Allen conveyed to his place of punishm ent? 
No. 
A facile and accomm odating judge, ia 
the person of A lbert Cardozo, of tho Supremo 
Court of the State of New York, has reversed, 
or at all events rendered nugatory, the ju st 
sentence of Judge Bedford and granted a.w rit 
of error in tbe case. 
The error is all on tho 
part of Judge Cardozo, as it is in all sim ilar 
cases where judges who for political reasons 
interpose the law to screen the violators and 
contemners of tho law.

tria has lost Venice, and thus lost her prestige 
in that sea. 
This present trouble shows th at 
tho spirit which robbed A ustria of Venice is 
now vigorously active on tho opposlto shore. 
To rob A ustria of Dalmatia would bo but one 
other move tow ards driving her from the 
Adriatic, and thus shutting her out from tho 
sea on all sides. 
A ustria will not readily con­ 
sent to this. 
Tho peculiar formation of tha 
country makes it next to impossible for her to 
transport troops by laud. 
Hence her rum ored 
request to tho great Pow ers to bo allowed lo 
cross Turkish territory so as to hem In and 
root out the insuTgents, 
Turkey, as wo know, 
is not unwilling to grant this favor, for insur­ 
rection on her borders is dangerous; 
but 
Russia, who is w atchful and jealous, will not 
perm it it. 
Tbe curious thing in tho affair is 
that A ustria charges Prussia with fomenting 
and keeping alive the rebellion. When wo re­ 
member, however, that Prince Charles, of 
Roumania, is a nephew of King William, and 
that the disruption of Turkey and A ustria is 
tho one thing required to m ake Prince Charles, 
wo have no cause to wonder.

The session of Congress opens with very 


business-like purpose. It would appi'-ir to be 
fully appreciated in the Senate and the House 
that while the general growth of the country 
aud the great elasticity of our institutions 
promise to carry us not only through the 
troubles left over by the war, but onward to a 
wealth and prosperity that were nover dreamed 
of bqfora the war, there are still many points 
ia which our progress may be facilitated and 
furthered by timely legislation. Perhaps (hero 
may be room for several opinions on this point, 
and it may especially be doubted whether it is 
not wiser to leave alone the improvement that

Mr. Morrell, of Pennsylvania, presents in the 


House a bill to fund the debt and make bank- 
ing free. He proposes to fund the debt in a 
new loan bearing three and two-thirds per 
cent interest, retiring first that part of the debt 
4hat bears coin interest, and last the legal 
tender notes, making it compulsory upon the 
uational banks to convert the basis of their 
circulation at once or go into liquidation. But 
the more Immediately important proposition of 
his bill is that for the repeal of the clause in Iho 
banking law which limits their circulation to 
taree hundred million dollars. He proposes 
to make banking once more 
free, 
only 


requiring banks to organize 
under the 


national law, and to deposit bonds as a 
security for their issues. 
This appears to be 


the latest shape assumed by the agitation for 
more currency. 
Hitherto different parts of 


the country and different interests 'clamored 
that they were cramped in their operations by 
the scarcity of money, and the demand was 
only that the Secretary should expand in the 
limit of his discretion. 
Now it is proposed to 


make this matter once more absolutely free, 
so that business shall regulate itself, and one 
section shall not be sacrificed and another 
assisted in the interest of a financial policy. 
In theory this is very attractive, for the simple 
name of free banking seems to put the matter 
quite in consonance trith all our American 
ideas. 
It also seams quite Eatisfactary that 


the circulation is to be, as now, assured by 
national obligations; but the loss of the bills 
to a holder is not the greatest danger the 
people have to apprehend from banks. 
We 


see here a proposition that may put the coun- 
try, even to a greater degree than it now is, 
ia the hands of banks, and we are not without 
our fancy that these will after all prove to be 
the very banks that control us now, subject to 
a limitation of therr power. The limitation of 
the national bank circulation has always been 
held to be one of the wisest points ia the 
banking law, and the legal tender currency 
our best currency, and we do not see that 
we shall get an equivalent in giving up that 
currency and taking away that restriction. 
In fact, it seems to us that this is the very 
proposition that the banks would themselves 
make to enlarge and consolidate their power, 
for, having Uio field already, tfo-cy, of course, 
would apprehend nothing from the name of 
"free banking." 


An impojtant bill on reconstruction is fore- 


shadowed in the words of General Butler to 
some Virginia gentlemen, "Congress will 
compel Georgia to keep her plighted faith."' 
Georgia, itwillbe remembered, adopted a con- 
stitution as "republican in form" as the most 
extreme radical could desire, giviag the 
colored man all political rights, &c., and on so 
doing was readmitted to the Union. Once in 
the Union, and feeling her dignity as a sov- 
ereign State—OVer the local agairs of which, 
under "the constitution as it was,".Congress 
could have no control—Georgia quietly Sckeg 
the colored man down from his high pedestal 
aud declared that he should not sit in the Legis- 
lature. In all this, aa we hav e said, she acted 
under the constitution as it was, forgetting in 
the new constitution the ever teeming words 
as to "appropriate legislation.'' 
These words 


give Congress as absolute a power over this 
matter in Georgia as it could have in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and no doubt the power will 
be asserted in all its force. These are the 
words of the fourteenth amendment:—"No 
State shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United Stales. * 
+ * Con- 


gress shall have power to enforce by appro- 
priate legislation the provisions of this arti- 
cle." 
By the adoption of an amendment with 


these words the States have ia effect vacated 
their sovereignty as to all the subjects that 
can be brought under that amendment, since 
for all such subjects Congress is the su- 
preme law-making power. What is to be 
done ia the case of Georgia may give 
to the States at large some light as to 
the practical possible operation of the amend- 
ment. 


In addition to these important topics we 


notice two propositions already up for com-' 
plete amnesty; an inquiry from stanch old 
Cameron as to Cuba, and a hint from the 
Census Committee that the legitimate suc- 
cessor of the slavery agitation is to be an 
agitation aa to railroads. Among the most 
important matters which were bro"ugW to the 
attention 01 the Senate yesterday must be enu- 
merated a communication from the Governor 
of South Carolina, enclosing resolutions of the 
Legislature of that State relative to the recog- 
nition of Cuba as an independent government; 
a memorial in favor of according belligerent 
rights to Cuba; the necessity of the publica- 
tion of a new map of the United States 
illustrative of the land resources of the 
country, to be made In connection with 
the report of the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office; a resolution by Mr. 
Sumner aiming at such legislation as shall 
secure for medical practitioners in the District 
of Columbia equal rights aud opportunities, 
without distinction of color, and a report from 
the Committee on the Judiciary of the bill re- 
lating to the appellate jurisdiction 
of the 


Supreme Court, with an amendment in the 
nature of a substitute. The House of Repre- 
sentatives waa mainly occupied with a discus- 
sion as to the most economical mode of taking 
the census. Evidently we are to have a ses- 
sion of very great interest to the people, and 
if, aa rumored, it ia to be short, it must, per- 
force, be rerr practical 


Tlie Canned of the Vatican Opened. 
The Council of tho Vatican, so long looked 


forward to, is now one of the great facia of tho 
hour. It has been opened. There has been some 
show. There were immense crowds in the 
streets. 
The bells rang. 
Si Angelo and 


Mount Aventine thundered. Tho Holy Father 
in fine health headed the procession. Ex- 
ternally nil went merry as a marriage bell. 


But where were tho princes who did honor 


to the Council of JSice, the Council of Con- 
stance and the Council of Treat? They were 
all conspicuous by their absence. There was 
no one to represent Constantino or Sigismund 
or Charles V. The absence of official repre- 
sentatives of the governments of Europe more 
than anything else reveals the weakness of 
Popery. 
The Popedom must to-day feel 


humbled. It now knows that it has no longer 
any bold on the kingdoms of" this world. The 
Council of Trent was a crucial Council. So 
also is this of 'the Vatican. The Council of 
Trent had to sorrow over the loss of the half of 
Europe. The Council of the Vatican haa had 
to sorrow over the loqs of all civil govern- 
ments. 
Church and State is doomed as an 


old system. The Council of the Vatican is as 
purely ecclesiastical as our Episcopal convoca- 
tions, oar Lutheran synods, our Methodist 
conventions, our Presbyterian assemblies. 
It 


is a big thing, but it is no more than a Roman 
Catholic ecclesiastical assembly. 


Now that the gathering has taken place it is 


not out of place to ask, What will this Council 
do ? We cannot well answer. This, however, 
we can say, that so far as anyone knows, either 
inside or outside the Catholic Church, it is in- 
tended to impose upon mankind by giving the 
sanction of Heaven to the Syllabus, the As- 
sumption of the Virgin and the Infallibility of 
the Pope. On the face of this programme 
absurdity is written. Greater absurdity is not 
conceivable. If the Pope and his friends can- 
not see this, the Pope, his friends and the 
Catholic Church which they represent must 
suffer. Light, however, has often come out 
of darkness. 
Dark, therefore, as this dark' 


ness is, it does not forbid us to hope for light.

Happen ? 


The Charter election has passed off. Candi- 


dates have gone through the ordeal of a can- 
vass. A set of them have been declared duly 
elected. Others who were ia the field have 
been "counted out," as th£r allege. But with 
the close of the polls oa Tuesday last there 
has aol been the usual finale to the interest 
and excitement of the coatest. How is this ? 
It arises from the fact that most shameless and 
outrageous frauds were committed at the polling 
places — that the Charter election of 1869 was 
in reality a saturnalia for partisan zeal aad 
barefaced fraud, committed within and without 
the ballot box. Repeaters not only did their 
work effectually ia suppressing and overruling 
the wishes and predilections of the citizens as 
they desired to express them through the 
ballot box in favor of the candidates of their 
choice, but inspectors and canvassers lent 
their aid or countenance to the cheat and to the 
outrage by "stuffing" and "counting out." 


The evils of our election system cry for im- 


mediate redress. They were never so appa- 
rent as in the late election. In tHs connection 
tlie Commissioners of Police come in for a 
large, share of the blame and opprobrium 
attaching to the manner of voting and the 
final result of Tuesday's election. The Clerk 
of the Common Council reports that in no less 
than sixty-two election districts the canvassers 
appointed by the Police Commissioners had 
failed, up to yesterday, in sending in their 
returns of the vote cast in their respective 
districts. 


This fact alone makes a burlesque of the 


election, and no candidate can be legally de- 
clared elected under such circumstances. No 
wonder, then, that the greatest excitement 
prevails in political circles, and that tho result 
ofTES election is canvassed and speculated 
upon from <5ae end of the city to the other. 
If this state gf things is not remedied at once 
any election in this city is merely a delusion. 
a mockery and a snare. 


Onr Central iuid South American Corrcs~ 


pondence. 


To-day we present our readers with a budget 


of correspondence from the Central and South 
American republics. 
Taken on tho whole the 


news received is good. From Nicaragua we 
learn that the war which has continued there 
for some years has been brought to a close. 
In Venezuela law and order have also been re- 
stored. From South America we hear of the 
arrest of Morales by the Peruvian authorities 
on the charge of violating the neutrality of 
Peru. Morales had given out his intention of 
marching into Bolivian territory and there stir- 
ring up a revolution. The prompt action of 
the Prefect of the Peruvian province of Puno 
in arresting the chief conspirator put a damper 
on the insurrectionary desires of those who 
sympathized with Morales. Our letter from 
Lima refers to an unpleasant occurrence which 
took place in that city during the early part of 
last month, in which the officers of the United 
States men-of-war then in port and the Peru- 
vian authorities play the principal parts. 
Much feeling is expressed in relation to the 
matter, and the particulars of the affair have 
been forwarded to the Navy Department at 
Washington. The political campaign in Chile 
for tj^o elections to take place early next year 
is quite active. There is an absence of politi- 
cal disturbances noticeable in all quarters—a 
fact worthy of record. 


TUB SUI.TAH AND THE VIOEBOY.—In connec- 


tion with the news by ocean telegram announc- 
ing that the Viceroy haa yielded to the ulti- 
matum of the Sultan and accepted all the con- 
ditions which it imposes, we reproduce the 
arguments on which the Viceroy based his 
previous resistance and also the text of the 
Sultan's ultimatum It will be seen that for 
the present, at least, the submission of the 
Viceroy to vaesalage must be complete. 


DiSABnxcrES.—Congress practi- 


cally offers a premium for the adoption of the 
fifteenth amendment by proposing that upon 
its final adoption all disabilities shall cease.

Conventicles and meetings of the women's 


rights women ore increasing East and West, 
and they are widening tho sphere of their dis- 
cussions from women's righfs in the matter of 
suffrage to "everything in heaven above, in tho 
earth below and in tho waters under the earth." 
But at the Woman's National Suffrage Asso- 
ciation meeting ia this city on Wednesday 
evening 
last 
the 
McFarland-Richardson 


tragedy, with all Its shocking details and 
teachings, was the engrossing subject of the 
evening's debates and resolutions. 


Mrs. Noiton led off in a resolution "against 


the manufacturing of public opinion in behalf 
of an assassin, declaring that "had Sickles 
and Cole both suffered the just punishment of 
their crimes this (Richardson) murder would 
never have been committed." Upon this hint 
a woman's rights man of the free love order, 
named Poole, took up the subject. 
Ho con- 


tended that tho divorce laws of New Tork 
were not free and easy enough; that the death- 
bed marriage of Richardson and Mrs. McFar- 
land upon that Indiana divorce was a glorious 
thing, though in defiance of the laws of New 
York; that women are loaded down with laws, 
and he objected to all laws affecting women 
because they are women, and so on. Next 
came Mrs. Blake, who, having a husband 
of 
her 
own, 
did 
not 
admire 
these 


lax divorce laws of the Western States. 
In Franco during the Reign of Terror, 
when the divorce laws were relaxed, 
a 


woman could not go to a public assemblage 
without seeing six or eight different husbands, 
and Mrs. Blake didn't want anything of that 
kind. Mrs. Norton, for her part, thought that 
a state of things which allowed a woman six 
or eight husbands was much better than the 
order of society under which a poor woman 
was obliged to live with a husband she 
detested. This, surely, was "speaking right 
out in meeting." Mrs. Summerby, horrified, no 
doubt, at Mrs. Norton's ideas of women's 
rights, suggested that the real question before 
the society was woman's right to the ballot. 


A certain Dr. Hoeber here put in his oar, 


contending that women's rights ia matrimony 
were dependent upon their possession of tha 
ri£ht of suffrage. 
In the deplorable fact that 


none of the newspapers had come forth to the 
defence of Mrs. McFarland you could see how 
women are treated. In fact, he pronounced 
our present system of marriage as nothing but 
prostitution. Mrs. Norton backed np this free 
love doctor, and contended that the question 
of suffrage and the question of the divorce 
laws were mother and child. 
This simply 


means that the ultimatum of these woman 
suffrage associations is free love and easy 
divorces. 


This, then, as tho upshot of woman suf- 


frage, is the entertainment to which the Ameri- 
can people are invited—free love and free and 
easy divorces—comprehending the abolition 
of the family, and the substitution of the 
Fourierite phalanr or the juvenile asylum 
for the children of the community. What 
a horrible mess of 
darkness, diabolism 


and 
chaos, 
to be sure! 
In 
the face 


of such impudent and startling revelations 
from these free love men in petticoats and 
these old women in breeches, aud in view of 
their atrocious designs upon society, McFar- 
land will be apt to be considered the avenger 
of an outraged community, rather than an 
offender against its laws. Indeed, with a few 
more of these outspoken free love women's 
rights meetings on the Richardson assassina- 
tion it will be impossible to obtain a jnry on 
the case. 


THE LEOOTEE OF PEEE HTAOINTHE.—The 


Academy of Music was never more densely 
thronged than it was last evening on the occa^ 
sion of Pfcre Hyacinthe's first, and perhaps 
only, public ajpearfmie in America as an 
orator. 
Never have 
the walla 
of the 


Academy resounded to loftier or more im- 
passioned eloquence. Pere Hyaeinthe spoke 
from the heart to the heart. This was the 
secret of the prodigious power with which 
he swayed at will the emotions of the 
vast audience before him. 
If many but 


imperfectly understood tho language in which 
he spoke, none could be insensible to the 
magnetism exercised by his beaming counte- 
nance, by the music of his voice (veiled as it 
was by the effects of a slight cold) and by his 
superb action. 
A single phrase ia his lec- 


ture—le cceur, c'est VJiomme—aa infinite im- 
provement on Buffon's 
famous phrase—le 


style, c'est I'komme—would suffice to make it 
memorable. We present elsewhere a. report 
of Peie Hyacinthe's lecture, which must have 
yielded a liberal addition to the funds of the 
French. Benevolent Society.

Judge Cnrdozo und "Mart" 4l!cn. 


The worst and most notorious evil tho citi- 


zens of New York suffer from at this present 
moment is tho unblushing effrontery with which 
a ccrt/ui clus1) of our judges not only inter- 
fere with but actually subvert tho course of 
justice and sot aside the sentences of tho court 
for tho punishment of crime. Tho Real case 
is a real caso in point, but not tho one wa 
would here particularly refer to. Marl AUon, 
a notorious panel thief, charged besides, as all 
his family have been, with divers criaies 
against society at liirge, was lately tried be- 
fore Judge Bedford iu tho Court of General 
Sessions, and convicted of the mean and con- 
temptible crime of "panel'' thefi, aad sentenced 
to five years in the State Pribon. 
WAS Mart 


Allen conveyed to his place of punishment? 
No. A facile and accommodating judge, in 
the person of Albert Cardozo. of the Supreme 
Court of tho State of New York, has reversed, 
or at all events rendered nugatory, the just 
sentence of Judge Bedford and granted a writ 
of error in the case. The error is all on the 
part of Judge <Sardozo, as it is in all similar 
cases where judges who for political reasons 
interpose the law to screen the violators and 
contemners of the law. ' A brother of this 
same Allen—Wesley—was a short lime since 
sentenced to five years' imprisonment for 
detection in his particular line of business— 
pocket/ pickiag—and. has escaped. He was 
seen plying the game of repeating in an up- 
town district on Tuesday last. This is another 
illustration of the course of conduct pursued 
by our judges, of which we have had an 
example in the case of Real. So the work 
goes on, and every condonation of crime for 
political or other causes but lends fresh incen- 
tives to its commission. 


The 
Trouble. 


It does aot appear that Austria has been 


completely successful in putting down the 
irsurrection in Dalmatia, as formerly reported. 
IXiUaatia is peculiarly situated as an integral 
portion of the Austrian empire. It really has 
no connection witli Austria proper. 
When it 


was handed over to Austria by the allies in 
1814 it was for the purpose of giving that 
Power command of the Adriatic. 
But Aus- 


tria has lost Venice, and thus lost her prestige 
in that sea. This present trouble shows that 
the spirit which robbed Austria of Venice is 
now vigorously active on the opposite shore. 
To rob Austria of Dalmalia would be but one 
other move towards driving her from the 
Adriatic, and thus shutting her out from the 
sea on all sides. 
Austria will not readily con- 


sent to this. 
The peculiar formation of the 


country makes it next to impossible for her to 
transport troops by land. Hence her rumored 
request to the great Powers to be allowed to 
cross Turkish, territory so as to hem in and 
root out the insurgents. 
Turkey, as we know, 


is nol unwilling to grant this favor, for insur- 
rection on her borders is dangerous; but 
Russia, who is watchful and jealous, will not 
permit it. 
The curious thing in the affair is 


that Austria charges Prussia with fomenting 
aud keeping alive the rebellion. . When we re- 
member, however, that Prince Charles, of 
Roumania, is a nephew of King William, and 
that the disruption of Turkey and Austria is 
the one thing required to make Prince Charles, 
we have no cause to wonder.

-lijomei, ev-ery attention which real leeliu^ tiloae can 
show being by no means stinted, aud this coming 
.from a people whose religion teuc'hes them that to 
murder Christians is a sure road to huavea, marks 
the progress of civilization in the East. The liover- 
-nor General of Kyna, Ka^chid Pasha, came overJaua 
sil tlie wa? from Damascus to Jalfa to meet liie 
- Austrian Emperor, aud, consideriui^ the poor re- 
-sourccs or the country, enteruiiueil his Majesty in a 
most princely juaniier. Itouds were maue, hills 
were levelled, bazaars ana streeis thorousiuy 
cleared of ages of lumber, regardless of expense, 


- and everything waa done to show that tne houor of 
-tfie.Eaiueror's visit was truly appreciated. 
Tne Kmperor's fleet remained off Jalla nearly the 
•whole ol theroghtof tne nil, BOJIH 10 be ready to

usual salvos of cannon tue Emperor's bout was 


• teen approaching, bearing ihe Austro-tlunaanan 
flag in its stern and the nag of the House of tiaps- 
.hurg in its bow. the Governor General awaiting the 
i arrival on a j'etty improvised for the occasion, and 
. "which- consisted of a covered passage anil a salou 
of reception decorated with oranges, sugar canes 
.and the numerous wouucts ol the country,- the 
.-whole being covered tent lasnion with striped red 
.and white silt, the production ol the looms or Da- 
mascus. The streets being very narrow and incon- 
venient near the lauding place all ceremony was dis- 
pensed with till the «arty arrived at a camp which

The Emperor, dressed in a cray shooting coat and 


•well mounted on a spieuaia -ir.;b, belonging to the 
Governor, commenced his journey with line weather 
•nnrt a sun robbed of its fierceness by light, fleecy 
clouds; the suite, some in carnages and some 
mounted, lollowing m every description of innfti 
->and on every description of uorse and saddle, from 
ihe.weil-made pigskin to the unmade shespscin. Pa- 
Janyums, with mules in their shafts, were provided, 
in case the Emperor might feel fatigued or the sun 
.prove. too hot, out they were not needed. The 
jnules.were caparisoned in the gayest colors, and 
carried a peculiar aniuclal nurnp on their baess, 
•rwhich i?as mieaded for ornament, but produced 
an 
ellect almost of 
delormity. On reaching 
Bamleh inncheon was provided by the stair 
, ol servants seat expressiy by the Sultan irom 
-.Constantinople, all of whom were particularly 
• cnosen because thev snoKe German. T'ne service 
-was entirely of silver aud gold ana of a complete- 
ness whicn defies description, every possible item. 
. even to carpets and beading, belag sent from Con- 
Et&ntmoDle for tiie use of ilie visitors. After refresh- 
ment the journev was resumed, and as evening 
.^rew oa lighted beacons of wood and bitumen were 
.borne by men in Iront of the procession. About 
nine P. Al. the royal party arrived at their resting 
place lor the night— a splendid camp wnich wja 
pitched near the village of Aboo Goch. 
Aboo Goch is named alter an Arab robber of that 
nanie; its historic appellation, however, is Kariet- 
•«l-alnab (the vineyard), supposed niso to be the 
-.iincieni Kiryat-Jeanm, where the aric rested lor 
•twenty years. The remains also or the church of 
St. Jeremy sire at present used for stables. 
A repast ol every delicacy was here provided, not 
only ior the Emperor's aud Pacha's suites, but lor 
.all tne troops ana ro-lowers, which numbered nearly 
2,000, and ihe mgtrt being dark bonlices ra«jed in 
*very direction, making the scene quite a gay one. 
After a good niahi's rest the Emperor started for 
ilie Holy City at eight A. M., ana after a two hours' 
ride Colonna was reached, where the royal party 
dismounted and changed iheir mufti ror uniforms, 
-wJiich are not only simple but excessively becoming, 
especially tne Hungarian one, in which many of the 
suite were dressed. 
Coionna shovra manvrnms of Roman architecture, 
and is believed to nave been a Komau station ot the 
time ot Adrian; the traditions ot the present day, 
towcver, point it out as tfie place where David Blew 
•the lion. 
The procession, preceded by threo standard bear- 
ers, then proceeded on tneir pilgrimage, winains up 
the last steep hill which hides toe Holy City irora 
the sight, and every eje was strained as tne summit 
. -was being n«ared to catch the arst glimpse of Jeru- 
salem. Tne Emperor dismounted and Kissed the 
Holy soil oi Palestine the moment the city came in 
eight, and in every action showed taac deep emotion 
stirred his soul. Triumphal archea of every Kind, 
and priests 'and laity of nearly every known religion 
of Europe and Asm thronged the road, from time to 
time cheering as lustily as Orientals unused to tue 
"hurrah 1" could do, and thus the city was reached. 
At the Jaffa gate the horses were dismissed, and 
toe Latin Bishop of Jerusalem, accompanied by a

with a view of resurrecting, plratus-llte, a Work- 
ing Women's Mutual Aid association from the ashes" 
of various abortive attempts to organize a society 
for that benevolent and laudable purpose. While 
men have many co-operative aid and tontine socie- 
ties, that part or "man" known in the language of 
women reformers as "woman" has scarcely a 
solitary resource, except the cold, heartless and 
degrading relief which Is offered to a woniau who 
barters her womanhood for paunerdom. To estab- 
lish a permanent source ol relief for women in time 
of distress and illness the sympathizers with this 
movement met to discuss tho principles of a consti- 
tution wh ich Mrs. Norton had framed to secure the 
object In question. Mrs. Norton, whose htuors m 
the cause of sexual equality and socialist ameliora- 
tion do not seem to have, in the slightest decree, lin- 
paued her mental or bodily vigor, read with marSed 
accuracy of pronunciation, in a voice replete with 
ail the uatural requirements lor correct elocution, 
but, ror some reason of her own, with her hands 
joined behind her tack, the clauses which were to 
form the basis of the organization, tne most inariced 
feature alter the object winch has been stated being 
to provide money and a means of preventius delal- 
cations on the part of any of those entrusted with 
tne administration. Mrs. Kcrton made no secret 
whatever of the last that she placed her eutire reli- 
ance for the success of this object noon the almighty 
dollar; hence the Draconic nature or tue code she 
presented relative to auditing and accounts.

mascus. The streets being very narrow and incon- 
venient near the lauding place all ceremony was dis- 
pensed with till the «arty arrived at a camp which

throngh which for nearly two miles the royal 
party nad to De conducted.

The Emperor, dressed in a cray shooting coat and 


•well mounted on a spieuaia -ir.;b, belonging to the 
Governor, commenced his journey with line weather 
•nnrt a sun robbed of its fierceness by light, fleecy 
clouds; the suite, some in carnages and some 
mounted, lollowing m every description of innfti 
->and on every description of uorse and saddle, from 
ihe.weil-made pigskin to the unmade shespscin. Pa- 
Janyums, with mules in their shafts, were provided, 
in case the Emperor might feel fatigued or the sun 
.prove. too hot, out they were not needed. The 
jnules.were caparisoned in the gayest colors, and 
carried a peculiar aniuclal nurnp on their baess, 
•rwhich i?as mieaded for ornament, but produced 
an 
ellect almost of 
delormity. On reaching 
Bamleh inncheon was provided by the stair 
, ol servants seat expressiy by the Sultan irom 
-.Constantinople, all of whom were particularly 
• cnosen because thev snoKe German. T'ne service 
-was entirely of silver aud gold ana of a complete- 
ness whicn defies description, every possible item. 
. even to carpets and beading, belag sent from Con- 
Et&ntmoDle for tiie use of ilie visitors. After refresh- 
ment the journev was resumed, and as evening 
.^rew oa lighted beacons of wood and bitumen were 
.borne by men in Iront of the procession. About 
nine P. Al. the royal party arrived at their resting 
place lor the night— a splendid camp wnich wja 
pitched near the village of Aboo Goch. 
Aboo Goch is named alter an Arab robber of that 
nanie; its historic appellation, however, is Kariet- 
•«l-alnab (the vineyard), supposed niso to be the 
-.iincieni Kiryat-Jeanm, where the aric rested lor 
•twenty years. The remains also or the church of 
St. Jeremy sire at present used for stables. 
A repast ol every delicacy was here provided, not 
only ior the Emperor's aud Pacha's suites, but lor 
.all tne troops ana ro-lowers, which numbered nearly 
2,000, and ihe mgtrt being dark bonlices ra«jed in 
*very direction, making the scene quite a gay one. 
After a good niahi's rest the Emperor started for 
ilie Holy City at eight A. M., ana after a two hours' 
ride Colonna was reached, where the royal party 
dismounted and changed iheir mufti ror uniforms, 
-wJiich are not only simple but excessively becoming, 
especially tne Hungarian one, in which many of the 
suite were dressed. 
Coionna shovra manvrnms of Roman architecture, 
and is believed to nave been a Komau station ot the 
time ot Adrian; the traditions ot the present day, 
towcver, point it out as tfie place where David Blew 
•the lion. 
The procession, preceded by threo standard bear- 
ers, then proceeded on tneir pilgrimage, winains up 
the last steep hill which hides toe Holy City irora 
the sight, and every eje was strained as tne summit 
. -was being n«ared to catch the arst glimpse of Jeru- 
salem. Tne Emperor dismounted and Kissed the 
Holy soil oi Palestine the moment the city came in 
eight, and in every action showed taac deep emotion 
stirred his soul. Triumphal archea of every Kind, 
and priests 'and laity of nearly every known religion 
of Europe and Asm thronged the road, from time to 
time cheering as lustily as Orientals unused to tue 
"hurrah 1" could do, and thus the city was reached. 
At the Jaffa gate the horses were dismissed, and 
toe Latin Bishop of Jerusalem, accompanied by a 
«rowd ol priests, read an oration to Lawn and pre- 
aeiited ft crucifix purposely reserved for tings for 
\tbe Emperor to klsH-. the guns thnndered, and the 
Turklsli ; ban^ added to the uproar, as tno proces- 
a#a military aiea eiowiy away aown 


tne, 'streets leading to flie Clwrcu of the Holy Sepul- 
ctvlo, where tae Stuperor attended high, mass and 
visited the tomb ot our Harrlour. 
Two lacts of note way here be appropriately 
noted—lirsily by order of the IJinperor. who, though, 
reteious, is liberal, cil the Protestant clergy were 
specially Invited; and also another fact that the 
Governor General of Syria and other Turks were 
present during the saying of the mass In tue Ouurch 


Tue^rovai partv then proceeded to the Austrian 
Hospice a-ma"uiilceiic building specially designed 
for royal and other pilgrims to tlie iloly city, where 
a conation on the grandest style was prepared, to 
which most of the party did justice. - TUB Emperor, 
however, was very abstemious. 
The city was splendidly illuminated la the even- 
ing the Uolv sepulchre and the Austrian Consul's 
being the most remarkable. UooKets, Bengal lights, 
aud musReis were fired the greater part of the night. 
'Jhe nest day Bethlehem and other places of inter- 
est were visited, and on the lith the royal party left 
for tue Uead Sea.

Women Don't Slick— Free Love— Tho 


Dollar— The Itichardson Tragedy, aud What 
Not. 
A meeting was held at Plimpton Hall last evening 


with a view of resurrecting, plratus-llte, a Work- 
ing Women's Mutual Aid association from the ashes" 
of various abortive attempts to organize a society 
for that benevolent and laudable purpose. While 
men have many co-operative aid and tontine socie- 
ties, that part or "man" known in the language of 
women reformers as "woman" has scarcely a 
solitary resource, except the cold, heartless and 
degrading relief which Is offered to a woniau who 
barters her womanhood for paunerdom. To estab- 
lish a permanent source ol relief for women in time 
of distress and illness the sympathizers with this 
movement met to discuss tho principles of a consti- 
tution wh ich Mrs. Norton had framed to secure the 
object In question. Mrs. Norton, whose htuors m 
the cause of sexual equality and socialist ameliora- 
tion do not seem to have, in the slightest decree, lin- 
paued her mental or bodily vigor, read with marSed 
accuracy of pronunciation, in a voice replete with 
ail the uatural requirements lor correct elocution, 
but, ror some reason of her own, with her hands 
joined behind her tack, the clauses which were to 
form the basis of the organization, tne most inariced 
feature alter the object winch has been stated being 
to provide money and a means of preventius delal- 
cations on the part of any of those entrusted with 
tne administration. Mrs. Kcrton made no secret 
whatever of the last that she placed her eutire reli- 
ance for the success of this object noon the almighty 
dollar; hence the Draconic nature or tue code she 
presented relative to auditing and accounts. 
The first dissentient was Mrs. HAXKS. who consid- 
ered the entrance fee of live dollars an insuperable 
Darner to the admission of working-women to the 
benelits of the society. 
This lady was followed by Jlr. BARKY, who con- 
sidered that men had become "almighty stingy," 
and -had spent nights in hating tneui for iv' pro- 
posed twenty-live cents as an admission K^.

Nicholas was aa Industrious 
boy, wrought Hard, and when ue arrived at man- 
hood he IOOKOO lor some rewaid for his labors, ins 
lather seemed to agree with him la this, and over 
and over acaln promised to Kive him one of nm 
farms. These promises, somehow, were never im- 
plemented, and on each occasion when ttie bargain 
fell through Nicholas ieit home ana went to reside 
with uu aunt iu Michigan. Alter several comings 
and goings the larm was actually made over to 
him, aud deeming he had a right to do with 
his own as 
he pleased he let the farm out to 
a tenant. This gave great oilence to the "Old 
Kail. 
He entered a lawsuit against his son, 


with the inteat of regaining possession ol the farm. 
Tlie case was tried, ami when he iound he was 
defeated tho old mun in open court broKe oue into a 
fierce tirade against ^."lohjias—called IHJI a bas- 
tard— «nd pronounced »is wue—Nicholas' mother, 
•who liatl been di;ad some sis years before—an 
lanJuithfal woman. Tilings went on la tins way for 
Eoute time, and one Gay, about three weefcs beiore 
the njurcer, tue two met oa tae disuut d farm, 
fought, aud Nicholas was bound over "to Keep the 
peace to'v ard ais father. 
Some time beiore this the enmity between the old 
mau and his family was Iniensmed by his marrying 
a widow by tue name of Keel.v. On various occa- 
sions Nicholas was heard to oiake strong statements 
with respect to Ins lather aud stepmother, threaten- 
ing that he would do sometmug that would prevent 
a new family supplanting tne otfl. And well aid he 
carry out his threats. 
It was on the afternoon of Sabbath, June 7. 1SGS, 
that Thomas llcutieo. son-in-law or old JUia-ly. 
along witu his wife, went to pav his father-iu luw 
his weekly TISIF. He Knocted at tlie door of tne 
latcheri, but receiving uo reply lie entered, and as 
once saw sometning was wr-jng. All over the floor 
were oiarKs 01 bloody lootsteps. and turning to his 
wile he said, "They have oeea quarrelling." Follow- 
ing tne traces ol blood they went out of the k-ucuen 
towards the parlor, w. icn was at tue extreme end 
of tae hotu,e. oa the Ieit side of the hall leasing to 
the parlor was a bedroom, aud on looking into it 
McOheo.md his wue saw au awful sight At the 
door lay the old man. stark and dead, with a largo 
hole in his head, his face all blacKeueti with gun- 
powder, ana surrounded by a pool ol bloid. 
Inside the room, wita her feet close to his, lay his 


"wife. She presented a learful spectacle. Her heaa 
was battered al. to pieces, so mucn so that when sne 
•was moved the bones rattled. Oo the left Mile ol 
the head was a fearful gash made by au axe, and 
Into the gash was stuck tne tec of a cnair 
Her 
throat was cut; her breasts were lacerated; sue had 
put up her hand to protect her heaa Irom tue raur- 
tlerer's pistol, and the hand was riddled with buck- 
shot, and, worse than ail. though it was not brouglic 
out in evidence, she. being seven mouths gone with 
Child, was ripped open, and the unborn babe treated 
in ahorrloie way—snowing ihe awful malice whicn 
actuated the perpetrators ol tue diaoolical deea. 
WcGneo gave the alarm, the neighbors congregated, 
and next day a coroner's inquest was iiela on the 
Kodies. 
miss been already stated th.it bloody footmarks 
Were all over the Uoor, and these were wnat Jed to 
the apprehension of the murderer. 
Wh'le tlie In- 
quest wus in progress Nicholas was present, aiidou 
Being requested to place his loot on oue of the inarm 
lie Uia so and it was found to correspond in every 
particular. But there were the marKs ot tne feet ol 
two dinerent parues on the floor, and a comparison 
oeinx made another individual was brought into the 
allalr—namely, 'Iltomas Donovan. 


'iney were both arrested on the charae of mnr- 


flar—ailerwards a son Id-law of Hie old man, named 
Kehoe, was added to the number—and by and by 
three daugmers ol tne deceased, nig other son and 
aeon-lu-ian' were all arre-,teu ou tho Same charge, 
so that at length In (Jodench jail no lewer tuan 
sight persons were Imprsoued cnarged with cue 
murder of Aialady and His wife. 
Alter a series 
of investigations they were all set at liberty 
except 
Nicuoias 
Aialady, 
Tuomas 
Donovan 
end Kehoe, and in me 
Fall As-iizes of isun 
Hicliolas and Donovnn were indicted for murder. 
When the case was brought up the prosecutor for 
the Crown was not ready to go on with it, and it 
was postponed till tue spring Assize of i8Git. "U'hen 
the Spring Assize came round tliay were again placed 
at the bar, but tueir council cuulleugeu one juror 
after another till the panel was exhausted, and tlie 
case waa ajram postpouud till tlio Fall Asslae. 
Meantime the most strenuous exertions were 
Ijcing made by the detectives to obtain evidence suf- 
ficient to convict. It was evident Irom the begin- 
ning that it was a most complicated case and that, 
unless some extraordinary mtuus were taken the 
prisoners would be acquitted, in order to get at the 
iacts a female detective was introduced into the jau. 
She came Into contact with Nicholas; he leli in love 
with her; wrote letters criminating himaell; pro- 
mised to murry her if sne would raise money co pity 
up parties to swear an aliln on his behalt, aud thus 
the poor fool committed himself. 


"When the Fall Assizes came round tne case came 


on for trial. Mr. Christopher lloiimsou, Q. C., prose- 
cuted, and Mr. R. A. Harrison. Q. L'., appeared lor 
the defence. It was considered by me prosecuting 
counsel that uufflcieut evidence was on hand to hang 
both prisoners, but when they were placed In the 
UOCK Donovan signified nis willingness to turn 
Queen's evidence against Nicholas Mamdy. The 
Tonusei for the Crown at first had some scruples as 
Jo whether he should make use of aim iu this capa- 
city, but at last he was placed in the witness box, 
and told a story which bore unmistaiiable marKs ol 
falsehood on the lace of it. 


Accoidmg to uis statement he and Kehoe "were 
walking on the mcnt of tlie murder towards 
the House ql the latter—which « as quite contiguous 
to old Malady's—when they met Nicholas. Mcholaa 
asked 
them 
to go 
over to the old man's 


Iiouse aud see how they were getting on with some 
repalia that were being made on the houxe 
'ihey went towards tho house, Kehoe weut home, 
Kiciioias went Imo the house. "While Donovan, ac- 
cording to his own statement, sat down on some 
lumber which was lyiiijr at a considerable distance 
from the house 
While sitting there he heard two 
gunshots, and on approacuiug aud looking m he 
sa'wMchoias ramplnc through the house, smnsnins 
a gun which belonged to the old man all to pieces 
aud aclma like a madman. JUe took oil' his boots, 
got Nicholas away and tue two went to the house of 
Donovan's brother. 
It was evident that Donovan's story was either a 


fabrication or that, some vco material details were 
Ieit out; for the footuiaiks on ihe floor clearlv 
Bhoweii tnat at least two parties were eugased m 
the murder. Again, the double-barrelled pistol 
which uad been used was iound behind a cupboard 
lu Keuoe's iionse. The oM man's Bible, in winch tie 
was accustomed to keep nis money, was taken irom 
thetruuK, and the bloody marks of the lingers ol 
two pai ties were clearly traceaule on it. in met, 
there are a. great many other p jiuts which go to in- 
culpate either Kehae or Donovan or uotli; bu£ aa 
these have jet to be tried as accessories to the mur- 
Uerit is as well lo leave them uloue till thev are 
brought out In the trial. 


During the whole of the trial Nicholas retained 
the same coolness and seif-porisesstoii winch nave 
characterized mm all tlirougn. He took notes of the 
evidence as the case proceeded, sinned aim shook 
his head when Donovan mvo.ved himself in contra- 
dictions, and when the jaiy retired ho tooic posi.es- 
eion of a. no-.vapaper, read it wnh as much coolness 
as if nothing important to Him was goiucr on, and 
wnen the jury returned he laid down t!ie paper anu. 
was apparent v ny far tue most nniiueresied indi- 
vidual In the court. A verdict or guilts was re- 
Sirrned. Chief Jt-.stice Ha^aertv pronounced sen- 
tence of death npon linn. He rose in the dock, 
Shanked Ins counsel lor the exertions he lintl put 
lorth on Ins behalf, tlmuked tlie crown prosecutor 
lor the lairne-ii he had nianilested m conducting the 
case, thanked the judge ana jun-, went tliroiijih the 
whole aiiair with the greatest nonchalance, retired 
to his cell, and once there he Siit down and cried 
. like a child. 
Xn endeavor was made by some of the people ol 
the district to obtain a reprieve lor him. and aa ap- 
plication was maje to tne government m this direc- 
tion; but about two weeks ago a renlv was received 
distinctly stating tnat toe application was to.aliy 
Inadmissible. 
Wnen Nicholas—who had all along 
hoped that his sentence wouid be raltiuaied—heard 
of the oectsion ne cried sorely for a time, but at 
length resumed *iis natnral stolid manner and began 
to prepare lor de,uh. 


He "was a Komsn Catno'ic, and was attended by 
tlie Rev. Father Koubett, who was assiduous m his 
endeavors to bring ihe culprit to* proper state of 
cnml snd to realise at once E!ie enormity "of the 
crime he had commictsrt and the great necessity 
thefa WHS lor sinoeie repentance, 
Nor were the 
iatora ol the priest in vain. 
Kicholaa betoos hlm- 


acll to prayer and meditation, and though to some 
It may seem somewhat maukish to speaK of "the" 
jierpeuntor ol so diabolical a murJer as a Christian,. 
jet there !.-> little douht mat Nicholas Mamdy, uetore 
us died, not only saw the error of his way, but 
thoroughly repented of the course he had token. 


Our reporter aaw him iu hia cell on Saturday 


altenioon. lie expressed the greatest contrition for 
the deed he had committed, and stated tnat he htul 
sure grounds lor be.levins that "his sins were ail 
forgiven." on being requested to give a detailed 
Jtatement of how the murder was committed, and 
to clear no tlie mystery that envelopea it. he said. 
"Xo; 1 nuve to die lor U, but that is no icason why 
I should bring any one else into the same position." 
He was then urged to say something so as to clear 
his brothers ana sisters of any connection with the 
murder. In reply, ho said, iu a oteru voice, "My 
brother, or any ot my sisters, had no more to do 
with it loan you have." it was then stated to linn 
that if he had aimlmig to suy m tno way of confes- 
sion he might write it, and it would be published in. 
the newspapers.

NICHOLAS MALADT. 


He seemed more calm after writing nis confes- 
sion, aud all Sundav euiploved Himself in reading 
his Bible. On Monday night he went to bed about 
ten o'clocK aud slept soundly until aoout five. He 
then rose and dressed and received two Sisters of 
Mercy , and these remained with him about an 
hour. 
High mass was celebrated by Father Bou- 
bett. and the culprit 
seemed to enter into the ob- 
servance with much intelligence and solemnity. 
But the most trying thine of all was to come for 
the poor wretch. 
About seven o'clock his sister 


Alice, who was passionately attached to him, en- 
tered ilia ceJJ. She could not speatt to him, but just 
clutched his hand and batned it with tears aud 
Kisses. Alter remaining a short time she was aa- 
vised to withdraw. When she had lelt, Ihomas Mal- 
ady, the omy brother 01 the prisoner, went io to take 
goodby with the poor creatnre. Thomas is a Due stal- 
worth farmer, but all he could say when he went into 
the cell was '-Foorlitile Nicholas, poor little Nicho- 
las," and he cried ana sobbed lite a babe, and 
wrung his brother's hand and came out sftying; 
"Poor little Nicholas," no doubt in his own mind" 
going away baclc to oiden times whenSicholas and 
he were "boys togetHer." 
During this trying ordeal Sicholas restrained him- 
sell wonderfully; --he dm not cry—m lact. as he put 
it—his heart was too dry to cry;" he seemed to leel 
more lor the anguish of his inends than ms own 
ana seemed relieved when he was lett alone with 
Father Bouoett. with whom ne engaged m earnest 
prayer till about a quarter- oast eischt o'clock:. 
At that hour SneruT acdouald, who had been 
waiting for some time, intimated that he wisued the 
preliminary proceedings to be beaun. The priest 
accoi dtngly Drought the prav ers to a conclusion, aad 
-he executioner, who was irom Toronto, and had 
his face and hands blackened, entered the cell. At 
!iis apDearaaoe Aialady turned deadly pale, but ral- 
,yin£ himself, he submitted to the pinioning wir.a 
his ordinary coolness, repeating the prayers along 
with the priest in the most earnest aud distinct way. 
The white cap was put on nis head, and, along with 
the priest who recited the prayers for the dying 
Malady, followed by the Sheriff, tne executioner 
and the representatives of the press, passed through 
the northern court of the prison, ascended a tempo- 
rary staircase and tooK his position on the scmfoid, 
which was on a level with the prison wall. Arriving 
there, he and the priest Knelt down. He kissed the 
crucilix, the cap was drawn over nis faca. tne rope 
was put around his necs. ana, with the word 
".lesus"' on his lips, he lell through the trapdoor, aud 
almost instantaneously was dead. About a hundred 
people were" around the scatl'old, gazing witit hail- 
sausQed, hall-disgusted looK on the last public exe- 
cution which will be witnessed m Ontario, in aoout 
hail au hour the body was lowered and depos iled in 
a plain deal coilln, and was subsequently taKen to 
Soaiorth to be buried alongside of the body of the 
•Old man."

The Preparations for His Execution To-Ony. 
[From the Rocneater Union and Advertiser, Dec. 8.] 
sncriu SutheriauJ is making the preparations 
requisite for tue execution of llessaer ou Friday. 
1'iie gallows—or ratn^r the simple apparatus lor 
taKmg the me of the prisoner—is tne same mat was 
employed when Squires, Antonio, the Portuguese; 
liabtotit and others were executed. 
It is in tuo 
north west corner of the south wing ol the jail. In a 
^mail room 1.1 the upper story there is the droo—a 
heavy weight which falls the lull height ol the room. 
Attacned to this weight 13 a rope that runs over a 
:mlley und oue end drups through a hoie m the floor 
;o the corner of the Inili of the jail, wnere tne huller 
is attached and the prisoner stands. The weight ,s 
mteU to tue ceiling aud is held uu uy a latch. Wnen 
the cortl is pu.lea by the Sherul the weight falls aua 
tue prisoner. IH jerked violently iroui his letit aud 
hangs Dy the rope about his neck, hie sees uothiug 
01 tlie machinery used lor nis execution, save only 
the halter rope dropping throagu a ho.e m the ceil- 
ing uoove his head. 
Tue witnesses of the execution will stand upon 
the null Hour aud on the galleries in libut of the 
cells, mere is room lor about oue hundred persons 
to witness the execution. 


Sheriff Sutherland will use the same lialter that 
has been used la a uuinuer of executions here. '1 he 
rope that is used to draw the halter by the \veigut 
a new. Every yrucautiou will be taken to prevent 
any mistake beius made and to secure the speeuy 
execution of the condemned man without unneces- 
sary suifermg. 


As is usual, no doubt a large crowd of persons will 
jather about the jail and the avenues leading 
.hereto. For what puruosa, however, it is diuicuit 
to say, for they can neither see nor hear any of the 
proceedlugs. To avoid disturoance aud to preserve 
order the ohcrilT has called for a coinpauy ot sol- 
diers ol the .National tldard to picket tue jail.

time Is a concise and demonstrative treatise on bans 
lux and currency. Knowing the necessity ol maintain 
a national currency and none other. Although in 
columns of a dally journal do not permit of treatlo 
tue subject in any otner than a brief and popular 
manner, we hope to ue able to point out a solution 
at once feasible ana practical, of the question as 
it presents itssir for consideration at tae presen 
time. 


We1 shall commence with a brief statement ol tn 


origin 01 paper currency, wiucii we have said hai 
been tlie creature aad uas become the necessity o 
modern civilization. It will be aeen that.the issus 
and circulation of promissory notes, payable a 
short dates or on demand, by banks instead of by 
governments or nations, was purely accidental, anc 
the circumstance itseii affords no argument in favor 
of continuing tne system U a better oue bos been, 
discovered, or can be proved to exist. 
I'P to the thirteenth century mercaants were torn 
peiled to tranouut, at great riss aud cost, ail their 
remittances from one couuiry to another, and Irom 
one part of their own country to another, in oroltl or 
silver coin or bullion, m order to maintain the 
balances of trade. This circumstance of itself, at a 
period when expresses were unknown, and when 
neither the public conveyances by sea nor by land 
were free from danger, would necessarily limit tha 
growtn of trade—especially between distant coun- 
tries. At length, early ui tlie century just named, 
toe Lombard merchants—a class of shrewd money 
dealers—invented what were termed "money deal- 
ers' letters," which were, in fact, bills of exchange. 
A small sum was added TO tne amount demanded 
for tnese bills, to cover ilsk of trausiereate of 
balances from place to piace lu coin, which those 
dealers could effect cheaper than ordinary merchants 
aud travellers. These classes were greatly accom- 
modated by this simple expedient, and as tueir bills 
were transleraole by endorsement they soon passed 
from hand to hand, aud were at lengtu received as a 
kmd ot" Circulating medium or currency. 


This was the nearest approach to a paper cur- 
rencv till the early part 01 me seventeenth century, 
wneh tue Bank of Amsterdam was established, witu 
the view of correcting the abuses growing out of 
the generally worn aud clipped coins m circn.ation 
curoujfhoni: Europe. This DO-UK commenced by re- 
ceiving gold deposits by weiunt, audgrantius; receipts 
therefor, making astaall deductiou lor the costof re- 
coinage. Tuese receipts wero granted for six mont-hs, 
payable o bearer, aud m consequence of the high 
repute of the bank, went into general circulation as 
money. From this stage tae plan of Issuing prom- 
issory notes of fixed denominations, payable to 
bearer on demand, and the use of cueclis^ was aa 
easy step. 


It win thus be seen that, while banKtag Is 
claimed by eminent writers to have existed as 
early as the time of Moses, the use 01 bank notes 
for money is of very recent date. The principles 
which underlie the circulation of promissory notes 
payable on demand, ootb redeemable ana irre- 
deeinaoie, will oe considered at anotner time, and 
tue advantages of a solvent and opulent nation's 
currency over tnat of one or many o-jtn^a pointed 
out.

The JLate Thomas Thompson's Gallery— The 


Slnst Valuable Collection of Paintings in tbe 
Country— .Eccentricities of a Wealthy Con« 


[From the Boston Post. Dec. S.] 


THE FINEST eAiLEKY' IN THE COUiTET. 
It is not generally known tnat the most extensive 


and undoubtedly most valuable collection of oil 
paiuliugs ever owned in the United totates 13 m the 
city 01 Boston and belongs to the estate of the late 
Mr. Thomas Thompson, a man tyeil known to all 
Bostomans f or his great wealth and many eccentrici- 
ties. It will be remeinDereU that Mr. Thompson 
died in New YorK m me spring of tde present 
year, and the singular bequests made m hm 
will were but another instance of the peculan- 
ties which marked the man inrouga life. He was 
a lover of the fine arts from nis youth, and at 
the time of the buruuig of the Tremoat Temple, in 
March, 1852, ne lost by Shu conflairrac-ion a fine art 
collection whicu had cost him upwards of $9*',000, 
and this, be it rememuereo. was at a time when 
money was cold aud everytniag was cheap. This 
misiortune for a time discouraged bun, but ne could 
not overcome his tastes andnabiis. In half adoien 
years his new. collection was greater than tne oue ne 
had lost. Occupying the entue ouildmg over the old 
store ol Messrs. Joun I. Brown * bou, Wasnmgtou 
street, near the Hoylstoa Market, consisting of more 
tuaii a dozen rooms, the pictures not only covered 
the walls, but were positively Kept in piles so tnat 
it is pr..uably said with truth that, he-tides the 
owner, no one ever saw the entire collection or any- 
thing approaching the whole ol it. Some of our old 
citizens, presidents of tne banks and insurance com- 
panies wnere iilr. Thompson did business, artists 
and literary men, were occasionally invited to pass 
au afternoon or often an entire aay umoag these 
treasures, but they are unanimous in the expresaiou 
tuat tney could not oegiu to look at tuem all. Por- 
traits ol citizens and friends, notable personages, 
copies of tne old musters and many undoubted 
onmuals, best specimens of the English, Frejcu, 
Italian, Dntcu, and in lact every school. No artist or 
picture dealer tuat did not nr, times nave iransac- 
tions with this man. The poor arlisc round mui an 
appreciative and kindly critic, and received a liberal 
lll-leo; Ills ubjot-t, Uiuii -LV;XS to ivul tll« JlrllSt aud ad- 
vimue the cause of art. Ihe professional dealer 
iound him a duTeient man entirely. Jvo oue quicker 
cleioctea a cheat or demantieu more lor his money, 
but ad it was always known tnat wiin him a market 
cuucd be found at a pi-Ice, ana lue Day was cash 
iu hand, he wua a c..fatomer not to bo 
i e- 
glected. 
Among the vast col.ectton are many 
puinuuirs bought lor

few nundred dollius 
winch had been sold previously lor as many 
thous,anus; Ihera are also many lor which Air. 
Thompson paid several thousand dol lars each, and 
whicn are perhaps to-day wortn greatly more. No 
collection known is so rare and ncu in oriumai pic- 
tured. As aome men are ml&ers of money, tins ec- 
centric person was a miser witu his pit-Cures; he 
loved them as his lue, aud he Kept them jealously to 
hinibelt. Frooably not a huudiea vet-ions have ever 
seen them, and an application to nun for that pur- 
pose was almost invariably met with & polite but 
studied evasion of a compliance witn the reqaoct.

Neany ten years ago Mr. Thompiou, although

Mr. J. Harvey Young, the well known portrait 
painter, ana director ot the Fine Arts Exhibition of 
Boston Athenaeum, was employed, by order of tha 
execuirix. to examine and catalogue the collection. 


THE ONLY 1'EKSON ft HO HAS SEEN THE UALuERY. 
Mr. ioungls probably the only livinpr man who 
has seen all these pictures. They are stored in Pul- 
ton street, a most unpromising place, and a build- 
ing winch no one would suspect of being such a 
repository. Mr. Young asserts chat, although he had 
n ms vouth some Knowledge of tneui, ana naa niin- 
seil contnmjtecl one or two efforts, yet when ae 
entered the'ouiiding and found such immense piles, 
closeiv- packed one against another, tier altertier, aud 
floor above floor, he was agnast, and, altnonsh de- 
voting to the work au the spare time wlncii t he 
demands of his profession allowed, and having all 
tne assistance he required, yet weeks were needed 
before any thing like a list could be preparea. 


VALUED A'C HALF A MILLION. 
Biersladt, the artist, who knew Air. Tlompson 
well, and ol whose own paintings there are some 
dozen or more, expresses au opinion tnat a similar 
collection cannot now be put together lor nail a 
million dollars. No hail in Boston is snaicienrly 
arce to exhibit them.

TRAGEDY. 


TIio Pistol Again— A Man Found Dead— Ar-ca 


of tbe Alleged Murderers. 


rFrom the Hartford" Courant; Dec. 8.1 
About naif-past ten o'clock last evening, as officers 


McManus and Iloldeu were staudins ou tlie corns 
of Asylum and Immbull streets, a gentleman came 
up aud inlormed tiiem that a man had been mur 
deren on tne railroad crack. McUauus started for 
thepolice station to inform tue captain and summon 
the coroner, wniie Hoiden went toward the scene of 
tho alleged niardor. 


About midway between the Church and Walnut; 
street crossings he found the body or a man lying on 
tne track, lace down, and an old-fashioned double- 
barrelled 
pistol 
tmaer 
h!a head. 
The snow 
under him 
was satnratea 
with blood, 
and 
an examination revealed a nullet hole to tola 
right breast, which would have caused almost in- 
stant deatn. At this moment there was no cine to 
the perpetrators of the deed, bat soon after officer 
Hoiden met a man who informed him that "a man 
with his aead cut" had gone to Dr. Curtis' to have 
ms wounds dressed. The officer immediately started 
lor ttte doctor's hut on arriving there sas Informed 
tnat no sucn person had called. JJe then went to 
another physician's ana stm another, and finally at 
Dr. Browucil'a learned that Thomas O'Kell, residing 
at No. 5 Bast street, had been .Uiere aud had ms 
head dressed. Ihe oflicer then'.ifrent to tue resi- 
dence of O'Nell, who is employe* as an engineer on 
the Hartford aad Sew Haven Railroad, iound him 
with his head bandaged and baaij cut, and arrested 
aim. Another man named T. W. O'flara, who was 
present, sa.d Ue was wim o'Xeil at the time, and he 
was amo arresieuand both were tafceu to the station 
bouse- 


Tne men claimed tnat they did tiie shooting In 
seu-deience. O' Sen's story is that one Bevius, a 
watchman at Woodruif & Beach's, had had a 
grudge against him for some time— a woman 
affair— and that for several days he has been 
dogged, sometimes by one ana at otners Dy two 
men. A day or two ago ne purchased a pistol and 
ror two or three nigiits past lias nod O'Hara come to 
the engine house and accompany him home. Last 
night while walking on the tracK on their way home 
from tne depot two men cams up and attacked 
them, and one, wno haa a club, struck O'Neil on tbe 
head, stunning mm su that ne could make no 
farther resistance, -rue people who live in ttte neigh- 
borhood heard tne noise of tlie fight, the pistol shots 
and ciies ofonurder. 


The pistols of O'Xei' and O'Hara were examined 


by the officers, and ootn were found to have been 
fired — oue three times ana the otner once. 
The 
oistol found under the head of the dead man had 
not been discharged. The duo was found near the 
scene ot the tragedy. An oflicer was sent to Wood- 
ruff <fc Beach's, arrested Bevins, took Him to the sta- 
tion, where tna body of tne murdered man lay. 
Bevins did not at first Snow ine deceased; but after- 
wards recognised him as his fellow watchman, 
Thomas U'Brten. Tue body was kept at the station 
house last ntgnt, in one of the upper rooms, aud 
O'^eil aud nis companion and Bevins were placed 
in cells. Two members of the police lorce were 
detailed as watchmen at Woodratt & Beach's. 


TB8IBU CASUALTf OH THE HEW YKX KHTEAL RAILSQAB. 
Horrible Blatilarioa—A Bralceman's Body Cut 


Into Hundreds of Pieces. 


[From the Unca (S. Y.) Evening Observer, Deo. 8.] 
Less tnana month ago Superintendent Jfr.est wrote 
to George Adams, a young man living near Canas- 
tota. inlormmg him that his application for the posi- 
tion of brakeuiau on the Central was granted. 
Adams promptly reported for doty and was placed 
on the first stock train going east, which passes 
through Utica every morning about hall-past one 
o'clock. 


This morning the tram reached Tinea on time. It 
"was arawn f i om the mam crack to the branch, where 
some'cars were left and arrangements made for pro- 
ceeding east. Mr. Frawiey, the associate brakeman 
on AQams' tram, saw tne deceased alive for tne last 
tune aooat hail-past one o'clock. Both, were then 
standing near the engine of their train. Frawiey 
started to the rear and occupied htmseli with usual 
duties aud a few moments later th6 tram was m 
motion- 
It is supposed (nothing certain Is known) that 
Adams climbed on to the tank of the engine, and m 
attempting to step from the tender to tne deck of 
the forward Ireigut car, missed His footing aud fell. 
Tue entire tram, which consisted of twenty cars, 
passed over nis body. This, of course, produced 
deatn. The man was not missed Immediately, sud 
presently an empty engine shot across his remains. 
Five or ten minutes passed; me casualty remained 
undiscovered, aud then an engine and eight cars 
passed over the mutilated body. A few minutes 
later Charles Siermiere, a swltchtender, stumbled 
on to the mangled mass, prostrate between the 
tracks, and so shockingly mutilated as to bear little 
of human form or semblance. The swltchtender no- 
tiiied the tram despaichcr, Mr. Charles F. Hand, 
ol tne occurrence, anu the conductor of Adams' tram 
returned, and, after vainly searching for Adams, 
came to the conclusion chat the mutilated remains 
oelore him were those of the missing orakeman. Mr. 
Hand moved tue mam fragments Of the body off to 
the side of the track and started lu search ol Coro- 
ner Ji nroe. The Coroner, procuring a coflin, was 
issisted by several m p.aciug the remains of deceased 
in the best, possible shape. Tlie ueaa waa terribly 
tjuiuauea, tno SKUU bones being broken into line 
pieces. The ribs are au brokeu, some ot them in 
maujr places. Both arms are severed, anfl. the de- 
tuched pieces are cut and broken in a dozen places. 
The right limb was severed from the trunk; it is noi 
broken less than twenty times. The left limb is as 
horribly mashed and cut up as the other. The body 
is probably lu BIX or eight hundred pieces.

Execution of Nicholas Malady, at Gode- 


rich, Canada, for the Murder of 


His Father and Stepmother. 


[From tlie Toronto (Canada) Clolie, Dec. S.] 
Yest-rday moruiug at Half-pas'- enrlic o'clocK Slcti- 
alasMulaUy, ayouoff man twenty-lour years or age, 
aiioerwemthe> extreme puuatty or the law outside 
ilie vfttlli ol tlie Gotlericti jail, tor having taken part 
lu oue or the most siioekins tragedies to be fouau m 
tue auuais of crime. iJe luurUoreU Urn lailier and 
steofflottter, and tliouglt he was well educated aad 
*uuowed witii luielltctual capacity rar above toe 
average he illustrated iu nis brief career an iuteuslty 
of hate ftud a malignity and revenaefuiuess of ais- 
positiou wiiio-li are oappily rarely to be met witu. The 
story of me sad affair 13 as follows:— 


Nicholas Malady, tlie father ol tlie murderer, was 
an old man, sixty-live years of age, well to do in tue 
world aud occupied a farm m tie township of 
Tuckersmitii. Ue uad four daughters aud two sona, 
witu wliom lieiiveu on anythmg but friendly terms; 
especially wicb las sou Nicholas ne earned ou a 
coulinuous quarrel. Nicholas was aa Industrious 
boy, wrought Hard, and when ue arrived at man- 
hood he IOOKOO lor some rewaid for his labors, ins 
lather seemed to agree with him la this, and over 
and over acaln promised to Kive him one of nm 
farms. These promises, somehow, were never im- 
plemented, and on each occasion when ttie bargain 
fell through Nicholas ieit home ana went to reside 
with uu aunt iu Michigan. Alter several comings 
and goings the larm was actually made over to 
him, aud deeming he had a right to do with 
his own as 
he pleased he let the farm out to 
a tenant. This gave great oilence to the "Old 
Kail. 
He entered a lawsuit against his son, 


with the inteat of regaining possession ol the farm. 
Tlie case was tried, ami when he iound he was 
defeated tho old mun in open court broKe oue into a 
fierce tirade against ^."lohjias—called IHJI a bas- 
tard— «nd pronounced »is wue—Nicholas' mother, 
•who liatl been di;ad some sis years before—an 
lanJuithfal woman. Tilings went on la tins way for 
Eoute time, and one Gay, about three weefcs beiore 
the njurcer, tue two met oa tae disuut d farm, 
fought, aud Nicholas was bound over "to Keep the 
peace to'v ard ais father. 
Some time beiore this the enmity between the old 
mau and his family was Iniensmed by his marrying 
a widow by tue name of Keel.v. On various occa- 
sions Nicholas was heard to oiake strong statements 
with respect to Ins lather aud stepmother, threaten- 
ing that he would do sometmug that would prevent 
a new family supplanting tne otfl. And well aid he 
carry out his threats. 
It was on the afternoon of Sabbath, June 7. 1SGS, 
that Thomas llcutieo. son-in-law or old JUia-ly. 
along witu his wife, went to pav his father-iu luw 
his weekly TISIF. He Knocted at tlie door of tne 
latcheri, but receiving uo reply lie entered, and as 
once saw sometning was wr-jng. All over the floor 
were oiarKs 01 bloody lootsteps. and turning to his 
wile he said, "They have oeea quarrelling." Follow- 
ing tne traces ol blood they went out of the k-ucuen 
towards the parlor, w. icn was at tue extreme end 
of tae hotu,e. oa the Ieit side of the hall leasing to 
the parlor was a bedroom, aud on looking into it 
McOheo.md his wue saw au awful sight At the 
door lay the old man. stark and dead, with a largo 
hole in his head, his face all blacKeueti with gun- 
powder, ana surrounded by a pool ol bloid. 
Inside the room, wita her feet close to his, lay his 


"wife. She presented a learful spectacle. Her heaa 
was battered al. to pieces, so mucn so that when sne 
•was moved the bones rattled. Oo the left Mile ol 
the head was a fearful gash made by au axe, and 
Into the gash was stuck tne tec of a cnair 
Her 
throat was cut; her breasts were lacerated; sue had 
put up her hand to protect her heaa Irom tue raur- 
tlerer's pistol, and the hand was riddled with buck- 
shot, and, worse than ail. though it was not brouglic 
out in evidence, she. being seven mouths gone with 
Child, was ripped open, and the unborn babe treated 
in ahorrloie way—snowing ihe awful malice whicn 
actuated the perpetrators ol tue diaoolical deea. 
WcGneo gave the alarm, the neighbors congregated, 
and next day a coroner's inquest was iiela on the 
Kodies. 
miss been already stated th.it bloody footmarks 
Were all over the Uoor, and these were wnat Jed to 
the apprehension of the murderer.

Being requested to place his loot on oue of the inarm 
lie Uia so and it was found to correspond in every 
particular. But there were the marKs ot tne feet ol 
two dinerent parues on the floor, and a comparison 
oeinx made another individual was brought into the 
allalr—namely, 'Iltomas Donovan. 


'iney were both arrested on the charae of mnr- 


flar—ailerwards a son Id-law of Hie old man, named 
Kehoe, was added to the number—and by and by 
three daugmers ol tne deceased, nig other son and 
aeon-lu-ian' were all arre-,teu ou tho Same charge, 
so that at length In (Jodench jail no lewer tuan 
sight persons were Imprsoued cnarged with cue 
murder of Aialady and His wife. 
Alter a series 
of investigations they were all set at liberty 
except 
Nicuoias 
Aialady, 
Tuomas 
Donovan 
end Kehoe, and in me 
Fall As-iizes of isun 
Hicliolas and Donovnn were indicted for murder. 
When the case was brought up the prosecutor for 
the Crown was not ready to go on with it, and it 
was postponed till tue spring Assize of i8Git. "U'hen 
the Spring Assize came round tliay were again placed 
at the bar, but tueir council cuulleugeu one juror 
after another till the panel was exhausted, and tlie 
case waa ajram postpouud till tlio Fall Asslae. 
Meantime the most strenuous exertions were 
Ijcing made by the detectives to obtain evidence suf- 
ficient to convict. It was evident Irom the begin- 
ning that it was a most complicated case and that, 
unless some extraordinary mtuus were taken the 
prisoners would be acquitted, in order to get at the 
iacts a female detective was introduced into the jau. 
She came Into contact with Nicholas; he leli in love 
with her; wrote letters criminating himaell; pro- 
mised to murry her if sne would raise money co pity 
up parties to swear an aliln on his behalt, aud thus 
the poor fool committed himself. 


"When the Fall Assizes came round tne case came 


on for trial. Mr. Christopher lloiimsou, Q. C., prose- 
cuted, and Mr. R. A. Harrison. Q. L'., appeared lor 
the defence. It was considered by me prosecuting 
counsel that uufflcieut evidence was on hand to hang 
both prisoners, but when they were placed In the 
UOCK Donovan signified nis willingness to turn 
Queen's evidence against Nicholas Mamdy. The 
Tonusei for the Crown at first had some scruples as 
Jo whether he should make use of aim iu this capa- 
city, but at last he was placed in the witness box, 
and told a story which bore unmistaiiable marKs ol 
falsehood on the lace of it. 


Accoidmg to uis statement he and Kehoe "were 
walking on the mcnt of tlie murder towards 
the House ql the latter—which « as quite contiguous 
to old Malady's—when they met Nicholas. Mcholaa 
asked 
them 
to go 
over to the old man's 


Iiouse aud see how they were getting on with some 
repalia that were being made on the houxe 
'ihey went towards tho house, Kehoe weut home, 
Kiciioias went Imo the house. "While Donovan, ac- 
cording to his own statement, sat down on some 
lumber which was lyiiijr at a considerable distance 
from the house 
While sitting there he heard two 
gunshots, and on approacuiug aud looking m he 
sa'wMchoias ramplnc through the house, smnsnins 
a gun which belonged to the old man all to pieces 
aud aclma like a madman. JUe took oil' his boots, 
got Nicholas away and tue two went to the house of 
Donovan's brother. 
It was evident that Donovan's story was either a 


fabrication or that, some vco material details were 
Ieit out; for the footuiaiks on ihe floor clearlv 
Bhoweii tnat at least two parties were eugased m 
the murder. Again, the double-barrelled pistol 
which uad been used was iound behind a cupboard 
lu Keuoe's iionse. The oM man's Bible, in winch tie 
was accustomed to keep nis money, was taken irom 
thetruuK, and the bloody marks of the lingers ol 
two pai ties were clearly traceaule on it. in met, 
there are a. great many other p jiuts which go to in- 
culpate either Kehae or Donovan or uotli; bu£ aa 
these have jet to be tried as accessories to the mur- 
Uerit is as well lo leave them uloue till thev are 
brought out In the trial. 


During the whole of the trial Nicholas retained 
the same coolness and seif-porisesstoii winch nave 
characterized mm all tlirougn. He took notes of the 
evidence as the case proceeded, sinned aim shook 
his head when Donovan mvo.ved himself in contra- 
dictions, and when the jaiy retired ho tooic posi.es- 
eion of a. no-.vapaper, read it wnh as much coolness 
as if nothing important to Him was goiucr on, and 
wnen the jury returned he laid down t!ie paper anu. 
was apparent v ny far tue most nniiueresied indi- 
vidual In the court. A verdict or guilts was re- 
Sirrned. Chief Jt-.stice Ha^aertv pronounced sen- 
tence of death npon linn. He rose in the dock, 
Shanked Ins counsel lor the exertions he lintl put 
lorth on Ins behalf, tlmuked tlie crown prosecutor 
lor the lairne-ii he had nianilested m conducting the 
case, thanked the judge ana jun-, went tliroiijih the 
whole aiiair with the greatest nonchalance, retired 
to his cell, and once there he Siit down and cried 
. like a child. 
Xn endeavor was made by some of the people ol 
the district to obtain a reprieve lor him. and aa ap- 
plication was maje to tne government m this direc- 
tion; but about two weeks ago a renlv was received 
distinctly stating tnat toe application was to.aliy 
Inadmissible. 
Wnen Nicholas—who had all along 
hoped that his sentence wouid be raltiuaied—heard 
of the oectsion ne cried sorely for a time, but at 
length resumed *iis natnral stolid manner and began 
to prepare lor de,uh. 


He "was a Komsn Catno'ic, and was attended by 
tlie Rev. Father Koubett, who was assiduous m his 
endeavors to bring ihe culprit to* proper state of 
cnml snd to realise at once E!ie enormity "of the 
crime he had commictsrt and the great necessity 
thefa WHS lor sinoeie repentance, 
Nor were the 
iatora ol the priest in vain. 
Kicholaa betoos hlm- 


acll to prayer and meditation, and though to some 
It may seem somewhat maukish to speaK of "the" 
jierpeuntor ol so diabolical a murJer as a Christian,. 
jet there !.-> little douht mat Nicholas Mamdy, uetore 
us died, not only saw the error of his way, but 
thoroughly repented of the course he had token. 


Our reporter aaw him iu hia cell on Saturday 


altenioon. lie expressed the greatest contrition for 
the deed he had committed, and stated tnat he htul 
sure grounds lor be.levins that "his sins were ail 
forgiven." on being requested to give a detailed 
Jtatement of how the murder was committed, and 
to clear no tlie mystery that envelopea it. he said. 
"Xo; 1 nuve to die lor U, but that is no icason why 
I should bring any one else into the same position." 
He was then urged to say something so as to clear 
his brothers ana sisters of any connection with the 
murder. In reply, ho said, iu a oteru voice, "My 
brother, or any ot my sisters, had no more to do 
with it loan you have." it was then stated to linn 
that if he had aimlmig to suy m tno way of confes- 
sion he might write it, and it would be published in. 
the newspapers.

He seemed more calm after writing nis confes- 
sion, aud all Sundav euiploved Himself in reading 
his Bible. On Monday night he went to bed about 
ten o'clocK aud slept soundly until aoout five. He 
then rose and dressed and received two Sisters of 
Mercy , and these remained with him about an 
hour. 
High mass was celebrated by Father Bou- 
bett. and the culprit 
seemed to enter into the ob- 
servance with much intelligence and solemnity. 
But the most trying thine of all was to come for 
the poor wretch. 
About seven o'clock his sister 


Alice, who was passionately attached to him, en- 
tered ilia ceJJ. She could not speatt to him, but just 
clutched his hand and batned it with tears aud 
Kisses. Alter remaining a short time she was aa- 
vised to withdraw. When she had lelt, Ihomas Mal- 
ady, the omy brother 01 the prisoner, went io to take 
goodby with the poor creatnre. Thomas is a Due stal- 
worth farmer, but all he could say when he went into 
the cell was '-Foorlitile Nicholas, poor little Nicho- 
las," and he cried ana sobbed lite a babe, and 
wrung his brother's hand and came out sftying; 
"Poor little Nicholas," no doubt in his own mind" 
going away baclc to oiden times whenSicholas and 
he were "boys togetHer." 
During this trying ordeal Sicholas restrained him- 
sell wonderfully; --he dm not cry—m lact. as he put 
it—his heart was too dry to cry;" he seemed to leel 
more lor the anguish of his inends than ms own 
ana seemed relieved when he was lett alone with 
Father Bouoett. with whom ne engaged m earnest 
prayer till about a quarter- oast eischt o'clock:. 
At that hour SneruT acdouald, who had been 
waiting for some time, intimated that he wisued the 
preliminary proceedings to be beaun. The priest 
accoi dtngly Drought the prav ers to a conclusion, aad 
-he executioner, who was irom Toronto, and had 
his face and hands blackened, entered the cell. At 
!iis apDearaaoe Aialady turned deadly pale, but ral- 
,yin£ himself, he submitted to the pinioning wir.a 
his ordinary coolness, repeating the prayers along 
with the priest in the most earnest aud distinct way.

Arriving 
there, he and the priest Knelt down. He kissed the 
crucilix, the cap was drawn over nis faca. tne rope 
was put around his necs. ana, with the word 
".lesus"' on his lips, he lell through the trapdoor, aud 
almost instantaneously was dead. About a hundred 
people were" around the scatl'old, gazing witit hail- 
sausQed, hall-disgusted looK on the last public exe- 
cution which will be witnessed m Ontario, in aoout 
hail au hour the body was lowered and depos iled in 
a plain deal coilln, and was subsequently taKen to 
Soaiorth to be buried alongside of the body of the 
•Old man."

The Preparations for His Execution To-Ony. 
[From the Rocneater Union and Advertiser, Dec. 8.] 
sncriu SutheriauJ is making the preparations 
requisite for tue execution of llessaer ou Friday. 
1'iie gallows—or ratn^r the simple apparatus lor 
taKmg the me of the prisoner—is tne same mat was 
employed when Squires, Antonio, the Portuguese; 
liabtotit and others were executed. 
It is in tuo 
north west corner of the south wing ol the jail. In a 
^mail room 1.1 the upper story there is the droo—a 
heavy weight which falls the lull height ol the room. 
Attacned to this weight 13 a rope that runs over a 
:mlley und oue end drups through a hoie m the floor 
;o the corner of the Inili of the jail, wnere tne huller 
is attached and the prisoner stands. The weight ,s 
mteU to tue ceiling aud is held uu uy a latch. Wnen 
the cortl is pu.lea by the Sherul the weight falls aua 
tue prisoner. IH jerked violently iroui his letit aud 
hangs Dy the rope about his neck, hie sees uothiug 
01 tlie machinery used lor nis execution, save only 
the halter rope dropping throagu a ho.e m the ceil- 
ing uoove his head. 
Tue witnesses of the execution will stand upon 
the null Hour aud on the galleries in libut of the 
cells, mere is room lor about oue hundred persons 
to witness the execution. 


Sheriff Sutherland will use the same lialter that 
has been used la a uuinuer of executions here. '1 he 
rope that is used to draw the halter by the \veigut 
a new. Every yrucautiou will be taken to prevent 
any mistake beius made and to secure the speeuy 
execution of the condemned man without unneces- 
sary suifermg. 


As is usual, no doubt a large crowd of persons will 
jather about the jail and the avenues leading 
.hereto. For what puruosa, however, it is diuicuit 
to say, for they can neither see nor hear any of the 
proceedlugs. To avoid disturoance aud to preserve 
order the ohcrilT has called for a coinpauy ot sol- 
diers ol the .National tldard to picket tue jail.

lux and currency. Knowing the necessity ol maintain 
a national currency and none other. Although in 
columns of a dally journal do not permit of treatlo 
tue subject in any otner than a brief and popular 
manner, we hope to ue able to point out a solution 
at once feasible ana practical, of the question as 
it presents itssir for consideration at tae presen 
time. 


We1 shall commence with a brief statement ol tn 


origin 01 paper currency, wiucii we have said hai 
been tlie creature aad uas become the necessity o 
modern civilization. It will be aeen that.the issus 
and circulation of promissory notes, payable a 
short dates or on demand, by banks instead of by 
governments or nations, was purely accidental, anc 
the circumstance itseii affords no argument in favor 
of continuing tne system U a better oue bos been, 
discovered, or can be proved to exist. 
I'P to the thirteenth century mercaants were torn 
peiled to tranouut, at great riss aud cost, ail their 
remittances from one couuiry to another, and Irom 
one part of their own country to another, in oroltl or 
silver coin or bullion, m order to maintain the 
balances of trade. This circumstance of itself, at a 
period when expresses were unknown, and when 
neither the public conveyances by sea nor by land 
were free from danger, would necessarily limit tha 
growtn of trade—especially between distant coun- 
tries. At length, early ui tlie century just named, 
toe Lombard merchants—a class of shrewd money 
dealers—invented what were termed "money deal- 
ers' letters," which were, in fact, bills of exchange. 
A small sum was added TO tne amount demanded 
for tnese bills, to cover ilsk of trausiereate of 
balances from place to piace lu coin, which those 
dealers could effect cheaper than ordinary merchants 
aud travellers. These classes were greatly accom- 
modated by this simple expedient, and as tueir bills 
were transleraole by endorsement they soon passed 
from hand to hand, aud were at lengtu received as a 
kmd ot" Circulating medium or currency. 


This was the nearest approach to a paper cur- 
rencv till the early part 01 me seventeenth century, 
wneh tue Bank of Amsterdam was established, witu 
the view of correcting the abuses growing out of 
the generally worn aud clipped coins m circn.ation 
curoujfhoni: Europe. This DO-UK commenced by re- 
ceiving gold deposits by weiunt, audgrantius; receipts 
therefor, making astaall deductiou lor the costof re- 
coinage. Tuese receipts wero granted for six mont-hs, 
payable o bearer, aud m consequence of the high 
repute of the bank, went into general circulation as 
money. From this stage tae plan of Issuing prom- 
issory notes of fixed denominations, payable to 
bearer on demand, and the use of cueclis^ was aa 
easy step. 


It win thus be seen that, while banKtag Is 
claimed by eminent writers to have existed as 
early as the time of Moses, the use 01 bank notes 
for money is of very recent date. The principles 
which underlie the circulation of promissory notes 
payable on demand, ootb redeemable ana irre- 
deeinaoie, will oe considered at anotner time, and 
tue advantages of a solvent and opulent nation's 
currency over tnat of one or many o-jtn^a pointed 
out.

The JLate Thomas Thompson's Gallery— The 


Slnst Valuable Collection of Paintings in tbe 
Country— .Eccentricities of a Wealthy Con« 


[From the Boston Post. Dec. S.] 


THE FINEST eAiLEKY' IN THE COUiTET. 
It is not generally known tnat the most extensive 


and undoubtedly most valuable collection of oil 
paiuliugs ever owned in the United totates 13 m the 
city 01 Boston and belongs to the estate of the late 
Mr. Thomas Thompson, a man tyeil known to all 
Bostomans f or his great wealth and many eccentrici- 
ties. It will be remeinDereU that Mr. Thompson 
died in New YorK m me spring of tde present 
year, and the singular bequests made m hm 
will were but another instance of the peculan- 
ties which marked the man inrouga life. He was 
a lover of the fine arts from nis youth, and at 
the time of the buruuig of the Tremoat Temple, in 
March, 1852, ne lost by Shu conflairrac-ion a fine art 
collection whicu had cost him upwards of $9*',000, 
and this, be it rememuereo. was at a time when 
money was cold aud everytniag was cheap. This 
misiortune for a time discouraged bun, but ne could 
not overcome his tastes andnabiis. In half adoien 
years his new. collection was greater than tne oue ne 
had lost. Occupying the entue ouildmg over the old 
store ol Messrs. Joun I. Brown * bou, Wasnmgtou 
street, near the Hoylstoa Market, consisting of more 
tuaii a dozen rooms, the pictures not only covered 
the walls, but were positively Kept in piles so tnat 
it is pr..uably said with truth that, he-tides the 
owner, no one ever saw the entire collection or any- 
thing approaching the whole ol it. Some of our old 
citizens, presidents of tne banks and insurance com- 
panies wnere iilr. Thompson did business, artists 
and literary men, were occasionally invited to pass 
au afternoon or often an entire aay umoag these 
treasures, but they are unanimous in the expresaiou 
tuat tney could not oegiu to look at tuem all. Por- 
traits ol citizens and friends, notable personages, 
copies of tne old musters and many undoubted 
onmuals, best specimens of the English, Frejcu, 
Italian, Dntcu, and in lact every school. No artist or 
picture dealer tuat did not nr, times nave iransac- 
tions with this man. The poor arlisc round mui an 
appreciative and kindly critic, and received a liberal 
lll-leo; Ills ubjot-t, Uiuii -LV;XS to ivul tll« JlrllSt aud ad- 
vimue the cause of art. Ihe professional dealer 
iound him a duTeient man entirely. Jvo oue quicker 
cleioctea a cheat or demantieu more lor his money, 
but ad it was always known tnat wiin him a market 
cuucd be found at a pi-Ice, ana lue Day was cash

TRAGEDY. 


TIio Pistol Again— A Man Found Dead— Ar-ca 


of tbe Alleged Murderers. 


rFrom the Hartford" Courant; Dec. 8.1 
About naif-past ten o'clock last evening, as officers 


McManus and Iloldeu were staudins ou tlie corns 
of Asylum and Immbull streets, a gentleman came 
up aud inlormed tiiem that a man had been mur 
deren on tne railroad crack. McUauus started for 
thepolice station to inform tue captain and summon 
the coroner, wniie Hoiden went toward the scene of 
tho alleged niardor. 


About midway between the Church and Walnut; 
street crossings he found the body or a man lying on 
tne track, lace down, and an old-fashioned double- 
barrelled 
pistol 
tmaer 
h!a head. 
The snow 
under him 
was satnratea 
with blood, 
and 
an examination revealed a nullet hole to tola 
right breast, which would have caused almost in- 
stant deatn. At this moment there was no cine to 
the perpetrators of the deed, bat soon after officer 
Hoiden met a man who informed him that "a man 
with his aead cut" had gone to Dr. Curtis' to have 
ms wounds dressed. The officer immediately started 
lor ttte doctor's hut on arriving there sas Informed 
tnat no sucn person had called. JJe then went to 
another physician's ana stm another, and finally at 
Dr. Browucil'a learned that Thomas O'Kell, residing 
at No. 5 Bast street, had been .Uiere aud had ms 
head dressed. Ihe oflicer then'.ifrent to tue resi- 
dence of O'Nell, who is employe* as an engineer on 
the Hartford aad Sew Haven Railroad, iound him 
with his head bandaged and baaij cut, and arrested 
aim. Another man named T. W. O'flara, who was 
present, sa.d Ue was wim o'Xeil at the time, and he 
was amo arresieuand both were tafceu to the station 
bouse- 


Tne men claimed tnat they did tiie shooting In 
seu-deience. O' Sen's story is that one Bevius, a 
watchman at Woodruif & Beach's, had had a 
grudge against him for some time— a woman 
affair— and that for several days he has been 
dogged, sometimes by one ana at otners Dy two 
men. A day or two ago ne purchased a pistol and 
ror two or three nigiits past lias nod O'Hara come to 
the engine house and accompany him home. Last 
night while walking on the tracK on their way home 
from tne depot two men cams up and attacked 
them, and one, wno haa a club, struck O'Neil on tbe 
head, stunning mm su that ne could make no 
farther resistance, -rue people who live in ttte neigh- 
borhood heard tne noise of tlie fight, the pistol shots 
and ciies ofonurder. 


The pistols of O'Xei' and O'Hara were examined 


by the officers, and ootn were found to have been 
fired — oue three times ana the otner once. 
The 
oistol found under the head of the dead man had 
not been discharged. The duo was found near the 
scene ot the tragedy. An oflicer was sent to Wood- 
ruff <fc Beach's, arrested Bevins, took Him to the sta- 
tion, where tna body of tne murdered man lay. 
Bevins did not at first Snow ine deceased; but after- 
wards recognised him as his fellow watchman, 
Thomas U'Brten. Tue body was kept at the station 
house last ntgnt, in one of the upper rooms, aud 
O'^eil aud nis companion and Bevins were placed 
in cells. Two members of the police lorce were 
detailed as watchmen at Woodratt & Beach's. 


TB8IBU CASUALTf OH THE HEW YKX KHTEAL RAILSQAB. 
Horrible Blatilarioa—A Bralceman's Body Cut 


Into Hundreds of Pieces. 


[From the Unca (S. Y.) Evening Observer, Deo. 8.] 
Less tnana month ago Superintendent Jfr.est wrote 
to George Adams, a young man living near Canas- 
tota. inlormmg him that his application for the posi- 
tion of brakeuiau on the Central was granted. 
Adams promptly reported for doty and was placed 
on the first stock train going east, which passes 
through Utica every morning about hall-past one 
o'clock. 


This morning the tram reached Tinea on time. It 
"was arawn f i om the mam crack to the branch, where 
some'cars were left and arrangements made for pro- 
ceeding east. Mr. Frawiey, the associate brakeman 
on AQams' tram, saw tne deceased alive for tne last 
tune aooat hail-past one o'clock. Both, were then 
standing near the engine of their train. Frawiey 
started to the rear and occupied htmseli with usual 
duties aud a few moments later th6 tram was m 
motion- 
It is supposed (nothing certain Is known) that 
Adams climbed on to the tank of the engine, and m 
attempting to step from the tender to tne deck of 
the forward Ireigut car, missed His footing aud fell. 
Tue entire tram, which consisted of twenty cars, 
passed over nis body. This, of course, produced 
deatn. The man was not missed Immediately, sud 
presently an empty engine shot across his remains. 
Five or ten minutes passed; me casualty remained 
undiscovered, aud then an engine and eight cars 
passed over the mutilated body. A few minutes 
later Charles Siermiere, a swltchtender, stumbled 
on to the mangled mass, prostrate between the 
tracks, and so shockingly mutilated as to bear little 
of human form or semblance. The swltchtender no- 
tiiied the tram despaichcr, Mr. Charles F. Hand, 
ol tne occurrence, anu the conductor of Adams' tram 
returned, and, after vainly searching for Adams, 
came to the conclusion chat the mutilated remains 
oelore him were those of the missing orakeman. Mr. 
Hand moved tue mam fragments Of the body off to 
the side of the track and started lu search ol Coro- 
ner Ji nroe. The Coroner, procuring a coflin, was 
issisted by several m p.aciug the remains of deceased 
in the best, possible shape. Tlie ueaa waa terribly 
tjuiuauea, tno SKUU bones being broken into line 
pieces. The ribs are au brokeu, some ot them in 
maujr places. Both arms are severed, anfl. the de- 
tuched pieces are cut and broken in a dozen places. 
The right limb was severed from the trunk; it is noi 
broken less than twenty times. The left limb is as 
horribly mashed and cut up as the other. The body 
is probably lu BIX or eight hundred pieces.

These colored doctors 
threatened that they would bring the matter before 
Congress and have a law passed which would com- 
pel tlieir white colleagues in the sawbones lines to 
receive them on a professional equality. That their 
threat was not an Mle one was shown to-day by the 
vigorous manner m which. Sumner brought up and 
pressed his motion to have the charter of the Medi- 
cal Society revoked. Sumner launched into one of 
his tremendous little speeches on our colored friend 
and brother, and declared tnat the Washington 
killers and curers were nothing short of barba- 
rians 
and 
savages.

he intended to show these whits doctors that 
they must not set themselves np as obstacles 
to the civilization of ths age. Ic is said that the 
next move in advance by the Massachusetts states- 
man is to be a resolution or bill permitting blacks 
and whites to attend the public schools ol the Dis- 
trict, and, perhaps, forcing theatre proprietors to 
make no distinction on account of race or color.

A number of petitions requesting relief from dis- 


abilities imposed for participation in the rebellion, 
and also a memorial favorable to the accordance of 
belligerent rights to Cuba, were presented and re- 
lerred. 


BEl'ORT 1'ROH TOE COMMITTEE OS FEINTING. 


Mr. ANTHONY, (rep.) of B. I., to presenting a 


report from the Committee on Printing, said he in- 
tended ere long to call attention to tne necessity for 
some relorm in the matter of public printing; the 
report being a provision for the printing of 20,000 
copies ol the report of the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture. 
Mr. POMEBOY, (rep.) of Kan., remarked that the 
farmers auu agriculturists of the country were inter- 
ested in this report, which was one to Bubserve their 
interests, and was'deservinc of circulation for tnat 
reason. 
The report of the committee, and similar reports 
from tne same source for tae publication of various 
reooris, were discussed. In regard to the publication 
oi.'a map ol the United States illustrative of the land 
re'sources of tne country, to be inaae In connection 
with the report oftne Commissioner of the General 
Laud 
Office, 
considerable 
discussion 
ensued. 
Mesa rs. 1'omeroy, Sumner and Howe agreed in the 
opinion that an original planot a map of the country 
was essential, inasmuch as the map heretofore pub- 
lished was ten years old, while during the last de- 
cade the geographical appearance of the country had 
euiuely changed. 
Mr. UAKLAN, (rep.) of Iowa, remarked that it was 
Important tnat maps officially published by the 
United States government should contain ths latest 
and fullest observations of surveys, exact locations 
of bays, rivers and mountains. 


Mr, ANruo.Nir said that the publication of a map 
as proposed became simply a question of money, as 
the expenditure for a map would equal $200,000. A 
nigh tribute to the efficiency and industry of the 
Commissioner of ihe Laud omcewas incidentally 
paid. 


No definite action was taken in regard to the pro- 
posed map, and the reports from the committee 
were agreed to. 


BII,T.S AND RESOLUTIONS. 
Mr. CARPEJITEK, (rep.) of Wis.. introduced a bin 
relative to the salary of the Chief Justice of tne Su- 
preme Court or tne United States, flxlng tne salary 
ot Chier Justice at $12,000 and that of Associate 
Justice at $10,000 per annum. Referred to the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary. 
iir. OSBORN, (rep.) of Fla., introduced a bill for 
ths disposal of public lands in the States of Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and Arkansas. 


The bill provides that all public lands in the States 
of Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Arkansas snail be subject to ulaposal under tno 
homestead laws, by sale and location under the 
same general laws as now eovern the public lands 
in other states and Territories Referred to the 
Committee on Public Lands. 
Mr. KEI.LOGQ, [rep.) of Pa., introduced a bill con- 
stituting the Mississippi Valley Levee Company a 
national corporation, Referred to the Committee on 
Commerce- 


Mr. MORTON, (rep.) of Ind., presented a memorial 
from members of the Legislature of Virginia urging 
that the state oe admitted to representation in con- 
gress. Laid on the table. 


Mr. SOMNEU, (rep.) of Mass., offered a resolution 
directing the Committee for tne District of Columbia 
to consider the expediency 01 repealing the charter 
of tne Medical Society ot the District of Columbia, 
and of taking such other legislation aa mar be ne- 
cessary to secure for medical practitioners In tha 
District of Columbia equal rights and opportunities 
without distinction of color. 


Mr. NORTON, (rep.) of Minn., objected to tno Imme- 
diate consideration of the resolution. 


Mr. SUMNKR laid if the occasion lor the resolution 
was Known there would, perhaps, be no objection to 
it. A surgeon who had been breveued a colonel for 
lils services in the Union cause was now a practician 
physician in Washington, and he, with another 
member of hln profession, had, upon making 
application to tno 
Medical 
(Society ot 
Uie 


District of Colombia, teen blackballed on the 
ground that they were colored men. Tho effect of 
tnat act was to exclude taem Irom co-operation 
and counsel with members of that body in Washing- 
ton and tucreby inflict a penalty upon their patients. 
A rule of the society roierred to prohibited consul- 
tation or association by the members thereof with 
any resident practitioner not a member, Thus were 
these colored practitioners shot out from the ordi- 
nary opportunities of consulting with, their profes- 
sional brethren on Important cases coming before 
them. Their raco was degraded by the act, and the 
proiession which was guilty of such ostracism de- 
graded itself. The medical profession of Washing- 
ton must take notice that this outrage would not be 
allowed to continue without a remedy if the speaker 
could ootain it through the action of Congress. 
Mr. PAOTBRSON, (rep.) of N. H., inaulred whether 
it was possible to apply the necessary remedy 
through the medium of Congressional action? 
Would not admissions to medical consultations of 
this society be regulated by the society, notwith- 
standing any remedial actloa by Congress, as pro- 
posed? 
Mr. SCMNEB said that by repealing tie existing 
charter of this society and chartering a new society, 
founded on republican principles, which should re- 
ceive colored men into its fraternity, the object de- 
sired might be obtained. This same battle Had 
been fought, stage by stage, and the victory had 
been achieved by stages. The present question was 
but one additional feature of the struggle for prin- 
ciple. 


Mr. PATTERSOX expressed his cordial approbation 
of a proposition of the character of that proposed, 
but at first supposed this one might noc be practical 
nor attain the object sought to be attained. 
Mr. NORTON then withdrew his objection to Hie re- 
solution, inasmuch as It was simply a direction to 
the committee, and would not commie the Senate to 
any action In me premises. 
The resolution was agreed to. 
Mr. £EI.LOGG ottered a resolution for Information 
concerning ttie present condition of tae Branca Mint 
at New Orleans. Agreed to. 
Also a resolution requestinz the Secretary of the 
Treasury to transmit information of the condition or 
the United States Marine Hospital at New Orleans 
and as to the necessity for hospital accommodation 
there. Agreed to. 
APrjELLAT£ JURISDICTION OF IHE SITFREHE COUBT. 
Mr. TRUMBULL, (rep.) of 111., reported from the 
Committee on the Judiciary a bill introduced by Mr. 
Sumner relating to the appellate jurisdiction of cue 
Supreme Court, with an amendment In the nature 
of a substitute. Tne bill as amended is aa follows:— 


A bill defining the jurisdiction of the courts of the United 
States m certain cases, 
Be it enacted, ic.. That under the constitution the judicial 
power of the United States does not embrace political power 
or give to the judicial tribunal any authority to question the 
decision of lluj political departments of the government on 
political questions; audit is hereby declared that all courts 
of the United States in the administration of justice shall be 
bound by the decision of the political departments of the 
government on political questions. 


SEC. 2. And be it further enacted. That il rests with Con- 
gress to decide what government Is the established one In a 
btate; and it is hereby, in accordance with former legislation, 
declared that no civil State government exists in Virginia, 
Mississippi or 'iotas, and DO so-called civil State government 
in either of said States shall be recognized as a valid Mr legal 
State government, either by the eiecutire or judicial power 
or autliority of the United Stales, until Congress shall so pro- 
vide, or until such State government is represented In the 
Conjjress of the (Jnitetl.States; and it is hereby declared tha t 
the acl of Congress entitled ''An act to provide for the moro 
efficient government of the rebel States," passed Starch 2, 
1867, and the several acts supplemental^ thereto, are 
political In their character, the propriety or validity 
of which no judicial tribunal is competent to question, and 
the Supreme Court of the United states Is hereby prohibited 
from eutertaimng jurisdiction of any case growing out of tno 
execution of said acts in either of said btates until Senators 
and Representatives from such States shall be admitted Into 
the Cen^re&s of the United States or Congress shall re- 
cognizesuch State governmental valid; and meanwhile all 
acts or parts of acts authorizing an appeal, writ of error, 
habeas corpus or other proceeding to bring before said 
Supreme Court tor review any case, civil or criminal, or 
other proceeding ariaine out of the execution of smd act to 
provluc for a mure efficient £overnmant of the rebel States, 
and of acts supplementary thereto, or which authorize an 
appeal in any case from the judgment of tne Circuit 
Court of the United States in a habeas corpus proceed- 
ing to the Supreme Court, or which authorize tho Supreme 
Court to issue a writ of habeas corpus or otber writ to brkig 
before it for review any judgment of a circuit or any other 
court or of auv judge thereof m a habeas case or proceeding 
be and the same are Lcreby suspended. And no law hereto- 
fore passed extending the judicial system of the United 
States over any of said rebel States shall cot be construed to 
recognize any State government existing therein until &en- 
ators and Representatives from said State shall be admitted 
into the Congress of the United States or Congress s.hall re- 
cognkeaStUc government therein as valid; and the 1'resi- 
dent is henjby directed to hold and proceed with all prisoners 
held In said btato by military authority, without regard to 
any civil proceeding or authority whatever. 


THE SODTIIBKN PACIFIC BA1LKOAD.

ilr. GAUFIELD, (rep.) of Ohio, moved its reference 
to the Committee on Banking and Currency, remark- 
ing that the question of reference of each bills 
might as well be decided now. 
Mr. JCDD, (rep.) or III., Inquired whether nnder 
the rule organizing the Committee on HanKing and 
Currency tuts bill did not necessarily go to that 
committee 1 
Tne SPEAKER replied that he Had no power over 
the House on us votes referring bills. This blllmiEht, 
by a vote of-the House, be sent to the Committee on 
Public Buildings and Gropnds.

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE—THE CESSCS BILI, 
The House then went in.to Committee of the Whole 
on the state of the Union, ilr. BAWES in the chair, 
and resumed the consideration of tae Ceusr.s bill. 
A discussion grew up and was participated in by 
many of the members as to tne most economical 
manner of tabug the census, Mr. Butler, of Mas?., 
contending that tue work could be best and most 
apnropriately penormed by the officers of the in- 
ternal revenue, auu Mr. Garfleid lioliimg the ground 
that small economy in this matter would be waste- 
fmaess. 
Mr. ScoFiEM), commenting on the remarks of Ms 
colleague, Air. Kelley, ridlcuiiujr the idea of false 
economy in this matter, said he would HKe his col- 
league to read his own speeches delivered in Penn- 
sylvania during the last fall campaign in favor of tha 
repnbiican party as the party of economy. 


Mr. KELX.EV, (t'ep.) of Pa., asked his colleague to 
state whether he had ever suggested in any ol his 
speeches tnat it was wise economy to save pence 
and throw away pounds. 
Mr. SCOFIKLD could not say that his colleague had 
said that; but his colleague had said a ureat many 
loolish things, and ae might possibly have said that, 
too. (Laugnter.) lie believed, after all, that the 
safest and best wav was to go bacK to the old mode, 
and let the census be taken by the United States 
marshals, who were bonded oracers, and many of 
whom had experience in the matter. He tad era- 
mined last night the old Census bill of 3&50, and 
found that many ol the best features of che present 
bill were transcripts from that. He liked them 
best. They Had reminded a witty toend of his of 
Hacaulay's reply to a green young man who had 
written a comedy and sent him a copy:— 


Your comedy I've read, my friend. 
And like the part you atole the best; 


If still tho play 3 ou wish to mead, 


TaKo courage, man, and steal the rest. 


(Langhter.) bo if tho Census Committee were to 
take the whole bill of 1S5J. and make the necessary 
alterations in it, he thought it would be au improve- 
ment on me penning bill. 
ilr- BUTLER, (rep-) of .Mass., wishlncr to test the 
sense of tlie House on whether the present machinery 
of the government should us usea for taking the cen- 
sus or whether anew set of officers should be creaieu, 
moved to ameud the Fourth section by making it 
read, ihat it shall be the duty of the assessor of me 
internal revenue la CLicii district to cause all the 
inhabitants to be enumerated. Here >vas a well- 
paid, well-trained and thoroughly siiied body of olll- 
cers who conkl do the work well. As to the objec- 
tion urged by Mr- uarflcM that tho people might not 
like to give mlormasion to the internal revenue offi- 
cerB lest It uiijjiit have some effect on their taxes, lie 
did not think there was much lorcc in that. Every 
one knew mat 
the 
census 
was 
for 
Mia 
very purpose of ascertaining the proportion of 
taxes, and every one would see tuat n was just as 
necessary to give answers truly to tne assistant 
assessor as to au enumerator. If members were 
tto-pr to -woto Tor the appomt.ueut or a new OUlCCr in 
each, ol' their districts, wltli tUe appointment of a 
number of sub offlcera, eacli \\ltli as mauv clertts as 
lie could get, they would be accused, however justly 
or unjustly, of voting that amount of patronage into 
their hands, und they hjd got as muuii load 01 that 
description to cairy as they ought to load them- 
selves with aud rua a good race next fall. Espe- 
cially was thai; so when tuey iiad aireatly a set of 
ofllccrs \vitit very little to do, aua who cuuld do this 
census work without itiiy cliarse to the Treasury. 
ilr. MAVNAIUI, (rep.) of 'lenn., argued that It was 
not to be expected that with tue rate of compensa- 
tion provided for enumerators (four, dollars a day 
for sixty days) competent men could not be pro- 
cured or that anythwig like a complete census would 
be taken by them. In HOUIC respects he thought well 
01 the nroDosition-of the gentleman from Massachu- 
setts (Mr. Butler). 


Mr. STOKIS, (rep.) or Tenn., chairman of the 
Census Committee, replied to Mr. Maynard objection, 
and expresbed ms conviction that competent men 
could be got for lour dollars per day, which was all 
that members of the Tennessee Legislature received. 
Mr. JUDD argued on the great importance of the 
statistical imorinatiou to be obtained uy me census 
taken, not only by tlie Legislative Department of tne 
countrv. r>ut for the national creditors abroad, and 
expressed nis sentiment that no ideas of economy 
should be permitted to intervene as an obstacle to a 
perfect and complete census. 
Mr. GAKFIELD also replied to the argument in 
favor ol employing the internal Revenue officers to 
take the census, taking the ground that che tax 
gatherer was an omcer odious to the people, who 
should be 
thoroughly 
convinced 
that 
tho 
census had no connection whatever with taxation. 
The whole cost of taking the census of 185U, exclu- 
sive of printing and publishing, was $1.318,000, aud 
of that sum $952,000 was for the payment oi assist- 
ant marshals, who did the work which tue enumer- 
ators would nave to do. The force of assistant asses- 
sors was now very small and it would tic necessary 
to appoint almost as many new oiflcers and agents 
under the proposition of tne gentleman from Massa- 
chusetts as nnder the bill reported by the committee, 
and these officers would have a dollar a day more 
than was proposed for enumerators; so that the gen- 
tleman's proposition wotdd not reduce the total ex- 
pense one stiver; and besides, the whole work would 
be rendered odious and mainly nnffarory. 
Mr. ALLISOS, (rep.) of Iowa, a member of the Cen- 
sus Committee, also arsued against the amendment 
onered by Mr. Butler. That proposition had been 
fully and carefully considered by tae committee and 
had been rejected. One of tne great objections to it 
was tnat it would absolutely, for the time being, 
interfere with the legitimate duties of the Internal 
Revenue Department. Was the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue to be diverted from liis great and 
legitimate business for six or seven mouths in the 
year in order to atteaa to the business of collecting 
census statistics? 
jur. BUTLEK said Ills plan did not propose to inter- 
fere with the duties oftne Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, but to place the assessors, for this pur- 
pose, under the Census Superintendent. 


Mr. ALLISON remarked that then the proposition was 
still more objectionable, because it would place me 
assessors and assistant assessors under two separate 
and distinct jurisdictions, whicn would make -con- 
fusion worse confounded." li would be impossible 
for them to act nnder two distinct and separate 
departments of the government, lie would be very 
Klad if the expense ot taking the census conld be re- 
duced, but the primary and great ocjectiou to the 
system proposed by tue gentleman from Massachu- 
setts was that It would interfere with the legiti- 
mate business of the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment. 


Mr. WOOD, (dern.) of N. Y., thought that the 
amendment offered by Mr. Butler was not without 
merit, and said that bis nrsr, impulse had been to 
favor anything which would restrict the patronage 
of the administration, but. considering tho vast 
interests at stake, and knowing that the whole value 
of tho census depended on its precision and accu- 
racy, he would not" allow any feeling of a partisan 
character to interfere with it. The people or New 
York city had very reluctantly come into the system 
of internal taxation. 
For months and years 
honest men In that city bad striven to com- 
mend it to their constituents not to evade 
their responsibility to the government 
which 
allowed 
it 
to 
contribute to its expenses. 
Among the poorer classes, who liad suffered from 
being drafted 
into the war, and 
from all 
sorts of inquisitorial investigations into their pri- 
vate and other atralrs, the people naturally shrunk 
from assessors and collectors of Internal revenue. 
They nave an instinctive aversion to giving those 
oracera that information which should be obtained 
In order to have the census what it ought to be. 
This bill not only proposed a census of the popula- 
tion, but to go far beyond that and to inquire into 
the most private and sacred affairs of life—inquiries 
w lien htid never before been mad* either nnder tills 
oi any other government. When the government; 
sends its emissary into a household it must send at 
leaat an accaptablo agent, whom tae people would 
baaentty and truthfully communicate with. Was the 
assistant assessor of tnat class ? Ho thought not. 
Referring to tha New York census or 1865, no stig- 
matized it as a shameful partisan fraud npon the 
people, which bad cut down the population of the 
city by 260,000 for the purpose ot not allowing it 
proper representation in the State Legislature. In 
fact, It was admitted to be no census at all. 


Mr, JKNCKKS, (rep.) of B. I., a«reed that to«ro was 
something of value in each of the pending proposi- 
tions, aud that while the assessors should not bo 
employed to take enumeration, tne statistical In- 
formation possessed by the Internal Keveuue Bureau 
should be utilized ior the purpose ot the census. 
Mr. IIUTI.EU, ol Mass., closed the debate by an 
argument m support of his amendment. He claimed 
that wider it there would DO greater efficiency, 


greater promptitude, greater accuracy and greater 
economy. Tne gentleman from New York (Mr. Wood 
bad informed the committee tout tne census or 1886 
in his state, made by the repatmcaa party, had been 
entirely a fraud. The corollary to that would seem 
to be that there should be no census taken at all. 
There might be aa Idiosyncracy about New York, 
that nothing could be done there wtiiclt was not a 
fraud in some way or form, but he trusted there 
could be an honest census taKen. lie admitted thai 
thero was great danger that nothing.-could be found 
out m New i'orli about elections, about the census, 
about gold speculations or about schemes of every 
sort, it seemed to be one living mass of corruption 
and fraud, of which the gentleman (Mr. Wood) was 
a representative. (Laughter.) 
Mr. DAVIS (rep.), of js'ew York, asied an. Butler 
whether he meant the State or city 1 


Mr. BUTLER—TUe city, always, sir. 
Mr. DAVIS—Then I Have nothing to say. 
Mr. BOTLEB-I thought not. (Laughter.) 
Mr. WOOD-I ask the gentleman whether his 
opinion or .New York has been gathered from the 
amount of litigation to wuioli he uas been subjected 
there f (Laughter.) 


Mr. BUTLEB—JJot at all, sir. I have never yet been 
able to get a case lor trial in New York. I expect a 
good deal of fraud when I do. In further criticism 
of the details of the bill Mr. Butler said he wanted to 
know tne statistics of railroad transportation, of tne 
express business and of the telegraph business, be- 
cause lie looked forward to the tune within the next 
ten years when the country would have to grapple 
with those great interests and take control ol them. 
The debate being closed the question was taken oa 
Mr. Butler's amendment, ana u was rejected—ayes 
22, noes not counted. 
On motion of Mr. WOOD, and after consideranla 
discnssion, the fifth section was amended by requir- 
ing each district superintendent to bs a resident of 
the district. 


After progressing aa far as tne seventh section toe 
committee rose.. 
A motion by Mr. WOOD to adjourn nntil Monday, 
and whicii was apparently carried oa a, division 01 
the House, was, on a vote by yeas and nays, re- 
jected—yeas 62, nays 105. 


BEA3KASOEILENT OF COMStrTTEES. 
Mr. FSSRY, (rep.) of Mich., from the Committee on 
Eules, reported a resolution authorizing tne Speaker 
to assign the recently admitted members to com- 
mittees, provided tliis shall not be construed as 
changing the rufe limiting the number, except lor 
the present congress. Adopted.

Tie Aurora Borcalis— IVIiat Is It ? 


The usual weekly meeting of the Polytechnic In- 


stitute was held last evening at the Cooper Institute, 
Professor Tilman presiding. An hour was devoted 
to the discussion of minor mechanics, after which 
Jlr. Vandeweyde opened tne discussion on "tha 
aurora boreolis" and said that comets were illu- 
minated by the snn, but the aurora borealla -was 
not a polarization or solar light. Stars have their 
leculiar light and so has the' aurora borealis, whosa 
light is not solar, bat independent and of a whollj 
different nature. AH savans now agree tnat elec- 
tricity is the only causa tnat accounts: lor tha 
phenomenon of the aurora borealis. 
It.is only alter long and painstaking research thaS 
the electrical doctrine has been adoptedto explain 
the phenomenon.

It struck the first experimenters' that when air la 
lalf exhausted in a low tube and electricity is ao- 
nitted it assumes the appearance 01 the aurora. 
When an anrora occurs the compass is atfect<jd, 
niich is another argument in favor of this theory. 
?he cause of all atmospheric electricity la the evapo- 
ration 
of 
water. 
Where 
evaporation 
pro- 
ceeds on a large scale, 
us m the tropics, 
he 
electricity 
is 
always 
in 
an 
active 
state. In the aurora tho discharges of electricity 
are conducted through a good conducting medium. 
The speaKer here gave somo very interesting experi- 
ments with an eiectnu battery showing the rocma- 
lon of the colors in '"« aurora borealla. The llgnta 
)elng turned doivn iutv. two slender wires were In- 
serted in a £i82* tube and tha electricity being 
:urned on a perfect resemblance was shown to tha 
tints ouservuble in the aurora. 
Dr. tiail was about to reply to the argument! ot 
the foregoing speaker, but the hour being late it 
waa concluded to adjourn the discussion uutU next 
meeting.

His 
position has been greatly strengthened by tae tone 
of the president's Message on foreign affairs; for 
whatever interpretation other persons may put upon 
the President's language towards Cuba, Mr. Sumner 
thinks It decidedly against them, or rather against 
their recognition, watch is ths same thing-.

lerred. 


BEl'ORT 1'ROH TOE COMMITTEE OS FEINTING. 


Mr. ANTHONY, (rep.) of B. I., to presenting a 


report from the Committee on Printing, said he in- 
tended ere long to call attention to tne necessity for 
some relorm in the matter of public printing; the 
report being a provision for the printing of 20,000 
copies ol the report of the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture. 
Mr. POMEBOY, (rep.) of Kan., remarked that the 
farmers auu agriculturists of the country were inter- 
ested in this report, which was one to Bubserve their 
interests, and was'deservinc of circulation for tnat 
reason. 
The report of the committee, and similar reports 
from tne same source for tae publication of various 
reooris, were discussed. In regard to the publication 
oi.'a map ol the United States illustrative of the land 
re'sources of tne country, to be inaae In connection 
with the report oftne Commissioner of the General 
Laud 
Office, 
considerable 
discussion 
ensued. 
Mesa rs. 1'omeroy, Sumner and Howe agreed in the 
opinion that an original planot a map of the country 
was essential, inasmuch as the map heretofore pub- 
lished was ten years old, while during the last de- 
cade the geographical appearance of the country had 
euiuely changed. 
Mr. UAKLAN, (rep.) of Iowa, remarked that it was 
Important tnat maps officially published by the 
United States government should contain ths latest 
and fullest observations of surveys, exact locations 
of bays, rivers and mountains. 


Mr, ANruo.Nir said that the publication of a map 
as proposed became simply a question of money, as 
the expenditure for a map would equal $200,000. A 
nigh tribute to the efficiency and industry of the 
Commissioner of ihe Laud omcewas incidentally 
paid. 


No definite action was taken in regard to the pro- 
posed map, and the reports from the committee 
were agreed to. 


BII,T.S AND RESOLUTIONS. 
Mr. CARPEJITEK, (rep.) of Wis.. introduced a bin 
relative to the salary of the Chief Justice of tne Su- 
preme Court or tne United States, flxlng tne salary 
ot Chier Justice at $12,000 and that of Associate 
Justice at $10,000 per annum. Referred to the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary. 
iir. OSBORN, (rep.) of Fla., introduced a bill for 
ths disposal of public lands in the States of Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and Arkansas. 


The bill provides that all public lands in the States 
of Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Arkansas snail be subject to ulaposal under tno 
homestead laws, by sale and location under the 
same general laws as now eovern the public lands 
in other states and Territories Referred to the 
Committee on Public Lands. 
Mr. KEI.LOGQ, [rep.) of Pa., introduced a bill con- 
stituting the Mississippi Valley Levee Company a 
national corporation, Referred to the Committee on 
Commerce- 


Mr. MORTON, (rep.) of Ind., presented a memorial 
from members of the Legislature of Virginia urging 
that the state oe admitted to representation in con- 
gress. Laid on the table. 


Mr. SOMNEU, (rep.) of Mass., offered a resolution 
directing the Committee for tne District of Columbia 
to consider the expediency 01 repealing the charter 
of tne Medical Society ot the District of Columbia, 
and of taking such other legislation aa mar be ne- 
cessary to secure for medical practitioners In tha 
District of Columbia equal rights and opportunities 
without distinction of color. 


Mr. NORTON, (rep.) of Minn., objected to tno Imme- 
diate consideration of the resolution. 


Mr. SUMNKR laid if the occasion lor the resolution 
was Known there would, perhaps, be no objection to 
it. A surgeon who had been breveued a colonel for 
lils services in the Union cause was now a practician 
physician in Washington, and he, with another 
member of hln profession, had, upon making 
application to tno 
Medical 
(Society ot 
Uie 


District of Colombia, teen blackballed on the 
ground that they were colored men. Tho effect of 
tnat act was to exclude taem Irom co-operation 
and counsel with members of that body in Washing- 
ton and tucreby inflict a penalty upon their patients. 
A rule of the society roierred to prohibited consul- 
tation or association by the members thereof with 
any resident practitioner not a member, Thus were 
these colored practitioners shot out from the ordi- 
nary opportunities of consulting with, their profes- 
sional brethren on Important cases coming before 
them. Their raco was degraded by the act, and the 
proiession which was guilty of such ostracism de- 
graded itself. The medical profession of Washing- 
ton must take notice that this outrage would not be 
allowed to continue without a remedy if the speaker 
could ootain it through the action of Congress. 
Mr. PAOTBRSON, (rep.) of N. H., inaulred whether 
it was possible to apply the necessary remedy 
through the medium of Congressional action? 
Would not admissions to medical consultations of 
this society be regulated by the society, notwith- 
standing any remedial actloa by Congress, as pro- 
posed? 
Mr. SCMNEB said that by repealing tie existing 
charter of this society and chartering a new society, 
founded on republican principles, which should re- 
ceive colored men into its fraternity, the object de- 
sired might be obtained. This same battle Had 
been fought, stage by stage, and the victory had 
been achieved by stages. The present question was 
but one additional feature of the struggle for prin- 
ciple. 


Mr. PATTERSOX expressed his cordial approbation 
of a proposition of the character of that proposed, 
but at first supposed this one might noc be practical 
nor attain the object sought to be attained. 
Mr. NORTON then withdrew his objection to Hie re- 
solution, inasmuch as It was simply a direction to 
the committee, and would not commie the Senate to 
any action In me premises. 
The resolution was agreed to. 
Mr. £EI.LOGG ottered a resolution for Information 
concerning ttie present condition of tae Branca Mint 
at New Orleans. Agreed to. 
Also a resolution requestinz the Secretary of the 
Treasury to transmit information of the condition or 
the United States Marine Hospital at New Orleans 
and as to the necessity for hospital accommodation 
there. Agreed to. 
APrjELLAT£ JURISDICTION OF IHE SITFREHE COUBT. 
Mr. TRUMBULL, (rep.) of 111., reported from the 
Committee on the Judiciary a bill introduced by Mr. 
Sumner relating to the appellate jurisdiction of cue 
Supreme Court, with an amendment In the nature 
of a substitute. Tne bill as amended is aa follows:— 


A bill defining the jurisdiction of the courts of the United 
States m certain cases, 
Be it enacted, ic.. That under the constitution the judicial 
power of the United States does not embrace political power 
or give to the judicial tribunal any authority to question the 
decision of lluj political departments of the government on 
political questions; audit is hereby declared that all courts 
of the United States in the administration of justice shall be 
bound by the decision of the political departments of the 
government on political questions. 


SEC. 2. And be it further enacted. That il rests with Con- 
gress to decide what government Is the established one In a 
btate; and it is hereby, in accordance with former legislation, 
declared that no civil State government exists in Virginia, 
Mississippi or 'iotas, and DO so-called civil State government 
in either of said States shall be recognized as a valid Mr legal 
State government, either by the eiecutire or judicial power 
or autliority of the United Stales, until Congress shall so pro- 
vide, or until such State government is represented In the 
Conjjress of the (Jnitetl.States; and it is hereby declared tha t 
the acl of Congress entitled ''An act to provide for the moro 
efficient government of the rebel States," passed Starch 2, 
1867, and the several acts supplemental^ thereto, are 
political In their character, the propriety or validity 
of which no judicial tribunal is competent to question, and 
the Supreme Court of the United states Is hereby prohibited 
from eutertaimng jurisdiction of any case growing out of tno 
execution of said acts in either of said btates until Senators 
and Representatives from such States shall be admitted Into 
the Cen^re&s of the United States or Congress shall re- 
cognizesuch State governmental valid; and meanwhile all 
acts or parts of acts authorizing an appeal, writ of error, 
habeas corpus or other proceeding to bring before said 
Supreme Court tor review any case, civil or criminal, or 
other proceeding ariaine out of the execution of smd act to 
provluc for a mure efficient £overnmant of the rebel States, 
and of acts supplementary thereto, or which authorize an 
appeal in any case from the judgment of tne Circuit 
Court of the United States in a habeas corpus proceed- 
ing to the Supreme Court, or which authorize tho Supreme 
Court to issue a writ of habeas corpus or otber writ to brkig 
before it for review any judgment of a circuit or any other 
court or of auv judge thereof m a habeas case or proceeding 
be and the same are Lcreby suspended. And no law hereto- 
fore passed extending the judicial system of the United 
States over any of said rebel States shall cot be construed to 
recognize any State government existing therein until &en- 
ators and Representatives from said State shall be admitted 
into the Congress of the United States or Congress s.hall re- 
cognkeaStUc government therein as valid; and the 1'resi- 
dent is henjby directed to hold and proceed with all prisoners 
held In said btato by military authority, without regard to 
any civil proceeding or authority whatever. 


THE SODTIIBKN PACIFIC BA1LKOAD. 
Mr. STEWART, (rep.) of Nev., offered a Joint reso- 
lution directing the Secretary of the Interior to sus- 
pend his oldcre of November 2 and 11,1809, restor- 
ing to private entry the lands heretofore withdrawn 
lor the beneflt of the Southern Paciflc Kauroad of 
California uutil the end of the present section 01 
Congress, so that the interests of pre-emption and 
nornesuMid settler; and the rights of the railroad 
company may be investigated. 
Mr. STEWART explained that the object of the 
resolution was to prevent any decisive action in the 
matter ol the latui referred to until a satisfactory 
Invebtigatlon of the rights of parties had been made.

(Langhter.) bo if tho Census Committee were to 
take the whole bill of 1S5J. and make the necessary 
alterations in it, he thought it would be au improve- 
ment on me penning bill. 
ilr- BUTLER, (rep-) of .Mass., wishlncr to test the 
sense of tlie House on whether the present machinery 
of the government should us usea for taking the cen- 
sus or whether anew set of officers should be creaieu, 
moved to ameud the Fourth section by making it 
read, ihat it shall be the duty of the assessor of me 
internal revenue la CLicii district to cause all the 
inhabitants to be enumerated. Here >vas a well- 
paid, well-trained and thoroughly siiied body of olll- 
cers who conkl do the work well. As to the objec- 
tion urged by Mr- uarflcM that tho people might not 
like to give mlormasion to the internal revenue offi- 
cerB lest It uiijjiit have some effect on their taxes, lie 
did not think there was much lorcc in that. Every

very purpose of ascertaining the proportion of 
taxes, and every one would see tuat n was just as 
necessary to give answers truly to tne assistant 
assessor as to au enumerator. If members were 
tto-pr to -woto Tor the appomt.ueut or a new OUlCCr in 
each, ol' their districts, wltli tUe appointment of a 
number of sub offlcera, eacli \\ltli as mauv clertts as 
lie could get, they would be accused, however justly 
or unjustly, of voting that amount of patronage into 
their hands, und they hjd got as muuii load 01 that 
description to cairy as they ought to load them- 
selves with aud rua a good race next fall.

tho 
census had no connection whatever with taxation. 
The whole cost of taking the census of 185U, exclu- 
sive of printing and publishing, was $1.318,000, aud 
of that sum $952,000 was for the payment oi assist- 
ant marshals, who did the work which tue enumer- 
ators would nave to do. The force of assistant asses- 
sors was now very small and it would tic necessary 
to appoint almost as many new oiflcers and agents 
under the proposition of tne gentleman from Massa- 
chusetts as nnder the bill reported by the committee, 
and these officers would have a dollar a day more 
than was proposed for enumerators; so that the gen- 
tleman's proposition wotdd not reduce the total ex- 
pense one stiver; and besides, the whole work would 
be rendered odious and mainly nnffarory. 
Mr. ALLISOS, (rep.) of Iowa, a member of the Cen- 
sus Committee, also arsued against the amendment 
onered by Mr. Butler. That proposition had been 
fully and carefully considered by tae committee and 
had been rejected. One of tne great objections to it 
was tnat it would absolutely, for the time being, 
interfere with the legitimate duties of the Internal 
Revenue Department. Was the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue to be diverted from liis great and 
legitimate business for six or seven mouths in the 
year in order to atteaa to the business of collecting 
census statistics? 
jur. BUTLEK said Ills plan did not propose to inter- 
fere with the duties oftne Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, but to place the assessors, for this pur- 
pose, under the Census Superintendent. 


Mr. ALLISON remarked that then the proposition was 
still more objectionable, because it would place me 
assessors and assistant assessors under two separate 
and distinct jurisdictions, whicn would make -con- 
fusion worse confounded." li would be impossible 
for them to act nnder two distinct and separate 
departments of the government, lie would be very 
Klad if the expense ot taking the census conld be re- 
duced, but the primary and great ocjectiou to the 
system proposed by tue gentleman from Massachu- 
setts was that It would interfere with the legiti- 
mate business of the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment. 


Mr. WOOD, (dern.) of N. Y., thought that the 
amendment offered by Mr. Butler was not without 
merit, and said that bis nrsr, impulse had been to 
favor anything which would restrict the patronage 
of the administration, but. considering tho vast 
interests at stake, and knowing that the whole value 
of tho census depended on its precision and accu- 
racy, he would not" allow any feeling of a partisan 
character to interfere with it. The people or New 
York city had very reluctantly come into the system 
of internal taxation. 
For months and years 
honest men In that city bad striven to com- 
mend it to their constituents not to evade 
their responsibility to the government 
which 
allowed 
it 
to 
contribute to its expenses. 
Among the poorer classes, who liad suffered from 
being drafted 
into the war, and 
from all 
sorts of inquisitorial investigations into their pri- 
vate and other atralrs, the people naturally shrunk 
from assessors and collectors of Internal revenue. 
They nave an instinctive aversion to giving those 
oracera that information which should be obtained 
In order to have the census what it ought to be. 
This bill not only proposed a census of the popula- 
tion, but to go far beyond that and to inquire into 
the most private and sacred affairs of life—inquiries 
w lien htid never before been mad* either nnder tills 
oi any other government. When the government; 
sends its emissary into a household it must send at 
leaat an accaptablo agent, whom tae people would 
baaentty and truthfully communicate with. Was the 
assistant assessor of tnat class ? Ho thought not. 
Referring to tha New York census or 1865, no stig- 
matized it as a shameful partisan fraud npon the 
people, which bad cut down the population of the 
city by 260,000 for the purpose ot not allowing it 
proper representation in the State Legislature. In 
fact, It was admitted to be no census at all. 


Mr, JKNCKKS, (rep.) of B. I., a«reed that to«ro was 
something of value in each of the pending proposi- 
tions, aud that while the assessors should not bo 
employed to take enumeration, tne statistical In- 
formation possessed by the Internal Keveuue Bureau 
should be utilized ior the purpose ot the census. 
Mr. IIUTI.EU, ol Mass., closed the debate by an 
argument m support of his amendment. He claimed 
that wider it there would DO greater efficiency, 


greater promptitude, greater accuracy and greater 
economy. Tne gentleman from New York (Mr. Wood 
bad informed the committee tout tne census or 1886 
in his state, made by the repatmcaa party, had been 
entirely a fraud. The corollary to that would seem 
to be that there should be no census taken at all. 
There might be aa Idiosyncracy about New York, 
that nothing could be done there wtiiclt was not a 
fraud in some way or form, but he trusted there 
could be an honest census taKen. lie admitted thai 
thero was great danger that nothing.-could be found 
out m New i'orli about elections, about the census, 
about gold speculations or about schemes of every 
sort, it seemed to be one living mass of corruption 
and fraud, of which the gentleman (Mr. Wood) was 
a representative. (Laughter.) 
Mr. DAVIS (rep.), of js'ew York, asied an. Butler 
whether he meant the State or city 1 


Mr. BUTLER—TUe city, always, sir. 
Mr. DAVIS—Then I Have nothing to say. 
Mr. BOTLEB-I thought not. (Laughter.) 
Mr. WOOD-I ask the gentleman whether his 
opinion or .New York has been gathered from the 
amount of litigation to wuioli he uas been subjected 
there f (Laughter.) 


Mr. BUTLEB—JJot at all, sir. I have never yet been 
able to get a case lor trial in New York. I expect a 
good deal of fraud when I do. In further criticism 
of the details of the bill Mr. Butler said he wanted to 
know tne statistics of railroad transportation, of tne 
express business and of the telegraph business, be- 
cause lie looked forward to the tune within the next 
ten years when the country would have to grapple 
with those great interests and take control ol them. 
The debate being closed the question was taken oa 
Mr. Butler's amendment, ana u was rejected—ayes 
22, noes not counted. 
On motion of Mr. WOOD, and after consideranla 
discnssion, the fifth section was amended by requir- 
ing each district superintendent to bs a resident of 
the district. 


After progressing aa far as tne seventh section toe 
committee rose.. 
A motion by Mr. WOOD to adjourn nntil Monday, 
and whicii was apparently carried oa a, division 01 
the House, was, on a vote by yeas and nays, re- 
jected—yeas 62, nays 105. 


BEA3KASOEILENT OF COMStrTTEES. 
Mr. FSSRY, (rep.) of Mich., from the Committee on 
Eules, reported a resolution authorizing tne Speaker 
to assign the recently admitted members to com- 
mittees, provided tliis shall not be construed as 
changing the rufe limiting the number, except lor 
the present congress. Adopted.

The early lite of Snatspcare and the Inctnents of his 
then outward existence and what it developed were 
given graphically and eloquently. To give a sketch ot 
tlie man seemed absurd, as it was like trying to put a, 
mountain oaK in a litue vase. Critics never knew, 
or never will know, what to do vrith him. He waa 
the great master of the human heart, the great de- 
lineator of all passions, and his simplicity waa aa 
his philosophy, the child entwined in the man. You 
caunut take any of ills thoughts and put them Into 
other clothing, any more than attempting to trans- 
fer the soul or one being into another. gShak- 
aneare was the true Adam of English literature." 
ilia morality is decidedly expressed in his woras, 
and there cannot be lound one that is entire that 
has not buch tendencies.

SEETINS OF THE POLYTECHlilC INSTITUTE. 


Tie Aurora Borcalis— IVIiat Is It ? 


The usual weekly meeting of the Polytechnic In- 


stitute was held last evening at the Cooper Institute, 
Professor Tilman presiding. An hour was devoted 
to the discussion of minor mechanics, after which 
Jlr. Vandeweyde opened tne discussion on "tha 
aurora boreolis" and said that comets were illu- 
minated by the snn, but the aurora borealla -was 
not a polarization or solar light. Stars have their 
leculiar light and so has the' aurora borealis, whosa 
light is not solar, bat independent and of a whollj 
different nature. AH savans now agree tnat elec- 
tricity is the only causa tnat accounts: lor tha 
phenomenon of the aurora borealis. 
It.is only alter long and painstaking research thaS 
the electrical doctrine has been adoptedto explain 
the phenomenon. 
' 
It struck the first experimenters' that when air la 
lalf exhausted in a low tube and electricity is ao- 
nitted it assumes the appearance 01 the aurora. 
When an anrora occurs the compass is atfect<jd, 
niich is another argument in favor of this theory. 
?he cause of all atmospheric electricity la the evapo- 
ration 
of 
water. 
Where 
evaporation 
pro- 
ceeds on a large scale, 
us m the tropics, 
he 
electricity 
is 
always 
in 
an 
active 
state. In the aurora tho discharges of electricity 
are conducted through a good conducting medium. 
The speaKer here gave somo very interesting experi- 
ments with an eiectnu battery showing the rocma- 
lon of the colors in '"« aurora borealla. The llgnta 
)elng turned doivn iutv. two slender wires were In- 
serted in a £i82* tube and tha electricity being 
:urned on a perfect resemblance was shown to tha 
tints ouservuble in the aurora. 
Dr. tiail was about to reply to the argument! ot 
the foregoing speaker, but the hour being late it 
waa concluded to adjourn the discussion uutU next 
meeting.

Moreover, the statement 
than iho insurgents have retired westward Irom the 
plain of JJraealj involves the conclusion that mis 
defile uo longer served them as a basis, rrura 
private sources we learn that the Imperial tro >ps

Another speolmen of 
Montenegrui diplomacy will be found in the follow- 
ing; epistle, addre~=ed by the private secretary or 
Prince Nlklla to M. NUto Zee, a well-known chief of 
tha /.upon insurKsnts, and forwarded by him aa an 
Important missive from Cettmgo to tha "honored 
chiofs of Maine. Braltach aud foborl":— 


DBAII NIKO XBO—We aro very sad in eonsoqneneo of the 
wretchedness and misery into which you aro plunged, but 
we cannot help you just nosr. Endeavor to reconcile your- 
setrea with your Emperor. Eut if vou should not succeed 
herein, then defend yourselves as long aa you possibly cun do 
co, aa m the irorat case, our frontiers will ho oponed to you 
for your retreat and we will mate common cause with you 
and share good and evil with yo*x

TURKEY AND EGYPT. 


The Khedive's Last tetter to the Saltan, 
By cable telearams from Europe we announced 


sonic short time since ihat the Turquie, of Constan- 
tinople, published the last letter from the Khedive to 
the Grand Vizier. Vt'e are now able toglve the exact 
text of the document, which runs thus:— 


By the communication Trom the Eritlsh Ambassa- 
dor to the English Consul, aud with which the latter 
has made roe acquainted, I now Know the real views 
of your Highness on the subject of the agents I mizhc 
send to Europe for the purpose of negotiating the 
special arrangements I might have to conclude wita 
ths European Powers within the limits of the firman 
or privileges. Desiring that you should read this 
document I send it to my Capou-Keaya reaueatina: 
hiai to lay It before you.

The deduction rrom it Is that the Porto would be 
contented If those agents should be simply presented 
to the Ministers ol foreign Aifairs for the first time 
by the representatives or tho Sultan, without any 
larther interference with the mission of the former. 
Although since the firman of 1812 the Egyptian 
agents have introduced themselves without inter- 
mediaries to the Ministers of the various States. I 
hasten to show my attachment to the anguct person 
or his Majesty and my desire to conform to tho inten- 
tions of his governmentby accepting the tenor of tho 
aforesaid concession and acting in accordance with 
it. lam sincerely grateful to yonr Excellency for 
having Ijstn pleased thus to elucidate this point. 
In addition, having received from persons worthy 


of confidence the news that I should not be obliged 
to submit my Budget to the Porte, I am rejoiced to 
be able to hope that the report is aiaa. Besides 
jonr highness having deigned to give methagratt 
tying assurance that his Majesty was disposed to 
maintain the privileges snceeasiTely accorded by 
Imperial decrees since UU, my hope becomes con- 
firmed and Is converted into certitude* 


One sole point now remains— that of trio authoriz- 
ation of loins. I have the ttrrn conviction that this 
will oe equally resolved by reconrsa to Ens formal 
terms of the flrnmns, with the perfect equity w Meh 
, every one recognizes In your Highness. 


In fact, If the matter is attentively considered how 
Injurious thU subordination would be in all the 
affairs, small or groat, of tho province of Egypt, the 
administration of which has been confided to ma 
solely br tho benevolence of tha Sultan, tha faot Is 
evident that the last flrman accorded would be val- 
ueless. If matters had not Daen thus situated I 
should have had no other duty, I aai aware, than to 
submit to a simple Indication from you. Feeling 
confident that 
all the communications 
from 
you hare been Inspired by the most perfect 
sincerity and the most entire purity of in- 
tention, I, on my side. speaK to you with all 
honesty and trust, relying on the nleastnp; assurance 
that his Majesty has no wish to lessen the privileges 
accorded by his imperial munificence, as well as on 
tho perfect equity and high sagacity which ao emi- 
nently distinguish your Highness. 


I hope tbat In also accepting thla point In the way 
above explained, you will deign to employ your good 
offices to obtain an augmentation in my favor or tho 
great and fecund benevolence of his Majesty, more 
precious to mo than the whole world and All tnat it 
coiitaica.

The following bill to fund tne national debt. Using 


the rate of Interest at a triQa over tnree and two- 
thirds per cent, and authorizing free biaKinj under 
certain restrictions, was Introduced by Hon. Mr. 
ilornll, of Pennsylvania, In the House of Kepreseu- 
tatives on Wednesday: — 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States, in Congress assem- 
bled. That the Secretary of the Treasury be and he 
Is hereby authorized to borrow from time to time, on 
the credit of the United States, asum nor exceeding 
la the aggregate $2,5UO,00},OJO, and to issue therefor 
coupon or registered bonds or iae United Slates, 
which shall be irredeemable. Aud said bonds shall 
bo of such denomination* as the Secretary or the 
Treasury si!.".!! direct (not lt,si than firtv dollars), and 
bear an annual interest of three and slxty-flve huu- 
dredtns i>er centum, payable senrt-annnaiiy In coin. 
And the becretary ot the Treasury mav dispose of 
such bonds, or any part thereof, in the United stales, 
or, If he shall und it expedient, In Europe, 
at par, lor lawlai money of the United states 
(or exchange the same at his discretion lor 
other bonds of tha United Stares at tha market value 
of such other bonds); and the money arising from 
the sale or tho bonds authorized by this act shall be 
by the Secretary of the Treasury applied aud used, 
at his discretion. In the purchase orpaymontof 
other bonus and outstanding com raierest-bearing 
indebtedness or the United stales which the cov- 
ernment nas the option of paying, and suca bonds 
and luteresc-baariug indebtedness so redeemed shall 
be retired ana cancelled. 


SECTION 2. And be it further enacted, That when- 
ever the coin interest-bearing indebtedness of tne 
United states shall have been converted into the 
bonas authorized by this act, then tlie other interest- 
bsarins indebtedness shall also be converted in the 
manner herein provided for, and tne outstanding 
Treasury noies bearing no interest and known as 
lejai tenuer notes snail also bs luaded in said bonds; 
and thereafter, whenever tne revenues of the United 
States shall exceed the actual and probable auuual 
expenditures, U shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
tho Treasury to employ such surplus money as may 
be in cue Treasury in tne purchase of bunds Issued 
uaaer this act; aad the bonds so purchased shall be 
held as a reserve by tho Treasury, not to be re- 
issued save by the authority or Congress. 


SEC. 3. Ana be It further enacted, that the bonds 
authorized by this act shall be issued in series of 
$100,000,000 each, to be distinctively designated by 
numbers and letters, or otncrwise. at the discretion 
of the Secretary or the Treasury; they- shall have 
upon them and there shall also he upon each coupon 
the par value of the s~ame expressed in dollars, 
franca and pounds sterling and fractional parts 
thereof, and the said bonds shall nave upon them a 
table by which their valuo at any time, including lu- 
lercst, and ihe value of the coupons at any time, or 
tho amount of interest thereon, may be readily cal- 
culated. 


SEC. 4. And be It. further enacted, That national 
banks may be employed as agencies for the redemp- 
tion of coupons and payment ol interest on couds au- 
thorized by this act, Una nlso for the sale of the lianas 
authorized by this act aad the redemption ol other 
In'.erest-bearmg obligations of the United States, 
and may receive lor such services, at the discretion 
or the Secretary, payment in a sum not exceed- 
ing - per cent, other agencies within the United 
Suites may be employed at not greater compensa- 
tion, should it become necessary, aud tho Secietary 
of the Treasury may employ responsible agencies 
for the purposes aforesaid in foreign countries and 
such lore-.iru agencies shall receive for their services 
a Bum not exceeding - per cent. It shall also be 
the duty of the Secretary or tne Treasury to consti- 
tute, appoint or employ rcponslblo agents, and keep 
and maintain permanent ota'ces, not exceeding five 
In all. In tUo prmtjipu-X clUes ot Enclantl, France and 
Germany, at which offices Ine Interest upou bonds 
authorized by this act shall, upon proper demand, 
bo duly paid; and it shall be tho duty or tha agent 
mating such payment to maKe registration or tho 
same, notlflff, aq far as is practicable, a descnotiori 
oi the bond and Iho namo and residence of its oivner 
or the person co whom payment Is made, of which 
semi-annual report snail be made to the Secretary of 
tha Treasury, 


SEC. 5. And be It further" enacted, That from and 
after one year from the passage of this act aU banK- 
log associations organized under un act entitled. 
"An act to provide a national currency," Ac., ap- 
proved the third day of June, A. 1>. 18M, and ths 
supplements thereto, shall be required to mate <Je- 
poaitin the Treasury of the Umtea states, according 
to said banking law, of bonds herein authorized aud 
directed to be issued, as security lor ths circulating 
notes of said banks, and thereupon other bonds of 
the United States belonging to sa'd banning associa- 
tions and deposited in tae Treasury as security lor 
their circulating notes, shall be surrendered to said 
banks. And such banting associations as shall not 
mate deposit or the bonds authorized by thla act as 
aforesaid, shell go Into liquidation, and dose tip 
their affairs in the manner providea by law. And so 
much or section twenty-two of the act ol June 3, 
1801, entitled, "An act to provide a national cur- 
rencv,'" Ac., as limits the entire amount of circulat- 
ing notes which may be issued by banclnir associa- 
tions under tho national banting law to $300.GOD,ooo 
shall be and 
a h»reby 
repealed, aad new 
banking associations may be formed under the pro- 
viAlona of baid ace aud its supplement!, with circula- 
tion secured according to law by (Jepoiit in tue 
Treasury of the United biatesol the bonds authorized 
by this act; 1'rovided, thai such associations shall 
be subject to ail laws, rules and regulations enacted 
or made by competent authority for ID* government 
of national banks; and no banking associations or 
corporations except such as are organized under the 
laws regulating national bants shall have the privi- 
lege of issuing- circulating uot«a to be naad as 
money. 


SEO. o. Ann be it further enacted, Taat the bonds 
issued naaer tills act shall be exempt from ail taxa- 
tion, municipal, Mate aud national, and the stock or 
bgnjclDjE associations herein authorized and referred 
to shall also be exempt from taxation except by the 
United States; ana the charters ol said bants shall 
be perpetual, subject, however, to laws, rules ana 
regulations as aforesaid, and to repeal lor causa Dy 
tfie national Congress. 


Ssc. T. And be it further enacted, That the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall, as soon after the first day 
ol every mouth as practicable, publish a statement of 
the.-aicount of bonds sold dnnng the previous 
month, ana also or the amount of bonds or other out- 
standing indebtedness of the government purchased 
during tha same time, tojjoiher with the average 
amount per dollar paid -for tha same, and also the 
amount of all commissions paid to agents, and the 
names ot such agents; and snail also publish a 
notice of the amount oi bonds authorized by this act 
whicu he will offer for sale during the current 
month, and tha amount or otuer oonds or outstand- 
ing obligations of ths government wtica he pro- 
poses purchasing during the same time, which 
notices aad statements shall also W forwarded to 
the Treasury agencies in foreign countries. He shall 
also pubhau a monthly statement or the amount of 
circulating notes issued to national bauts, allowing 
tlia local distribution of the same by States.

sped through the States, east and west; but the 
exact force of the movement Is not clearly seea, 
nor is it known whether tlio solution is practical 
or not. And u practical, the question comes, will 
tho solution be acceptable to the nation ? What is 
the programme of the leaders of this so-called 
schism? In the first place, let me assure the coun- 
try that the solution is practicable. Tha government 
In hostile Intentions could not grapple with the 
Mormons aud their fatth; this has been aban- 
danuy seen. You cannot send 150,000 devotod reli- 
gionists to the slaughter house; ana the more fanati- 
cal they are, if known to be conscientious and ad- 
mirable on the whole, the more they are preserved 
by tho very generosities of the nation. And thus has 
tho case stood between the civilized world ana the 
.Mormons. 


In the meantime our leaders have reduced the 


people to an absolute temporal bondage, and the 
genius of a prophetic and spiritual work nas died 
out of Iheir administration. Here, then, in this very 
fact you find the opportunity for a solution; for 
it may be readily appreciated tnat ths people 
who have been deemed a nation of fanatics 
can never bo reduced to a more socialistic stats 
and the priesthood retain their powar. 
To that 


state they have been brought, and the Chnrch wnich 
once boasted or Its prophets and sears, its visions 
and Its angels, is now given over lo temporalities 
and governed according to the commercial policies 
or its leaders. Now, those policies did not tend to 
absolutism, but rather to individualism and per- 
sonal enterprise. Did not the Mormon priesthood 
persist in forcing upon the people a temporal theo- 
cracy in tae very heart or a republican nation we 
conlcl, perhaps, in time transiorm ourselves m:o a 
mere Body of socialists, with practical inlldeiity as 
our genius. But as we all bchsve in the prophetic 
mission of Joseph Smith at the same time that the 
Church has almost departed from its proper mis- 
sion and the dispenation of spiritualities, it is certain 
taat we shall lind our coming issues m Protestaut- 
Isin and reform. Tue presjut pu^se of Mormoaism 
is 
easily 
to bo understood.

Whether 


ic 
be 
regarded 
merely aj 
a 
social 
or 
religious problem—a divine ora human epic—the re- 
suiis will be the same in effect. We have to decide 
on this continent what has before been decided in 
the Old Work!, aad it is a very singular fact; that the 
Mormon reformers now hold this epic thcine. Is it 
uot wonderlul that Utah to-day is sittiug iu juds 
raent upon the great questions or "Church and 
S'.ate," absolutism or republicanism, Popeaoui or 
Protestantism, a temporal tnet/cracy or a spiritual 
theoeracy r Why, they are the great questions ol a'l 
humanity, and not merely of Ulan, anu tho very fact 
that they are uppermost; with us tJ-Uay is a burden 
of prophecy of a vast and glorious change. Having 
reached this phaso of the Mormon experience any 
sagacious statesman or analytical social philosopher 
may bound to the conclusion Ihat the solution of the 
Mormon proulem Is lound at lait, and one which 
win be acceptable to the whole civdized world, it 
will be further concluded, that though like the 
drama of iho past, which emancipated forever the 
colored 
race on this Continent, all may uot 


ba defined In the programme, yet all that is desir- 
able will cerlamly come by the very force of circum- 
stances. For years something of ihls tua been lore- 
seen by the thinking men ol America, and a revolu- 
tion predicted on the arrival of the American nation 
upon the borders of ilorinondom via the Paclnc Kmi- 
road. 


But it has been too much expected that the coming 
up of civilization would explode us, and tliat me 
Mormons ami their religion, woulu pass away forever 
In their special character. This is a rauicai misuite 
which would leave all unsolved as beiore for ihe 
llormons will not be exploded nor Weir reii»io,i 
resigned. The experience of the world bears oufine 
lact that religious communities aro not changed Into 
better forms by pressure Iroin without, though lor- 
eign force might annihilate them.

Aud tills will be turough the le"iu- 
mate issues or their own circumstajices, ana l>y°the 
very potency or the religious genius which built 
them up as community. 


The phase of Mormondom to come, then, la not a 
revolution or an explosion, but a return to their 
former spiritual and prophetic character lue mass 
of the people making a rapid passage up to the pro 
gressive tendencies of the Uiues. The next point la 
wkere are the men mighty enough to eilecc this 
change? Who among tho Mormon eiders can .mea- 
sure arms with Brigiiain Youugr No one in tn« 
same land of strength that characterizes this potent 
man; yet the least among us are mighty enough to 
breiiK through theocratic abzolulUra nnd assert, our 
manhood. But does America forget the source ol" 
her own 
mi£ht—her people? Does she doubt 
the potency or her own genius, or lear that shev win 
fail la her own destiny on auy part of her Comment, i 
God shall speak to the souls' of tha people his will 
andhlsmisht shall" ba in their hearts. jroasna[J 
nave tne solution which America herself onca aave 
to the world—a republican one, with volumes or de- 
clarations of independence, through a free press auu 
on a hundred platforms throughout toe entire iem- 
toryof Utah, will that meet the case? Witii tue 
peu and with tho tongue a thousand Hormon eiders 
Btiali give the answer.

S. Godbe and Henry Lawrence, Mr. tio'dbe entered 
into the great cause wita his fortune, his latniiy and 
his Ufa upon tne altar.

The Khedive's Last tetter to the Saltan, 
By cable telearams from Europe we announced 


sonic short time since ihat the Turquie, of Constan- 
tinople, published the last letter from the Khedive to 
the Grand Vizier. Vt'e are now able toglve the exact 
text of the document, which runs thus:— 


By the communication Trom the Eritlsh Ambassa- 
dor to the English Consul, aud with which the latter 
has made roe acquainted, I now Know the real views 
of your Highness on the subject of the agents I mizhc 
send to Europe for the purpose of negotiating the 
special arrangements I might have to conclude wita 
ths European Powers within the limits of the firman 
or privileges. Desiring that you should read this 
document I send it to my Capou-Keaya reaueatina: 
hiai to lay It before you.

The deduction rrom it Is that the Porto would be 
contented If those agents should be simply presented 
to the Ministers ol foreign Aifairs for the first time 
by the representatives or tho Sultan, without any 
larther interference with the mission of the former. 
Although since the firman of 1812 the Egyptian 
agents have introduced themselves without inter- 
mediaries to the Ministers of the various States. I 
hasten to show my attachment to the anguct person

The following bill to fund tne national debt. Using 


the rate of Interest at a triQa over tnree and two- 
thirds per cent, and authorizing free biaKinj under 
certain restrictions, was Introduced by Hon. Mr. 
ilornll, of Pennsylvania, In the House of Kepreseu- 
tatives on Wednesday: — 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States, in Congress assem- 
bled. That the Secretary of the Treasury be and he 
Is hereby authorized to borrow from time to time, on 
the credit of the United States, asum nor exceeding 
la the aggregate $2,5UO,00},OJO, and to issue therefor 
coupon or registered bonds or iae United Slates, 
which shall be irredeemable. Aud said bonds shall 
bo of such denomination* as the Secretary or the 
Treasury si!.".!! direct (not lt,si than firtv dollars), and 
bear an annual interest of three and slxty-flve huu- 
dredtns i>er centum, payable senrt-annnaiiy In coin. 
And the becretary ot the Treasury mav dispose of 
such bonds, or any part thereof, in the United stales, 
or, If he shall und it expedient, In Europe, 
at par, lor lawlai money of the United states 
(or exchange the same at his discretion lor 
other bonds of tha United Stares at tha market value 
of such other bonds); and the money arising from 
the sale or tho bonds authorized by this act shall be 
by the Secretary of the Treasury applied aud used, 
at his discretion. In the purchase orpaymontof 
other bonus and outstanding com raierest-bearing 
indebtedness or the United stales which the cov- 
ernment nas the option of paying, and suca bonds 
and luteresc-baariug indebtedness so redeemed shall 
be retired ana cancelled. 


SECTION 2. And be it further enacted, That when- 
ever the coin interest-bearing indebtedness of tne 
United states shall have been converted into the 
bonas authorized by this act, then tlie other interest- 
bsarins indebtedness shall also be converted in the 
manner herein provided for, and tne outstanding 
Treasury noies bearing no interest and known as 
lejai tenuer notes snail also bs luaded in said bonds; 
and thereafter, whenever tne revenues of the United 
States shall exceed the actual and probable auuual 
expenditures, U shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
tho Treasury to employ such surplus money as may 
be in cue Treasury in tne purchase of bunds Issued 
uaaer this act; aad the bonds so purchased shall be 
held as a reserve by tho Treasury, not to be re- 
issued save by the authority or Congress. 


SEC. 3. Ana be It further enacted, that the bonds 
authorized by this act shall be issued in series of 
$100,000,000 each, to be distinctively designated by 
numbers and letters, or otncrwise. at the discretion 
of the Secretary or the Treasury; they- shall have 
upon them and there shall also he upon each coupon 
the par value of the s~ame expressed in dollars, 
franca and pounds sterling and fractional parts 
thereof, and the said bonds shall nave upon them a 
table by which their valuo at any time, including lu- 
lercst, and ihe value of the coupons at any time, or 
tho amount of interest thereon, may be readily cal- 
culated. 


SEC. 4. And be It. further enacted, That national 
banks may be employed as agencies for the redemp- 
tion of coupons and payment ol interest on couds au- 
thorized by this act, Una nlso for the sale of the lianas 
authorized by this act aad the redemption ol other 
In'.erest-bearmg obligations of the United States, 
and may receive lor such services, at the discretion 
or the Secretary, payment in a sum not exceed- 
ing - per cent, other agencies within the United 
Suites may be employed at not greater compensa- 
tion, should it become necessary, aud tho Secietary 
of the Treasury may employ responsible agencies 
for the purposes aforesaid in foreign countries and 
such lore-.iru agencies shall receive for their services 
a Bum not exceeding - per cent. It shall also be 
the duty of the Secretary or tne Treasury to consti- 
tute, appoint or employ rcponslblo agents, and keep 
and maintain permanent ota'ces, not exceeding five 
In all. In tUo prmtjipu-X clUes ot Enclantl, France and 
Germany, at which offices Ine Interest upou bonds 
authorized by this act shall, upon proper demand, 
bo duly paid; and it shall be tho duty or tha agent 
mating such payment to maKe registration or tho 
same, notlflff, aq far as is practicable, a descnotiori 
oi the bond and Iho namo and residence of its oivner 
or the person co whom payment Is made, of which 
semi-annual report snail be made to the Secretary of 
tha Treasury, 


SEC. 5. And be It further" enacted, That from and 
after one year from the passage of this act aU banK- 
log associations organized under un act entitled. 
"An act to provide a national currency," Ac., ap- 
proved the third day of June, A. 1>. 18M, and ths 
supplements thereto, shall be required to mate <Je- 
poaitin the Treasury of the Umtea states, according 
to said banking law, of bonds herein authorized aud 
directed to be issued, as security lor ths circulating 
notes of said banks, and thereupon other bonds of 
the United States belonging to sa'd banning associa- 
tions and deposited in tae Treasury as security lor 
their circulating notes, shall be surrendered to said 
banks. And such banting associations as shall not 
mate deposit or the bonds authorized by thla act as 
aforesaid, shell go Into liquidation, and dose tip 
their affairs in the manner providea by law. And so 
much or section twenty-two of the act ol June 3, 
1801, entitled, "An act to provide a national cur- 
rencv,'" Ac., as limits the entire amount of circulat- 
ing notes which may be issued by banclnir associa- 
tions under tho national banting law to $300.GOD,ooo 
shall be and 
a h»reby 
repealed, aad new 
banking associations may be formed under the pro- 
viAlona of baid ace aud its supplement!, with circula- 
tion secured according to law by (Jepoiit in tue 
Treasury of the United biatesol the bonds authorized 
by this act; 1'rovided, thai such associations shall 
be subject to ail laws, rules and regulations enacted 
or made by competent authority for ID* government 
of national banks; and no banking associations or 
corporations except such as are organized under the 
laws regulating national bants shall have the privi- 
lege of issuing- circulating uot«a to be naad as 
money. 


SEO. o. Ann be it further enacted, Taat the bonds 
issued naaer tills act shall be exempt from ail taxa- 
tion, municipal, Mate aud national, and the stock or 
bgnjclDjE associations herein authorized and referred 
to shall also be exempt from taxation except by the 
United States; ana the charters ol said bants shall 
be perpetual, subject, however, to laws, rules ana 
regulations as aforesaid, and to repeal lor causa Dy 
tfie national Congress. 


Ssc. T. And be it further enacted, That the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall, as soon after the first day 
ol every mouth as practicable, publish a statement of 
the.-aicount of bonds sold dnnng the previous 
month, ana also or the amount of bonds or other out- 
standing indebtedness of the government purchased 
during tha same time, tojjoiher with the average 
amount per dollar paid -for tha same, and also the 
amount of all commissions paid to agents, and the 
names ot such agents; and snail also publish a 
notice of the amount oi bonds authorized by this act 
whicu he will offer for sale during the current 
month, and tha amount or otuer oonds or outstand- 
ing obligations of ths government wtica he pro- 
poses purchasing during the same time, which 
notices aad statements shall also W forwarded to 
the Treasury agencies in foreign countries. He shall 
also pubhau a monthly statement or the amount of 
circulating notes issued to national bauts, allowing 
tlia local distribution of the same by States.

sped through the States, east and west; but the 
exact force of the movement Is not clearly seea, 
nor is it known whether tlio solution is practical 
or not. And u practical, the question comes, will 
tho solution be acceptable to the nation ? What is 
the programme of the leaders of this so-called 
schism? In the first place, let me assure the coun- 
try that the solution is practicable. Tha government 
In hostile Intentions could not grapple with the 
Mormons aud their fatth; this has been aban- 
danuy seen. You cannot send 150,000 devotod reli- 
gionists to the slaughter house; ana the more fanati- 
cal they are, if known to be conscientious and ad- 
mirable on the whole, the more they are preserved 
by tho very generosities of the nation. And thus has 
tho case stood between the civilized world ana the 
.Mormons. 


In the meantime our leaders have reduced the 


people to an absolute temporal bondage, and the 
genius of a prophetic and spiritual work nas died 
out of Iheir administration. Here, then, in this very 
fact you find the opportunity for a solution; for 
it may be readily appreciated tnat ths people 
who have been deemed a nation of fanatics 
can never bo reduced to a more socialistic stats 
and the priesthood retain their powar. 
To that 


state they have been brought, and the Chnrch wnich 
once boasted or Its prophets and sears, its visions 
and Its angels, is now given over lo temporalities 
and governed according to the commercial policies 
or its leaders. Now, those policies did not tend to 
absolutism, but rather to individualism and per- 
sonal enterprise. Did not the Mormon priesthood 
persist in forcing upon the people a temporal theo- 
cracy in tae very heart or a republican nation we 
conlcl, perhaps, in time transiorm ourselves m:o a 
mere Body of socialists, with practical inlldeiity as 
our genius. But as we all bchsve in the prophetic 
mission of Joseph Smith at the same time that the 
Church has almost departed from its proper mis- 
sion and the dispenation of spiritualities, it is certain 
taat we shall lind our coming issues m Protestaut- 
Isin and reform. Tue presjut pu^se of Mormoaism 
is

religious problem—a divine ora human epic—the re- 
suiis will be the same in effect. We have to decide 
on this continent what has before been decided in 
the Old Work!, aad it is a very singular fact; that the 
Mormon reformers now hold this epic thcine. Is it 
uot wonderlul that Utah to-day is sittiug iu juds 
raent upon the great questions or "Church and 
S'.ate," absolutism or republicanism, Popeaoui or 
Protestantism, a temporal tnet/cracy or a spiritual 
theoeracy r Why, they are the great questions ol a'l 
humanity, and not merely of Ulan, anu tho very fact 
that they are uppermost; with us tJ-Uay is a burden 
of prophecy of a vast and glorious change. Having 
reached this phaso of the Mormon experience any 
sagacious statesman or analytical social philosopher 
may bound to the conclusion Ihat the solution of the 
Mormon proulem Is lound at lait, and one which 
win be acceptable to the whole civdized world, it 
will be further concluded, that though like the 
drama of iho past, which emancipated forever the 
colored 
race on this Continent, all may uot 


ba defined In the programme, yet all that is desir- 
able will cerlamly come by the very force of circum- 
stances. For years something of ihls tua been lore- 
seen by the thinking men ol America, and a revolu- 
tion predicted on the arrival of the American nation 
upon the borders of ilorinondom via the Paclnc Kmi- 
road. 


But it has been too much expected that the coming 
up of civilization would explode us, and tliat me 
Mormons ami their religion, woulu pass away forever 
In their special character. This is a rauicai misuite 
which would leave all unsolved as beiore for ihe 
llormons will not be exploded nor Weir reii»io,i 
resigned.

The phase of Mormondom to come, then, la not a 
revolution or an explosion, but a return to their 
former spiritual and prophetic character lue mass 
of the people making a rapid passage up to the pro 
gressive tendencies of the Uiues. The next point la 
wkere are the men mighty enough to eilecc this 
change? Who among tho Mormon eiders can .mea- 
sure arms with Brigiiain Youugr No one in tn« 
same land of strength that characterizes this potent 
man; yet the least among us are mighty enough to 
breiiK through theocratic abzolulUra nnd assert, our 
manhood. But does America forget the source ol" 
her own 
mi£ht—her people? Does she doubt 
the potency or her own genius, or lear that shev win 
fail la her own destiny on auy part of her Comment, i 
God shall speak to the souls' of tha people his will 
andhlsmisht shall" ba in their hearts. jroasna[J 
nave tne solution which America herself onca aave 
to the world—a republican one, with volumes or de- 
clarations of independence, through a free press auu 
on a hundred platforms throughout toe entire iem- 
toryof Utah, will that meet the case? Witii tue 
peu and with tho tongue a thousand Hormon eiders 
Btiali give the answer.

The revolution In Nicaragua Has at last come to an 


•ad, and peace once more reigns throughout the re- 
public. Great credit Is due to |be United States 
Minister in Nicaragua. Mr. Charles N. Rlotte, for 
the influence he exerted in putting an end to the 
strife. He was appointed commissioner by the revo- 
lutionary party to arVarjge with the Commander-in- 
Chlef the terms or peace, which are briefly as fol- 
lows:— 


1. That the Kiwcrnmcnt will In DO way persecute those who 
nave taken part in the revolution, who shall have entire lib- 
erty to leave or return to tlie republic; 2. That thesovern- 
ment will nominate uenerai ncboslian (Jutierre^ us Governor 
of keou; 3. Tuat the government \vM.wilhin six months, 
convoke a Cunstitu.e;u Assembly; -J. That ibij Assembly 
Bball decide in what manner tbe debt created by the revo- 
lution shall be pall; 5. That ail arms and munitions 
of war in the pi.wer of tbe revolutionary rorccs i-hai 
be warehoused in i,con and handed over to a person to be 
nomiuated by ttic Commander-in-Chlcl' (the United State; 
Irlmialer was the person BUbse^ucully eo uoraicaied); clauses 
6 and / suarantee ilao::y m the elections and arran-e for the 
appointment of civil olliccrs; and Dually, tlie eighth article 
stij ulatcs for the punctual observance of the foregoing 


Tins agreement was signed on the 25th of October, 


and immediately afterwards a general aisarmament 
commenced in Leon, the previous headquarters or 
the revolutionary party. The President, with his 
troops, catereil Leon oa the 30th October. General 
Martinez has gone to Salvador and General Jerez to 
Costa Ulca. 


Oa tlte 26th nit. an order was puolished that all 


persons imprisoned for political or other reasons 
during the revolution, should be immediately set at 
liberty. 


Public thanKs have been given by the government 
to tue representatives or ihe United States Costa 
Kica aud Honduras for their efforts in restorm"- 
peace to the republic.

PANAMA, Nov. 25, i860. 


'i'he steamship West Indian, or the West India aud 


Pacific Steamship Company of Liverpool, which 
leaves to-day for Uampton Holds, gives me the 
opportunity of forwarding you news from the coast 
flve davs in advance or tho regular mail. The 
change in the time of the sailing of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company's steamers from New York lias 
left us without any news irora the United States for 
twenty days—a circumstance which occasions the 
foreigners in the place no little annoyance. By tho ' 
new arrangements, however, a close connection is 
made with the steamers from Central America mid 
the south coast, which Is a very great advantage, as 
families and others have hail to wait here for two 
weeks, sometimes at great expense. Panama is not 
a cheap place to live in, and especially to strangers, 
whom a certain class of our population • regard aa 
their lawinl prey. 


This city at tho present time is unusually quiet, 


ami with the exception of an alavm oi revolution, 
wiucii occurred a week ago, we have had nothing to 
divert us. Thci'o la nothing n«w from tho interior 
ol tho State. A q.ics.ioii lut!) arisen between this 
government aud that of Brazil concerning the boun- 


dary line between the two countries. It appears 
that a Ilrazman boundary commission, In fixing the 
limits ol thitc empire, took formal possession of a 
cousideraWe section of country over which the New 
Grenadian government has hitherto had jurisdiction. 
I he portion ol country referred to Is that which Is 
watered by the river 1-utumayo, and which undoubt- 
edly belongs to New ureuada, the aoverument oi 
which has very cneraetlcally protested a<ratust this 
attempt to rob i: of its territory. The protest was 
addressed to tlie Minister of Brazil m Bogota, who 
professed entire Ignorance of what uad been done 
lu the matter and proiDi«eu to forward the corre- 
Mondeuce to his sovernment.

the 


notice of the flrst dignitary of the republic. 
In view of this immense personal patronage the re- 
sult of any election wag not to bo doubted, and now 
the object of the present campaign is to remove 
such an obstacle and establish, a thoroughly demo- 
cratic system. Chile, thanks to the old rajlme, with 
a population of nearly two millions, has never 
polled more than 30,030 votes, whereas, oy remedy- 
ing this defect, tne number ol persons entitled to sar- 
trage wrll be about'200,000. 
The President is heartl(y in favor of this progres- 
sive movement, and, far irom being desirous of re- 
taining la his power the privilege i have mentioned, 
is willing to renounce it, belnij fully convinced tiiac 
the country will steadily proaress towards further 
civilization under the auspices of a political pro- 
gramme so certainly based on common sense. 
The sessions or congress have been prolonged for 
a fortnight by the President, many very important 
measures being before that bodv, and since the time 
for harvest is rapidly approaching a large number 
of Senators were leaving their legislative occupa- 
tions for those of their estates. An interesting bill 
regarding me liberty ol the press is to be voted 
upon, and it is hoped that even the present freedom, 
enjoyed by newspapers will us extended, at the 
same tune establishing the necessary r&trlctlons lor 
public and private safety. Anonymous communica- 
tions directed against some individual too frequently 
appear m the columns of tlie Chilean press, ana the 
old tasuionea style of assembling a jury ana deter- 
mining whether the case is or not Bufflcieatly grave to 
be proceeded with legally, is too unreliable icr con- 
tinuance. Another most important bill ia tuat con- 
cerning the publicity to be given to all of the deci- 
sions of tue different courts. Hitherto these have 
never or rarely been published, and although such 
a proceeding is eminently advantageous to the 
lawyers, It certainly nas caused heavy expenditures 
on the part ol tae caeuts tnat should be avoided.

toot place; ail the shops were shut with a rapidity 
due to great experience, troops were seen moving 
aoout, aud orderlies and aides-ue-camp were gallop- 
ing m all directions. 
A hundred startling stories 
were put instantly in circulation, and as the capa- 
city nere for inventing canards is only excelled by 
the willingness to believe them, a great field waa 
laid open to ingenuity. Aitur a day or two, how- 
ever, tne truth lea iced out. A serious conspiracy 
had been formed against the government, and some 
of the most prominent men in the city were 
implicated In the plot. ' Some traitor to the 
scheme thought that it might be more profitable 
to luiorm tne President or the matter, ana m his 
revelation asserted that through the connivance of 
some of the officers in the arsenal throe guns were 
to be lired as a signal for tae conspirators to meet 
and to proceed to decisive measures. The President 
instantly determined to tate tae bu'.l by the horns 
aud, having made excellent arrangements with the 
troops and police, sent his brother, tho Minister or 
War, to the arsenal to are off the guns and bag the 
plotters that might be allured by the signal. The 
guns were discharged, but no conspirators made 
their appearance. Some counter traitor had also 
conferred the benefit of his information on them. 
Yet, in the revelations made to me government, the 
whereabouts of Doctor Savedra, one of Prado's 
old ministers, ana the heaaa^d front or the proposed 
rebellion, ^as discovered, and he was removed to 
less comiortable quarters in prison. With his arrest 
all of tne present hopes of the disaffected fall to the 
ground. 


Oils of the greatest difficulties existing in pern is 
the want o£ harmony between the military and 
judicial branches of tne government. None out cen- 
erals aud coioaels have been presidents of the re- 
public, and tbe military element, tuns always pre- 
dominant, has attained a position considering Itself 
superior to all other powers, thereby causing grave 
contacts in the administration of pubye affairs.

ral feeling of dissatisfaction.

BOLIVIA. 


Tlie Bcvolatlon .Su'uiIacU—Caytnre of Morales. 


LIMA, Sov. 14, 1SS9. 


We have verr important news from Bolivia- It 


will be recollected that a short time since General 
Morales, a Bolivian exile in Peru, declared his Inten- 
tion of ovcrtuniioff the existing order of things in 
Ills native country, aud after having issued several 
very bombastic proclamations asserting his purity of 
purpose He left Callaa on his holy mission. Arriving 
at Arica and Tacna he was warmly welcomed by a 
number of fellow exiles, and succeeded In obtain- 
ine about arty recruits and 200 stand of arms. 
Indulging again in the favorite pastime of issu- 
ing proclamations 
he proceeded to Arequioa 


ana Puno. At the latter place he tamed a 
few days, and was on tha point of crossing the 
Peruvian frontier into Bolivia when Colonel San 
Roman, the Prefect or the Peruvian province of 
Puno, arrested the whole party, seized the arms 
and ammunition in their possession and Bens tae 
would-be regenerator to Arequipa for a violation of 
the neutrality or Pern. This proceeding has met 
with the approbation of the government nere, and 
the attempted revolt may be considered as effectu- 
ally stopped. 
Had this movement progressed it 
certainly would have been difficult for General 
Melgarejo to have subdued it, althouch bis ultimate 
success was not to be doubted. There ia considera- 
ole discontent existing 
in 
various quarters 
of 
Bolivia, owing to the taxes recently im- 
posed upon the 
inhabitants 
by a decree of 
Congress, and General Melgarejo's time and atten- 
tion are lully occupied In enforcing the payment of 
this contribution and explaining the benefits that 
will result irom it ro the very taxpayers themselves. 
Moreover, Morales hoped to reach La Paz, where the 
garrison, reduced by nis friends, was ready to aid 
mm iu his enterprise. Sow, with, the capture of this 
ambitious 
individual, and the recent loan of 


4,000,000 made to Melgarejo, or about to be maae by 
the Bolivian Banlr., tbe republic is likelv to con- 
tinue in peace.

The important concession of lands recently made 
to Mr. A. D. Piper, aa American citizen, for coloni- 
zation purposes, will also be an essential element in 
maintaining tne tranquillity of the country.

Piper will immediately proceed to active steps, and 
thu varied resources of the tract, nearly 70,000 miles 
square, that he nolds will certainly Induce a very 
extensive immigration.

uniforms, in default of which they will be'regarded 
as insurgents. Tne Havana papers of tne past two 
days publish reports or engagements in that district 
which, have already appeared in tne HssAiaO: 
From Manzanulo It is reported that all the bridges 
in tae jurisd.ction bave been repaired br the military 
and taat all traces of the insurrection were fast dis- 
appearing. Troops were moving about, but were ac- 
complishing nothing of Importance. 


In Trinidad all tbe estates have commenced grind- 
ing and the greatest activity is manifested; more 
than the usual number of hands are employed to 
cart and carry the cane, in order that snould the 
season be shortened by fires as much may be accom- 
plished as possible. The insurgents had made sev- 
eral attempts at burning cane, but no great dam- 
age had been done, though in a few cases worK hatl 
neen suspended for a. few days. A tiie factory near 
the city had been burned by them. Detachments 
were moving about, but without nndlng tne insur- 
gents. The usual number of encounters are re- 
ported in the Cmco ViUas. The Pabslton of Cienfue- 
gos announces the destruction of three additianal 
estates, names not given. This of date the 29th ult. 
Kecently the insurgents pnllea a number of spikes 
from the railroad to Villa Clara aad the train, corn- 
ing along rapidly, run off. Killing one Cbicaman and 
severely bruising many on board. 


The force in operation against the Cienega de 
Zapata has withdrawn, "convinced that mere is not 
even a nucleus or the Insnrrects there." The Cap- 
tain General has ordered that rrom the proceeds of 
the sequestered estates $3,000 per month be paid to 
ttie Governor of Bayamo to enable him to attend to 
the wants of the sutlering families in that jurisdic- 
tion.

The revolution In Nicaragua Has at last come to an 


•ad, and peace once more reigns throughout the re- 
public. Great credit Is due to |be United States 
Minister in Nicaragua. Mr. Charles N. Rlotte, for 
the influence he exerted in putting an end to the 
strife. He was appointed commissioner by the revo- 
lutionary party to arVarjge with the Commander-in- 
Chlef the terms or peace, which are briefly as fol- 
lows:— 


1. That the Kiwcrnmcnt will In DO way persecute those who 
nave taken part in the revolution, who shall have entire lib- 
erty to leave or return to tlie republic; 2.

Tuat the government \vM.wilhin six months, 
convoke a Cunstitu.e;u Assembly; -J. That ibij Assembly 
Bball decide in what manner tbe debt created by the revo- 
lution shall be pall; 5. That ail arms and munitions 
of war in the pi.wer of tbe revolutionary rorccs i-hai 
be warehoused in i,con and handed over to a person to be 
nomiuated by ttic Commander-in-Chlcl' (the United State; 
Irlmialer was the person BUbse^ucully eo uoraicaied); clauses

PANAMA, Nov. 25, i860. 


'i'he steamship West Indian, or the West India aud 


Pacific Steamship Company of Liverpool, which 
leaves to-day for Uampton Holds, gives me the 
opportunity of forwarding you news from the coast 
flve davs in advance or tho regular mail. The 
change in the time of the sailing of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company's steamers from New York lias 
left us without any news irora the United States for 
twenty days—a circumstance which occasions the 
foreigners in the place no little annoyance. By tho ' 
new arrangements, however, a close connection is 
made with the steamers from Central America mid 
the south coast, which Is a very great advantage, as 
families and others have hail to wait here for two 
weeks, sometimes at great expense. Panama is not 
a cheap place to live in, and especially to strangers, 
whom a certain class of our population • regard aa 
their lawinl prey. 


This city at tho present time is unusually quiet, 


ami with the exception of an alavm oi revolution, 
wiucii occurred a week ago, we have had nothing to 
divert us. Thci'o la nothing n«w from tho interior 
ol tho State. A q.ics.ioii lut!) arisen between this 
government aud that of Brazil concerning the boun- 


dary line between the two countries. It appears 
that a Ilrazman boundary commission, In fixing the 
limits ol thitc empire, took formal possession of a 
cousideraWe section of country over which the New 
Grenadian government has hitherto had jurisdiction. 
I he portion ol country referred to Is that which Is 
watered by the river 1-utumayo, and which undoubt- 
edly belongs to New ureuada, the aoverument oi 
which has very cneraetlcally protested a<ratust this 
attempt to rob i: of its territory. The protest was 
addressed to tlie Minister of Brazil m Bogota, who 
professed entire Ignorance of what uad been done 
lu the matter and proiDi«eu to forward the corre- 
Mondeuce to his sovernment. 


An arrangement lias been concluded between the 


English Rovernment and tne Colombian for the 
Gctfement of the claims or. British subjects for in- 
juries sustained lu the riot In tins city of April, 1856, 
immediately alter the money has been received bv 
the British government it win be distributed arnonsr 
the clai'.iiauis and the unclaimed portion will be 
returnoa to the Colombian treasurv.

In view of this immense personal patronage the re- 
sult of any election wag not to bo doubted, and now 
the object of the present campaign is to remove 
such an obstacle and establish, a thoroughly demo- 
cratic system. Chile, thanks to the old rajlme, with 
a population of nearly two millions, has never 
polled more than 30,030 votes, whereas, oy remedy- 
ing this defect, tne number ol persons entitled to sar- 
trage wrll be about'200,000. 
The President is heartl(y in favor of this progres- 
sive movement, and, far irom being desirous of re- 
taining la his power the privilege i have mentioned, 
is willing to renounce it, belnij fully convinced tiiac 
the country will steadily proaress towards further 
civilization under the auspices of a political pro- 
gramme so certainly based on common sense. 
The sessions or congress have been prolonged for 
a fortnight by the President, many very important 
measures being before that bodv, and since the time 
for harvest is rapidly approaching a large number 
of Senators were leaving their legislative occupa- 
tions for those of their estates. An interesting bill 
regarding me liberty ol the press is to be voted 
upon, and it is hoped that even the present freedom, 
enjoyed by newspapers will us extended, at the 
same tune establishing the necessary r&trlctlons lor 
public and private safety. Anonymous communica- 
tions directed against some individual too frequently 
appear m the columns of tlie Chilean press, ana the 
old tasuionea style of assembling a jury ana deter- 
mining whether the case is or not Bufflcieatly grave to 
be proceeded with legally, is too unreliable icr con- 
tinuance. Another most important bill ia tuat con- 
cerning the publicity to be given to all of the deci- 
sions of tue different courts.

due to great experience, troops were seen moving 
aoout, aud orderlies and aides-ue-camp were gallop- 
ing m all directions. 
A hundred startling stories 
were put instantly in circulation, and as the capa- 
city nere for inventing canards is only excelled by 
the willingness to believe them, a great field waa 
laid open to ingenuity. Aitur a day or two, how- 
ever, tne truth lea iced out. A serious conspiracy 
had been formed against the government, and some 
of the most prominent men in the city were 
implicated In the plot. ' Some traitor to the 
scheme thought that it might be more profitable 
to luiorm tne President or the matter, ana m his 
revelation asserted that through the connivance of 
some of the officers in the arsenal throe guns were 
to be lired as a signal for tae conspirators to meet 
and to proceed to decisive measures. The President 
instantly determined to tate tae bu'.l by the horns 
aud, having made excellent arrangements with the 
troops and police, sent his brother, tho Minister or 
War, to the arsenal to are off the guns and bag the 
plotters that might be allured by the signal. The 
guns were discharged, but no conspirators made 
their appearance. Some counter traitor had also 
conferred the benefit of his information on them. 
Yet, in the revelations made to me government, the 
whereabouts of Doctor Savedra, one of Prado's 
old ministers, ana the heaaa^d front or the proposed 
rebellion, ^as discovered, and he was removed to 
less comiortable quarters in prison. With his arrest 
all of tne present hopes of the disaffected fall to the 
ground. 


Oils of the greatest difficulties existing in pern is 
the want o£ harmony between the military and 
judicial branches of tne government. None out cen- 
erals aud coioaels have been presidents of the re- 
public, and tbe military element, tuns always pre- 
dominant, has attained a position considering Itself 
superior to all other powers, thereby causing grave 
contacts in the administration of pubye affairs.

BOLIVIA. 


Tlie Bcvolatlon .Su'uiIacU—Caytnre of Morales. 


LIMA, Sov. 14, 1SS9. 


We have verr important news from Bolivia- It 


will be recollected that a short time since General 
Morales, a Bolivian exile in Peru, declared his Inten- 
tion of ovcrtuniioff the existing order of things in 
Ills native country, aud after having issued several 
very bombastic proclamations asserting his purity of 
purpose He left Callaa on his holy mission. Arriving 
at Arica and Tacna he was warmly welcomed by a 
number of fellow exiles, and succeeded In obtain- 
ine about arty recruits and 200 stand of arms. 
Indulging again in the favorite pastime of issu- 
ing proclamations 
he proceeded to Arequioa 


ana Puno. At the latter place he tamed a 
few days, and was on tha point of crossing the 
Peruvian frontier into Bolivia when Colonel San 
Roman, the Prefect or the Peruvian province of 
Puno, arrested the whole party, seized the arms 
and ammunition in their possession and Bens tae 
would-be regenerator to Arequipa for a violation of 
the neutrality or Pern. This proceeding has met 
with the approbation of the government nere, and 
the attempted revolt may be considered as effectu- 
ally stopped. 
Had this movement progressed it 
certainly would have been difficult for General 
Melgarejo to have subdued it, althouch bis ultimate 
success was not to be doubted. There ia considera- 
ole discontent existing 
in 
various quarters 
of 
Bolivia, owing to the taxes recently im- 
posed upon the 
inhabitants 
by a decree of 
Congress, and General Melgarejo's time and atten- 
tion are lully occupied In enforcing the payment of 
this contribution and explaining the benefits that 
will result irom it ro the very taxpayers themselves. 
Moreover, Morales hoped to reach La Paz, where the 
garrison, reduced by nis friends, was ready to aid 
mm iu his enterprise. Sow, with, the capture of this 
ambitious 
individual, and the recent loan of 


4,000,000 made to Melgarejo, or about to be maae by 
the Bolivian Banlr., tbe republic is likelv to con- 
tinue in peace.

The important concession of lands recently made 
to Mr. A. D. Piper, aa American citizen, for coloni- 
zation purposes, will also be an essential element in 
maintaining tne tranquillity of the country. Mr. 
Piper will immediately proceed to active steps, and 
thu varied resources of the tract, nearly 70,000 miles 
square, that he nolds will certainly Induce a very 
extensive immigration.

43 a mass, possessing the In- 
telligence of the slaves in the Southern States, owing 
to their aiffeient mode of treatment,'they begin to 
realize their thraldom, and not only this, but their 
power.

attempted to Kin were only Englishmen, tney will 
doubtless be released Soon. 


General Vaimaseeia at a recent meeting of the land- 


owners staled that the insurrection aud the current 
niontu would end together. These assertions which 
are beina repeated oy the Spanish officials m Havana 
and to eitner end or tlseisland, are doubtless to create 
an impression lu the United ritates previous to the 
meeting of Congress, but whether by Ue Kodas m 
tnc capital or Vaiiuaseda here tney will hardly de- 
ceive an? body.

and estate; also to wear certain insignia uoon their 
uniforms, in default of which they will be'regarded 
as insurgents. Tne Havana papers of tne past two 
days publish reports or engagements in that district 
which, have already appeared in tne HssAiaO: 
From Manzanulo It is reported that all the bridges 
in tae jurisd.ction bave been repaired br the military 
and taat all traces of the insurrection were fast dis- 
appearing. Troops were moving about, but were ac- 
complishing nothing of Importance. 


In Trinidad all tbe estates have commenced grind- 
ing and the greatest activity is manifested; more 
than the usual number of hands are employed to 
cart and carry the cane, in order that snould the 
season be shortened by fires as much may be accom- 
plished as possible. The insurgents had made sev- 
eral attempts at burning cane, but no great dam- 
age had been done, though in a few cases worK hatl 
neen suspended for a. few days. A tiie factory near 
the city had been burned by them. Detachments 
were moving about, but without nndlng tne insur- 
gents. The usual number of encounters are re- 
ported in the Cmco ViUas. The Pabslton of Cienfue- 
gos announces the destruction of three additianal 
estates, names not given. This of date the 29th ult. 
Kecently the insurgents pnllea a number of spikes 
from the railroad to Villa Clara aad the train, corn- 
ing along rapidly, run off. Killing one Cbicaman and 
severely bruising many on board. 


The force in operation against the Cienega de 
Zapata has withdrawn, "convinced that mere is not 
even a nucleus or the Insnrrects there." The Cap- 
tain General has ordered that rrom the proceeds of 
the sequestered estates $3,000 per month be paid to 
ttie Governor of Bayamo to enable him to attend to 
the wants of the sutlering families in that jurisdic- 
tion. 


Tne "Volunteers of Madrid," whicn' arrived here 
on Sunaay last, sailea yesterday morning on tae 
steamer Barcelona for some port on the north side 
probably Nueviios. A disturbance arose among 
them during their stay here, and seditious cries were 
Tittered by some of them. It is evident some cause 
of complaint has created much dissatisfaction 
among tne:n.

ID Congress—Important Bills In 


Prospect. 


The session of Congress opens with very 


business-like purpose. It would appi'-ir to be 
fully appreciated in the Senate and the House 
that while the general growth of the country 
aud the great elasticity of our institutions 
promise to carry us not only through the 
troubles left over by the war, but onward to a 
wealth and prosperity that were nover dreamed 
of bqfora the war, there are still many points 
ia which our progress may be facilitated and 
furthered by timely legislation. Perhaps (hero 
may be room for several opinions on this point, 
and it may especially be doubted whether it is 
not wiser to leave alone the improvement that 
•we see and feel in our political troubles, as 
well as the immediate promise of our finances. 
These are the two points that are to have the 
honors of the session, 'from appearance. Sev- 
eral financial propositions have already been 
made and reconstruction is to come OB the 
ca'rpet without delay. 


Mr. Morrell, of Pennsylvania, presents in the 


House a bill to fund the debt and make bank- 
ing free. He proposes to fund the debt in a 
new loan bearing three and two-thirds per 
cent interest, retiring first that part of the debt 
4hat bears coin interest, and last the legal 
tender notes, making it compulsory upon the 
uational banks to convert the basis of their 
circulation at once or go into liquidation. But 
the more Immediately important proposition of 
his bill is that for the repeal of the clause in Iho 
banking law which limits their circulation to 
taree hundred million dollars. He proposes 
to make banking once more 
free, 
only 


requiring banks to organize 
under the 


national law, and to deposit bonds as a 
security for their issues. 
This appears to be 


the latest shape assumed by the agitation for 
more currency. 
Hitherto different parts of 


the country and different interests 'clamored 
that they were cramped in their operations by 
the scarcity of money, and the demand was 
only that the Secretary should expand in the 
limit of his discretion. 
Now it is proposed to 


make this matter once more absolutely free, 
so that business shall regulate itself, and one 
section shall not be sacrificed and another 
assisted in the interest of a financial policy. 
In theory this is very attractive, for the simple 
name of free banking seems to put the matter 
quite in consonance trith all our American 
ideas. 
It also seams quite Eatisfactary that 


the circulation is to be, as now, assured by 
national obligations; but the loss of the bills 
to a holder is not the greatest danger the 
people have to apprehend from banks. 
We 


see here a proposition that may put the coun- 
try, even to a greater degree than it now is, 
ia the hands of banks, and we are not without 
our fancy that these will after all prove to be 
the very banks that control us now, subject to 
a limitation of therr power. The limitation of 
the national bank circulation has always been 
held to be one of the wisest points ia the 
banking law, and the legal tender currency 
our best currency, and we do not see that 
we shall get an equivalent in giving up that 
currency and taking away that restriction. 
In fact, it seems to us that this is the very 
proposition that the banks would themselves 
make to enlarge and consolidate their power, 
for, having Uio field already, tfo-cy, of course, 
would apprehend nothing from the name of 
"free banking." 


An impojtant bill on reconstruction is fore- 


shadowed in the words of General Butler to 
some Virginia gentlemen, "Congress will 
compel Georgia to keep her plighted faith."' 
Georgia, itwillbe remembered, adopted a con- 
stitution as "republican in form" as the most 
extreme radical could desire, giviag the 
colored man all political rights, &c., and on so 
doing was readmitted to the Union. Once in 
the Union, and feeling her dignity as a sov- 
ereign State—OVer the local agairs of which, 
under "the constitution as it was,".Congress 
could have no control—Georgia quietly Sckeg 
the colored man down from his high pedestal 
aud declared that he should not sit in the Legis- 
lature. In all this, aa we hav e said, she acted 
under the constitution as it was, forgetting in 
the new constitution the ever teeming words 
as to "appropriate legislation.'' 
These words 


give Congress as absolute a power over this 
matter in Georgia as it could have in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and no doubt the power will 
be asserted in all its force. These are the 
words of the fourteenth amendment:—"No 
State shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the United Stales. * 
+ * Con- 


gress shall have power to enforce by appro- 
priate legislation the provisions of this arti- 
cle." 
By the adoption of an amendment with 


these words the States have ia effect vacated 
their sovereignty as to all the subjects that 
can be brought under that amendment, since 
for all such subjects Congress is the su- 
preme law-making power. What is to be 
done ia the case of Georgia may give 
to the States at large some light as to 
the practical possible operation of the amend- 
ment. 


In addition to these important topics we 


notice two propositions already up for com-' 
plete amnesty; an inquiry from stanch old 
Cameron as to Cuba, and a hint from the 
Census Committee that the legitimate suc- 
cessor of the slavery agitation is to be an 
agitation aa to railroads. Among the most 
important matters which were bro"ugW to the 
attention 01 the Senate yesterday must be enu- 
merated a communication from the Governor 
of South Carolina, enclosing resolutions of the 
Legislature of that State relative to the recog- 
nition of Cuba as an independent government; 
a memorial in favor of according belligerent 
rights to Cuba; the necessity of the publica- 
tion of a new map of the United States 
illustrative of the land resources of the 
country, to be made In connection with 
the report of the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office; a resolution by Mr. 
Sumner aiming at such legislation as shall 
secure for medical practitioners in the District 
of Columbia equal rights aud opportunities, 
without distinction of color, and a report from 
the Committee on the Judiciary of the bill re- 
lating to the appellate jurisdiction 
of the 


Supreme Court, with an amendment in the 
nature of a substitute. The House of Repre- 
sentatives waa mainly occupied with a discus- 
sion as to the most economical mode of taking 
the census. Evidently we are to have a ses- 
sion of very great interest to the people, and 
if, aa rumored, it ia to be short, it must, per- 
force, be rerr practical 


Tlie Canned of the Vatican Opened. 
The Council of tho Vatican, so long looked 


forward to, is now one of the great facia of tho 
hour. It has been opened. There has been some 
show. There were immense crowds in the 
streets. 
The bells rang. 
Si Angelo and 


Mount Aventine thundered. Tho Holy Father 
in fine health headed the procession. Ex- 
ternally nil went merry as a marriage bell. 


But where were tho princes who did honor 


to the Council of JSice, the Council of Con- 
stance and the Council of Treat? They were 
all conspicuous by their absence. There was 
no one to represent Constantino or Sigismund 
or Charles V. The absence of official repre- 
sentatives of the governments of Europe more 
than anything else reveals the weakness of 
Popery. 
The Popedom must to-day feel 


humbled. It now knows that it has no longer 
any bold on the kingdoms of" this world. The 
Council of Trent was a crucial Council. So 
also is this of 'the Vatican. The Council of 
Trent had to sorrow over the loss of the half of 
Europe. The Council of the Vatican haa had 
to sorrow over the loqs of all civil govern- 
ments. 
Church and State is doomed as an 


old system. The Council of the Vatican is as 
purely ecclesiastical as our Episcopal convoca- 
tions, oar Lutheran synods, our Methodist 
conventions, our Presbyterian assemblies. 
It 


is a big thing, but it is no more than a Roman 
Catholic ecclesiastical assembly. 


Now that the gathering has taken place it is 


not out of place to ask, What will this Council 
do ? We cannot well answer. This, however, 
we can say, that so far as anyone knows, either 
inside or outside the Catholic Church, it is in- 
tended to impose upon mankind by giving the 
sanction of Heaven to the Syllabus, the As- 
sumption of the Virgin and the Infallibility of 
the Pope. On the face of this programme 
absurdity is written. Greater absurdity is not 
conceivable. If the Pope and his friends can- 
not see this, the Pope, his friends and the 
Catholic Church which they represent must 
suffer. Light, however, has often come out 
of darkness. 
Dark, therefore, as this dark' 


ness is, it does not forbid us to hope for light.

Happen ? 


The Charter election has passed off. Candi- 


dates have gone through the ordeal of a can- 
vass. A set of them have been declared duly 
elected. Others who were ia the field have 
been "counted out," as th£r allege. But with 
the close of the polls oa Tuesday last there 
has aol been the usual finale to the interest 
and excitement of the coatest. How is this ? 
It arises from the fact that most shameless and 
outrageous frauds were committed at the polling 
places — that the Charter election of 1869 was 
in reality a saturnalia for partisan zeal aad 
barefaced fraud, committed within and without 
the ballot box. Repeaters not only did their 
work effectually ia suppressing and overruling 
the wishes and predilections of the citizens as 
they desired to express them through the 
ballot box in favor of the candidates of their 
choice, but inspectors and canvassers lent 
their aid or countenance to the cheat and to the 
outrage by "stuffing" and "counting out." 


The evils of our election system cry for im- 


mediate redress. They were never so appa- 
rent as in the late election. In tHs connection 
tlie Commissioners of Police come in for a 
large, share of the blame and opprobrium 
attaching to the manner of voting and the 
final result of Tuesday's election. The Clerk 
of the Common Council reports that in no less 
than sixty-two election districts the canvassers 
appointed by the Police Commissioners had 
failed, up to yesterday, in sending in their 
returns of the vote cast in their respective 
districts. 


This fact alone makes a burlesque of the 


election, and no candidate can be legally de- 
clared elected under such circumstances. No 
wonder, then, that the greatest excitement 
prevails in political circles, and that tho result 
ofTES election is canvassed and speculated 
upon from <5ae end of the city to the other. 
If this state gf things is not remedied at once 
any election in this city is merely a delusion. 
a mockery and a snare. 


Onr Central iuid South American Corrcs~ 


pondence. 


To-day we present our readers with a budget 


of correspondence from the Central and South 
American republics. 
Taken on tho whole the 


news received is good. From Nicaragua we 
learn that the war which has continued there 
for some years has been brought to a close. 
In Venezuela law and order have also been re- 
stored. From South America we hear of the 
arrest of Morales by the Peruvian authorities 
on the charge of violating the neutrality of 
Peru. Morales had given out his intention of 
marching into Bolivian territory and there stir- 
ring up a revolution. The prompt action of 
the Prefect of the Peruvian province of Puno 
in arresting the chief conspirator put a damper 
on the insurrectionary desires of those who 
sympathized with Morales. Our letter from 
Lima refers to an unpleasant occurrence which 
took place in that city during the early part of 
last month, in which the officers of the United 
States men-of-war then in port and the Peru- 
vian authorities play the principal parts. 
Much feeling is expressed in relation to the 
matter, and the particulars of the affair have 
been forwarded to the Navy Department at 
Washington. The political campaign in Chile 
for tj^o elections to take place early next year 
is quite active. There is an absence of politi- 
cal disturbances noticeable in all quarters—a 
fact worthy of record. 


TUB SUI.TAH AND THE VIOEBOY.—In connec- 


tion with the news by ocean telegram announc- 
ing that the Viceroy haa yielded to the ulti- 
matum of the Sultan and accepted all the con- 
ditions which it imposes, we reproduce the 
arguments on which the Viceroy based his 
previous resistance and also the text of the 
Sultan's ultimatum It will be seen that for 
the present, at least, the submission of the 
Viceroy to vaesalage must be complete. 


DiSABnxcrES.—Congress practi- 


cally offers a premium for the adoption of the 
fifteenth amendment by proposing that upon 
its final adoption all disabilities shall cease.

Horrible Xtorolationa. 


Conventicles and meetings of the women's 


rights women ore increasing East and West, 
and they are widening tho sphere of their dis- 
cussions from women's righfs in the matter of 
suffrage to "everything in heaven above, in tho 
earth below and in tho waters under the earth." 
But at the Woman's National Suffrage Asso- 
ciation meeting ia this city on Wednesday 
evening 
last 
the 
McFarland-Richardson 


tragedy, with all Its shocking details and 
teachings, was the engrossing subject of the 
evening's debates and resolutions. 


Mrs. Noiton led off in a resolution "against 


the manufacturing of public opinion in behalf 
of an assassin, declaring that "had Sickles 
and Cole both suffered the just punishment of 
their crimes this (Richardson) murder would 
never have been committed." Upon this hint 
a woman's rights man of the free love order, 
named Poole, took up the subject. 
Ho con- 


tended that tho divorce laws of New Tork 
were not free and easy enough; that the death- 
bed marriage of Richardson and Mrs. McFar- 
land upon that Indiana divorce was a glorious 
thing, though in defiance of the laws of New 
York; that women are loaded down with laws, 
and he objected to all laws affecting women 
because they are women, and so on. Next 
came Mrs. Blake, who, having a husband 
of 
her 
own, 
did 
not 
admire 
these 


lax divorce laws of the Western States. 
In Franco during the Reign of Terror, 
when the divorce laws were relaxed, 
a 


woman could not go to a public assemblage 
without seeing six or eight different husbands, 
and Mrs. Blake didn't want anything of that 
kind. Mrs. Norton, for her part, thought that 
a state of things which allowed a woman six 
or eight husbands was much better than the 
order of society under which a poor woman 
was obliged to live with a husband she 
detested. This, surely, was "speaking right 
out in meeting." Mrs. Summerby, horrified, no 
doubt, at Mrs. Norton's ideas of women's 
rights, suggested that the real question before 
the society was woman's right to the ballot. 


A certain Dr. Hoeber here put in his oar, 


contending that women's rights ia matrimony 
were dependent upon their possession of tha 
ri£ht of suffrage. 
In the deplorable fact that 


none of the newspapers had come forth to the 
defence of Mrs. McFarland you could see how 
women are treated. In fact, he pronounced 
our present system of marriage as nothing but 
prostitution. Mrs. Norton backed np this free 
love doctor, and contended that the question 
of suffrage and the question of the divorce 
laws were mother and child. 
This simply 


means that the ultimatum of these woman 
suffrage associations is free love and easy 
divorces. 


This, then, as tho upshot of woman suf- 


frage, is the entertainment to which the Ameri- 
can people are invited—free love and free and 
easy divorces—comprehending the abolition 
of the family, and the substitution of the 
Fourierite phalanr or the juvenile asylum 
for the children of the community. What 
a horrible mess of 
darkness, diabolism 


and 
chaos, 
to be sure! 
In 
the face 


of such impudent and startling revelations 
from these free love men in petticoats and 
these old women in breeches, aud in view of 
their atrocious designs upon society, McFar- 
land will be apt to be considered the avenger 
of an outraged community, rather than an 
offender against its laws. Indeed, with a few 
more of these outspoken free love women's 
rights meetings on the Richardson assassina- 
tion it will be impossible to obtain a jnry on 
the case. 


THE LEOOTEE OF PEEE HTAOINTHE.—The 


Academy of Music was never more densely 
thronged than it was last evening on the occa^ 
sion of Pfcre Hyacinthe's first, and perhaps 
only, public ajpearfmie in America as an 
orator. 
Never have 
the walla 
of the 


Academy resounded to loftier or more im- 
passioned eloquence. Pere Hyaeinthe spoke 
from the heart to the heart. This was the 
secret of the prodigious power with which 
he swayed at will the emotions of the 
vast audience before him. 
If many but 


imperfectly understood tho language in which 
he spoke, none could be insensible to the 
magnetism exercised by his beaming counte- 
nance, by the music of his voice (veiled as it 
was by the effects of a slight cold) and by his 
superb action. 
A single phrase ia his lec- 


ture—le cceur, c'est VJiomme—aa infinite im- 
provement on Buffon's 
famous phrase—le 


style, c'est I'komme—would suffice to make it 
memorable. We present elsewhere a. report 
of Peie Hyacinthe's lecture, which must have 
yielded a liberal addition to the funds of the 
French. Benevolent Society.

Judge Cnrdozo und "Mart" 4l!cn. 


The worst and most notorious evil tho citi- 


zens of New York suffer from at this present 
moment is tho unblushing effrontery with which 
a ccrt/ui clus1) of our judges not only inter- 
fere with but actually subvert tho course of 
justice and sot aside the sentences of tho court 
for tho punishment of crime. Tho Real case 
is a real caso in point, but not tho one wa 
would here particularly refer to. Marl AUon, 
a notorious panel thief, charged besides, as all 
his family have been, with divers criaies 
against society at liirge, was lately tried be- 
fore Judge Bedford iu tho Court of General 
Sessions, and convicted of the mean and con- 
temptible crime of "panel'' thefi, aad sentenced 
to five years in the State Pribon. 
WAS Mart 


Allen conveyed to his place of punishment? 
No. A facile and accommodating judge, in 
the person of Albert Cardozo. of the Supreme 
Court of tho State of New York, has reversed, 
or at all events rendered nugatory, the just 
sentence of Judge Bedford and granted a writ 
of error in the case. The error is all on the 
part of Judge <Sardozo, as it is in all similar 
cases where judges who for political reasons 
interpose the law to screen the violators and 
contemners of the law. ' A brother of this 
same Allen—Wesley—was a short lime since 
sentenced to five years' imprisonment for 
detection in his particular line of business— 
pocket/ pickiag—and. has escaped. He was 
seen plying the game of repeating in an up- 
town district on Tuesday last. This is another 
illustration of the course of conduct pursued 
by our judges, of which we have had an 
example in the case of Real. So the work 
goes on, and every condonation of crime for 
political or other causes but lends fresh incen- 
tives to its commission. 


The 
Trouble. 


It does aot appear that Austria has been 


completely successful in putting down the 
irsurrection in Dalmatia, as formerly reported. 
IXiUaatia is peculiarly situated as an integral 
portion of the Austrian empire. It really has 
no connection witli Austria proper. 
When it 


was handed over to Austria by the allies in 
1814 it was for the purpose of giving that 
Power command of the Adriatic. 
But Aus- 


tria has lost Venice, and thus lost her prestige 
in that sea. This present trouble shows that 
the spirit which robbed Austria of Venice is 
now vigorously active on the opposite shore. 
To rob Austria of Dalmalia would be but one 
other move towards driving her from the 
Adriatic, and thus shutting her out from the 
sea on all sides. 
Austria will not readily con- 


sent to this. 
The peculiar formation of the 


country makes it next to impossible for her to 
transport troops by land. Hence her rumored 
request to the great Powers to be allowed to 
cross Turkish, territory so as to hem in and 
root out the insurgents. 
Turkey, as we know, 


is nol unwilling to grant this favor, for insur- 
rection on her borders is dangerous; but 
Russia, who is watchful and jealous, will not 
permit it. 
The curious thing in the affair is 


that Austria charges Prussia with fomenting 
aud keeping alive the rebellion. . When we re- 
member, however, that Prince Charles, of 
Roumania, is a nephew of King William, and 
that the disruption of Turkey and Austria is 
the one thing required to make Prince Charles, 
we have no cause to wonder.

Tho Viceroy Accepts tho Turkish Ultimatum. 


PARIS, Dec. 9,1889. 


The Viceroy of Egypt nas yielded to the ultimatum 


or tho Sultan and accepted all the conditions it tin 
posea. 


Tue Imperial Conditions. 


We liare from time to tinio published In the 


IIEIUI,I> the points of the closing arguments, official 
and executive, wlilcli took place between the Viceroy 
and the Cabinet of the Sultan on the subject of 
the exact status of the relations existing, or which 
should exist, between the two Powers; vassalage or 
a friendly feudality on one Bldo and imperial 
authority in the author. To-day we submit lo our 
leaders the text of the Sultan's ultimatum. Previ- 
ous to its reception the Viceroy wrote to the. Grand 
Vizier of Turkey a note, m which he said:— 


Fully sensible of the successive favors he lias re- 


ceived fro:u the Sultan he has always regulated his 
conduct according to the will and oruers of his 
Majesty. The withdrawal of the Egyptian trooos 
Irom Cacdia took place, lie declares, because 
of

expense, 
which Esj'pt 
could 
not support, and as the result or a.u under- 
standing previously come to with the Porte. 
If he addressed invitations to a few foreign sove- 
reigns to attend the ooening of the Suez Canal, ic 
was only in virtue of the iilgii position wnich he fllls 
under tne erac!p\Vi iinswcca of the gultau, and the 
reception wauh he uiat S'lttt at the European courts 
was sunilariy due to the benevolent favor with 
vruich his Majesty ha-i deigned to honor him. As to 
ins alleged disrespect towards • the ambassadors of 
liis Majesty during ins recent tour, he entirely dis- 
claims having been wanting in proper consideration 
to their Excellencies.

?;!J argues that the result shows a sensible 
progress m ail directions. 
He Instances tne 
creation or an assemoly or native delegates to 
coalrol the revenue and expenditure, and to super- 
vise the administration; of the numerous scaooia 
which nava been louutUjd, aad of the .youths whom 
he has sent to Europe to be perfected in the sciences, 
m inerature, in aitd, and industry. As to agricul- 
ture, thi«. he ailirms. lias prospered greatly; 0^0,000 
leadans ol previop.si) tmtuled ground have beea 
trou^ht under culture. The settlement of foreigu- 
erg m the country—even BO far south as the 
boudau—and thelucieasedactivitymsueoldanu new 
ports, all combine to .show the progress wnich trade 
and agriculture ha\ e made, as also tne general se- 
curity lor Hie and property whicn exists under his 
rule. Further, of the heavy debts bequeathed to him 
Dy Ka:d Pacha, the diilicmties which nave been oc- 
casioned by tee payment of so many indemnities, 
tue cost of constructing railways and telegraph 
lines, and the great outlay occasioned- by the Suez 
Canal—if all tke-ia be considered, and if it bo 
borne In aunii at the same time that the charges of 
aetiuinistraiion (salaries, Jtc., included) arereguiariy 
paid, it must be admitted that the finances are care- 
fully managed and tnat the population is not over- 
buidened witn taxes. As to tno increase of the 
armament, he merely wished to keep thia abreast or 
modern inventions, and the cost of doing tins is well 
ju&lilled by Ills sincere desire to be m a position to 
piove nselul to the empire—as his conduct during 
the Cretan revolt clearly proved. In conclusion nis 
Highness expresses tiie hone that these frame expla- 
nations will remove irom the mind ol the bultan the 
uniavorable Impression produced by wholly unjust 
accusations. 


To this the Sultan replied by the despatch in the 


month of September last of the ultimatum which 
has just been accepted by the Viceroy. It reads 
thus:—

isijt; and that the uniform or the troops shall be In 
exact conformity with those or the Turktsli army. 


£e<xj?i(i—That the breach-loaders ordered in Eu- 
rope, or which have already been delivered in 
Egypt, as aiso all IKe irou-clads and vessels of war, 
shall be sold or ceded to the Porte at their coat 
price. 


TlurO—That the Egyptian budgets shall be sub- 
mitted yearly for the approval of the Sultan. 
Fourth—Tnm no negotiations whatever shall be 
earned on by the Viceroy with the European 
Toners, except tnrougii the ambassadors of tne 
Porte. 


I'VCh—That the Khedive shall contract no further 
loan without a special ilrman Jrom the Sultan. 


XiMh-~'ibat Tanztmat suall receive its complete 
application and execution in Egypt; and 
^wnth—That his highness shall reduce the taxes 
to the figure ut wlucb. they stood upon his accession 
to power. 


The terms or this ultimatum, with, urgent aavico 


to accept them, were telegraphed to the Viceroy by 
M. Eouree, tne French Minister in Turkey, even 
before Taiaat Pacha liatl left Constantinople wita 
tho test or yie aoeiment.

juries have rendered verrlicts tinged v.'U&- senti- 
mental weakness and opposed to established law 
whlcn makes premeditateu Killing punishable as de- 
liberate murder. Ingenious counsel with aa cap- 
tanttam arguments ana specious pleas have some- 
times secured the escape of their cuilty clients. 
Thus assassination, is m process or being made cot 
only easy but safe in certain cases ana we seem to 
be verging toward the recognition of a method or 
IST tediums far more reprehensible tuan the puncti- 
lious method or a rainy regalatea duel. 


Now, the question arises, "What are wo tending 
to Sr" That the process of demoralization flas begun 
among as is an unquestionable fact, and it is not 
only to be regretted taat assassination has so fre- 
quently occurred to shock the public mina, bat there 
Is still creator cause for apprehension arising out of 
the faci. tnat, with the public announcement or as- 
sassination, any excuse should be offered lor an 
otteuce which is manifestly contrary to established 
law.

Tho Viceroy Accepts tho Turkish Ultimatum. 


PARIS, Dec. 9,1889. 


The Viceroy of Egypt nas yielded to the ultimatum 


or tho Sultan and accepted all the conditions it tin 
posea. 


Tue Imperial Conditions. 


We liare from time to tinio published In the 


IIEIUI,I> the points of the closing arguments, official 
and executive, wlilcli took place between the Viceroy 
and the Cabinet of the Sultan on the subject of 
the exact status of the relations existing, or which 
should exist, between the two Powers; vassalage or 
a friendly feudality on one Bldo and imperial 
authority in the author. To-day we submit lo our 
leaders the text of the Sultan's ultimatum. Previ- 
ous to its reception the Viceroy wrote to the. Grand 
Vizier of Turkey a note, m which he said:— 


Fully sensible of the successive favors he lias re- 


ceived fro:u the Sultan he has always regulated his 
conduct according to the will and oruers of his 
Majesty. The withdrawal of the Egyptian trooos 
Irom Cacdia took place, lie declares, because

Association resumed the proceedings commemora- 
tive of the third anniversary of the association's In- 
auguration which were commenced at the Opera 
House, Newark, on tiie preceding evening. There 
wero 
tnrea 
sessions yesterday-in 
tho lore- 


noon, afternoon

rasher slender, the afternoon one being, however, a 
vast improvement on Its predecessor. 
At the after, 


noon meeting it was remarked that quite a consider- 
able portion of tae audience consisted of certain 
stand by families, who are always io canned with 
any new movement, bo It progressive or retrograde. 
So anxious to be present were a few members of this 
class that nothing' would do but they must bring 
their babies along, and as a consequence there was 
now and then, in the forenoon as in the afternoon, 
infantile opmionatlve expressions were given in a 
style and manner "more honored in the breach than 
the observance." What the meeiing lacked m num- 
bers was rally compensated for in the harmony 
which prevailed, as well as the highly interesting 
and in many respects instructive character of the 
proceedings. 


THE MORXINS SESSION 


was commenced shortly after ten o'clock, the Pre- 
ident of the association, Mrs. Lncy stone, being in 
tho chair. 
After prayer by 
the Rev. Oscar 


Clutc, of Vineland, Mrs.. Stone explained 
the 


order In which business should be conducted.

Mrs. STONE then addressed the meeting. She said

called the attention of those present to a num- 
ber of petitions which would be submitted. First, 
it was asted that woman shonid vote; second, that 
the law of the State should be changed so as to 
give women the right to make a will, the same as 
men now did; third, that the widow should be 
allowed to inherit her husband's 
real and 


personal estate, tbe same as a husband now aid 
that of his deceased wife: fourth, that women shall 
have an equal rigac in tne possession of her children. 
Ihe pre.-csit la.w, Mrs. Stowe said, was unspeakably 
cra=l aril wicked in the premises: that womau 
should have a right to use her earnings as s!;« 
deemed best, not 
as 
tho caprice 
or will 


of her husband 
suggested. 
These same peti- 
tions 
were 
submitted 
two 
years 
ago 
to our Legislature, but, as the signature of 
two women only were appended, that bodv ridi- 
culed tne whole sabject. she. tae speaker, nonr de- 
sired that every woman In the State, it necessary, 
should sign the petition, and exhorted those present 
to circulate them and obtain signatures, in the 
opinion of iho amiable speaker there was to-day 
no question 
of greater Importance than the 
woman question. She wanted tnat a womanshouid 
be enabled, without let or hindrance, legal, social or 
conventional, to enter any flc'd of lauor that was 
open io her. ana that she siiojld have eqmil rights 
wiih men. She spoke of herself now that years aso 
when a school teacher, sue only received a dollar a 
week. Uer brother in tlio same school got sick and 
she took his place and did Ula wort s:iri3rac- 
torilv, but, being a woman, she couLd only obtaii' 
one do'lar per week, wane Uer brother had received a 
much larger remuneration. Things were chanffin", 
happily. Now we had n-omeu r.-nuters. and she was 
Happy to say thai they received in some places equal 
rates of wages for the same number of ems as did 
men. 
There were • women telegraphers, women 
artists and women physicians. There was now a 
la-ly doctor iu liroolciyn, siio was rejoiced to state, 
who had a practice of fllteen thousand dollars a 
year. It rejoiced her heart to see that tlic preaching 
Held had bcoa or-emsd. tor v.-omcii. 
Vllt^cu yara 
ago tuu nrst woman preacher, outside the 1'ricuds 
cnteied the Held, and now there were many. A 
suhooimato of liers, the now Hcv. Antomet'1 I~ 
Brown, made up her mind that the world was out 
of joint 0:1 religion, aud feeling that there waa a 
place for her in the preaching of the Gospel sue en- 
tL-i-c-i, ami was now settlcd'over a parish in C"n- 
f ra! N ew York. She commenced at a time when peo- 
ple seemed willing to go to hell rather thitn be saved 
uy a woaian's preaching. Aud now there were wo- 
men sea captains, too: and she cued insiances in 
«Inch a woman, the wife of a sea captain, wno in 
consequence ot the death of her husband on the 
passage to San Francisco Irom Boston was loit m 
charge of the vessel, called all the crew aft, and 
asked them if they were willing that sne should talce 
command aud they all said ves. She brougut tns 
vessel safe to Boston and was handsomely and sub- 
stantially complimented by the underwriters. In 
like manner she cited the similar case of Mrs. Cap- 
tain McGuire.^vho cow commands a vessel out of 
Boston which she nad saved when her husband was 
lost. 


Mrs. ANDEEW JACKSON DAVIS was the next 
speater. She could not, she saw, refrain from stat- 
ing that she was struck with the great ignorance of 
the woman suffrage question per si. She spoke 
in feeling terms of great numbers of noole 
women whom she had met 
the Knew that 


women had that tenderness 
and "sympathy 
which would enable tuem to assist tlie 20 000 
fallen women who were now in the city of 
New York alone. Did tho=2 women of intelligence 
education and wealth who abound in the land 
Snow mat these poor creatures from their infancy 
were going down and down and down until they 
were lost In tne ocean of iufamf ? All, no, sureiy 
not, else would thousands or saving hands be put 
forth. Likewise were there in the same city 
fifty thousand yonng women who go fortn to their 
daily labor, pale-faced, with bleeding hearts and 
bleeding leet, and who obtain the merest pittance 
lor the most- toilsome and weariest of wort. Oh I 
could 
the 
veil 
but 
be 
lifted 
and 
the 
naked, eloomy, awful truth be exposed, how 
many hearts thai now are glau would be 
wrung with sorrow and compassionate fellow feel- 
ing. Then would the demand be made that such a 
siate of affairs should no longer exist—no longer" 
would the wives be defrauded t>y law of their earn- 
ings, their purses and their children. Mrs. Davis' 
enure address was lull of finely worded sentences 
brimful of feeling and deep patnos. 


Then came the venerable Lueretia Mott, who was 
received in the warmest possible manner. To see 
this veteran woman's rights woman, now over 
seventy-seven years of age, attired in the neat aud 
simple dress of the friends, one wonld little ex- 
pect to find such earnesiness, such perseverance 
such well balanced vieivs and sncn large vitality in 
a woman of her ase. Hrs. Mott epoto or her at- 
tendance at the World's Convention in England 
twenty years ago, (vhich she visued as a delegate, but 
was refused a seat because sne was a woman. She 
toot a retrospective view of the past, and s jw in its 
experience the unquestionable promise for a brignt 
future. Science was not tae steep hill it was repre- 
seuteci, but was now found to be open to the wo- 
man. Lord Brougham said ihe law regarding tbe 
husoand and the wile was a disgrace to tne country 
Mr. Blackstone, defining tae law. made nusbanJ 
and wife one person, and that person the husband 
She liked the. good old name, -Woman's Kignts » 
She did not want the name changed to "Suffrage 
movement" or to "Equal nights." 
She expressed 
Herself asnamed when she went into ary goods 
stores in New York to see men behind the counters 
measuring out dress goods, tape, <5bc.

Association resumed the proceedings commemora- 
tive of the third anniversary of the association's In- 
auguration which were commenced at the Opera 
House, Newark, on tiie preceding evening. There 
wero 
tnrea 
sessions yesterday-in 
tho lore- 


noon, afternoon 
aud 
in 
the 
evening.

attendances

rasher slender, the afternoon one being, however, a 
vast improvement on Its predecessor. 
At the after, 


noon meeting it was remarked that quite a consider- 
able portion of tae audience consisted of certain 
stand by families, who are always io canned with 
any new movement, bo It progressive or retrograde. 
So anxious to be present were a few members of this 
class that nothing' would do but they must bring 
their babies along, and as a consequence there was 
now and then, in the forenoon as in the afternoon, 
infantile opmionatlve expressions were given in a 
style and manner "more honored in the breach than 
the observance." What the meeiing lacked m num- 
bers was rally compensated for in the harmony 
which prevailed, as well as the highly interesting 
and in many respects instructive character of the 
proceedings. 


THE MORXINS SESSION 


was commenced shortly after ten o'clock, the Pre- 
ident of the association, Mrs. Lncy stone, being in 
tho chair. 
After prayer by 
the Rev. Oscar 


Clutc, of Vineland, Mrs.. Stone explained 
the 


order In which business should be conducted. 
A committee of six oa officers, nominations and 
business was appointed on motion of Mr. Clute as 
follows:—H- B. Blacfewell, Roseviile; George Pear- 
son, Vinelacd: Mrs. Collins Huzzy, Orange; Mrs.

Mrs. STONE then addressed the meeting. She said

called the attention of those present to a num- 
ber of petitions which would be submitted. First, 
it was asted that woman shonid vote; second, that 
the law of the State should be changed so as to 
give women the right to make a will, the same as 
men now did; third, that the widow should be 
allowed to inherit her husband's 
real and 


personal estate, tbe same as a husband now aid 
that of his deceased wife: fourth, that women shall 
have an equal rigac in tne possession of her children. 
Ihe pre.-csit la.w, Mrs. Stowe said, was unspeakably 
cra=l aril wicked in the premises: that womau 
should have a right to use her earnings as s!;« 
deemed best, not 
as 
tho caprice 
or will 


of her husband 
suggested. 
These same peti- 
tions 
were 
submitted 
two 
years 
ago 
to our Legislature, but, as the signature of 
two women only were appended, that bodv ridi- 
culed tne whole sabject. she. tae speaker, nonr de- 
sired that every woman In the State, it necessary, 
should sign the petition, and exhorted those present 
to circulate them and obtain signatures, in the 
opinion of iho amiable speaker there was to-day 
no question 
of greater Importance than the 
woman question. She wanted tnat a womanshouid 
be enabled, without let or hindrance, legal, social or 
conventional, to enter any flc'd of lauor that was 
open io her. ana that she siiojld have eqmil rights 
wiih men. She spoke of herself now that years aso 
when a school teacher, sue only received a dollar a 
week. Uer brother in tlio same school got sick and 
she took his place and did Ula wort s:iri3rac- 
torilv, but, being a woman, she couLd only obtaii' 
one do'lar per week, wane Uer brother had received a 
much larger remuneration. Things were chanffin", 
happily. Now we had n-omeu r.-nuters. and she was 
Happy to say thai they received in some places equal 
rates of wages for the same number of ems as did 
men. 
There were • women telegraphers, women 
artists and women physicians. There was now a 
la-ly doctor iu liroolciyn, siio was rejoiced to state, 
who had a practice of fllteen thousand dollars a 
year. It rejoiced her heart to see that tlic preaching 
Held had bcoa or-emsd. tor v.-omcii. 
Vllt^cu yara 
ago tuu nrst woman preacher, outside the 1'ricuds 
cnteied the Held, and now there were many. A 
suhooimato of liers, the now Hcv. Antomet'1 I~ 
Brown, made up her mind that the world was out 
of joint 0:1 religion, aud feeling that there waa a 
place for her in the preaching of the Gospel sue en- 
tL-i-c-i, ami was now settlcd'over a parish in C"n- 
f ra! N ew York. She commenced at a time when peo- 
ple seemed willing to go to hell rather thitn be saved 
uy a woaian's preaching. Aud now there were wo- 
men sea captains, too: and she cued insiances in 
«Inch a woman, the wife of a sea captain, wno in 
consequence ot the death of her husband on the 
passage to San Francisco Irom Boston was loit m 
charge of the vessel, called all the crew aft, and 
asked them if they were willing that sne should talce 
command aud they all said ves. She brougut tns 
vessel safe to Boston and was handsomely and sub- 
stantially complimented by the underwriters. In 
like manner she cited the similar case of Mrs. Cap- 
tain McGuire.^vho cow commands a vessel out of 
Boston which she nad saved when her husband was 
lost. 


Mrs. ANDEEW JACKSON DAVIS was the next 
speater. She could not, she saw, refrain from stat- 
ing that she was struck with the great ignorance of 
the woman suffrage question per si. She spoke 
in feeling terms of great numbers of noole 
women whom she had met 
the Knew that 


women had that tenderness 
and "sympathy 
which would enable tuem to assist tlie 20 000 
fallen women who were now in the city of 
New York alone. Did tho=2 women of intelligence 
education and wealth who abound in the land 
Snow mat these poor creatures from their infancy 
were going down and down and down until they 
were lost In tne ocean of iufamf ? All, no, sureiy 
not, else would thousands or saving hands be put 
forth. Likewise were there in the same city 
fifty thousand yonng women who go fortn to their 
daily labor, pale-faced, with bleeding hearts and 
bleeding leet, and who obtain the merest pittance 
lor the most- toilsome and weariest of wort. Oh I 
could 
the 
veil 
but 
be 
lifted 
and 
the 
naked, eloomy, awful truth be exposed, how 
many hearts thai now are glau would be 
wrung with sorrow and compassionate fellow feel- 
ing. Then would the demand be made that such a 
siate of affairs should no longer exist—no longer" 
would the wives be defrauded t>y law of their earn- 
ings, their purses and their children. Mrs. Davis' 
enure address was lull of finely worded sentences 
brimful of feeling and deep patnos. 


Then came the venerable Lueretia Mott, who was 
received in the warmest possible manner. To see 
this veteran woman's rights woman, now over 
seventy-seven years of age, attired in the neat aud 
simple dress of the friends, one wonld little ex- 
pect to find such earnesiness, such perseverance 
such well balanced vieivs and sncn large vitality in 
a woman of her ase. Hrs. Mott epoto or her at- 
tendance at the World's Convention in England 
twenty years ago, (vhich she visued as a delegate, but 
was refused a seat because sne was a woman. She 
toot a retrospective view of the past, and s jw in its 
experience the unquestionable promise for a brignt 
future. Science was not tae steep hill it was repre- 
seuteci, but was now found to be open to the wo- 
man. Lord Brougham said ihe law regarding tbe 
husoand and the wile was a disgrace to tne country 
Mr. Blackstone, defining tae law. made nusbanJ 
and wife one person, and that person the husband 
She liked the. good old name, -Woman's Kignts » 
She did not want the name changed to "Suffrage 
movement" or to "Equal nights." 
She expressed
